Perhaps even more drastically needed is 
a long-range plan for growth - action 
taken now against what appears to be in- 
evitable. 

Many times, the best defense is a strong 
offense. 


Fortunately, our past reactions have 
not killed, or made too ugly and hard the 
prospects of growth. At least not yet. 

The responsibility for this not happen- 
ing in the future - and 1985 is the future - 
lies obviously, but not entirely, with those 
people leading our various local govern- 
ments. But it lies with all us, because a 
strong voice will be heard. 

Let’s propose a loud toast to a well- 
planned 1985.

Alabama Scene

In November, 1983, scarcely hours after they 
had been elected in a special election, members 
of the Alabama Legislature voted themselves a 
50 percent pay raise. It created a furore among 
the taxpayers, as it should have. 

Most of the same lawmakers had spent much 
of that year raising taxes because they said there 
was not enough money to fund state govern- 
ment. But there was enough money to give 
themselves a fat raise. 

You might have thought that the lawmakers 
had learned a lesson from that controversy. Ap- 
parently not. A week ago, after meeting for on- 
ly four days in a special session, the same 
legislators decided to take a 13-day vacation. 
With pay. 

The cost of the Yuletide bonus to the tax- 
payers will be in the neighborhood of $250,000. 

The excuses voiced to justify this paid recess 
were as nonsensical as they were numerous. Lt. 
Gov. Bill Baxley said it would have been un- 
constitutional for the lawmakers to recess 
without pay. The constitution does indeed spell 
out the salary of legislators at $10 a day... but 
the other $85-a-day they get for expenses is 
authorized by nothing more than a legislative 
resolution. 

Whether or not it would be unconstitutional 
for the lawmakers to forsake their $10 a day is 
itself questionable, but a simple resolution 
disallowing the $85-a-day expense money 
would have been entirely in order. Gov. Baxley 
didn’t make mention of that for reasons known 
only to himself. 

Perhaps the most amusing defense of the 


paid recess came from Rep. Euclid Rains of 
Albertville, who is blind. He commented that 
**vou don’t quit feeding your dogs just because 
the hunting season is over.’’ With $1,235 each 
in their pockets, the legislators were able to eat 
quite well. 

Gov. Wallace, who had called the special ses- 
sion in hopes that the lawmakers could pass a 
co-employee bill in five days, tried to stay clear 
for the recess controversy. He said that if a 
good bill comes from the session, then whatever 
the cost it will be worth it. 

A few legislators said later they planned to 
give their paychecks to charity, but most didn’t 
show any signs of such generosity. They are no 
doubt betting that by election time the voters 
will have forgot all about the affair. They are 
probably right.

Alabama lost a giant in every sense of the 
word last week when Lister Hill died only a few 
days short of his 90th birthday. 

Hill spent 46 years in Congress -- 15 in the 
House, 31 in the Senate -- and became one of 
the most powerful men in Washington. No 
Alabainian in this century, perhaps none in 
history, possessed quite so much influence on 
the national scale as did Hill. 

While he will be remembered, and rightly so, 
for his efforts to improve health care, Sen. Hill 
was a strong supporter of national defense in 
the late 1930s when few others would listen. He 
was also one of the prime movers in securing 
passage of the act creating the TVA.

Dog puppet makes it easier 
for scared children to talk 


in molestation, sex cases 


by Bert Seaman 

Children who have been molested by adults are 
often afraid to tell other, responsible adults what 
has happened. 

But a dog puppet named McGruff has succeed- 
ed where adults have sometimes failed in getting 
youngsters to open up and talk. 

If children were educated at an early age to be 
aware of molestation, Rona Caldarella believes 
such encounters might be avoided. 

Caldarella works with the program devised by 
the National Crime Prevention Council for 
elementary school children. 

“The program teaches kids that incidents that 
might have happened are not their fault,’ 
Caldarella told the Shelby County Police Chiefs 
Association last week while indroducing McGruff 
to the group. 

She went on to say that McGruff has helped 
break down barriers after such incidents have hap- 
pened. ‘‘For the first time,’’ she said, ‘‘children 
feel that McGruff has given them permission to 
tell what has happened to them.”’ 

The puppet and accompaning tapes are 
available at the Pelham Police Department for 
anyone who would like to use it for a program.

Noting the pervasive nature of child molesta- 
tion, Caldarella said that it isn’t just happening 
somewhere else — it’s happening close to home, 
too. 

Shelby County’s Deputy District Attorney Bob 
Williams said that during the past year approx- 
imately a dozen child abuse cases have been 


reported locally. 

In dealing with these cases, Williams said that 
one of the main goals of the DA’s office is to keep 
the child from suffering further trauma as a result 
of the judicial process. 

Williams said that his office works hand in hand 
with the Department of Pensions and Security to 
keep the emotional strain to a minimum. 

Several techniques are used to relieve the child’s 
anxiety, Williams said, such as dolls, pictures and 
establishing a feeling of trust in the authorities. 
working the case. 

‘‘We try and let the kids know we’re on their 
side,’’ Williams said. 

In 90 percent of the cases in which children 
testify, Williams said ‘‘They do wonderful.”’ 

Whenever it is necessary, the deputy DA said 
that counseling is provided for the child and the 
parents. 

During the past five years, Williams said that 
his office has not lost any of the cases that were 
prosecuted.

The child may make 
careless, impulsive errors, have 
difficulty awaiting his or her turn 
or be unable to play games for 
the same amount of time as other 
children of the same age. 

The first hard evidence of 
hyperactivity almost always ap- 
pears when the child is placed in 
the organized classroom environ- 
ment. The teacher, who has many 
other pupils with whom to com- 
pare the child’s behavior, is often 
the first to see the problem clear- 
ly. 

What the teacher notices in a 
classroom full of children may 
not even be readily apparent in 
the child psychiatrist’s office. 
Vaughn says the one-on-one at- 
tention the child gets with the 
child pyschiatrist may inhibit the 
signs of hyperactivity or attention 
deficit disorder from becoming 
apparent. 

What causes it, what makes it 
go away and what determines 
whether the child will have the at- 
tention deficit disorder and 
hyperactivity are questions that 
frustrate physicians to the point 
of considering the disorder a 
mystery. 

Vaughn believes it is a 
physiological abnormality - a 
disorder with which the infant is 
born. 

Two-thirds of the young peo- 
ple with the disorder gradually 
‘‘outgrow’’ the problem by 
puberty, he says. But the problem 
can persist well into adulthood. 

Once the disorder is identified 
there are a variety of treatment 
possibilities: 

eDrugs can be used to increase 
the child’s capacity to develop 
and maintain interest and to in- 
crease his or her.attention span. 

ePsychotherapy can help to 
overcome the tendency of the 
child to fall behind in school and 
in social development by helping

damaged by disapproving 
friends, teachers or relatives. 

But the family of the hyperac- 
tive child cannot turn away from 
the problem as easily as acquain- 
tances can. Family members may 
express or exhibit psychological 
problems such as denial that the 
problem exists. 

They may have feelings of guilt 
that can result in one parent 
blaming the other. Parents may 
become angry at the teacher or 
obstetrician for insisting the pro- 
blem exists or sink into a depres- 
sion spawned by feelings of 
helplessness. 

The hyperactive child’s siblings 
may resent that he er she cannot 
get away with the same bad 
behavior or may fear the problem 
is a disease that coud spread. The 
sibling may wonder if the 
hyperactive brother or sister will 
die. 

Vaughn, who founded and 
directs the Vaughn Clinic at The 
Children’s Hospital of Alabama, 
says the realization that treat- 
ment is needed for the family, as 
well as the hyperactive child, has 
recently led to the organization of 
parent group program at the Five 
Points Branch of the YMCA in 
Birmingham. 

As can be expected with a 
disorder for which little is known 
clinically, there have been treat- 
ment efforts that have proven 
worthless. Many people still 
think that a high hypoglycemic 
diet, food additives or the lack of 
certain vitamins are the cause. 
Research has not shown any con- 
nections, though, Vaughn says. 

Whatever the cause, if a child 
suffers from attention defecit 
disorder or hyperactivity, he or 
she can grow up to be a normal 
individual if the problem is iden- 
tified and if the parents are per- 
sistent about keeping the child in 
a treatment program. 

If left untreated, the child can 
get hopelessly behind in learning 
and social development while the 
family continues to bear an emo- 
tional burden for years.

Pelham ousts 
library board

The Pelham Council voted 5-1 to abolish the city’s library board 
Monday night. 

The council took the action on recommendation from Mayor Bob- 
by Hayes. Councilwoman Beverly Hall cast the dissenting vote. 

The action — which followed a private, 40-minute pre-council 
meeting and concluded in about five minutes during the council’s 
regular meeting — was the culmination of a controversy that began in 
December and was reported in last week’s newspaper. 

At that time, Hayes criticized the spending practices and priorities 
of the library as dictated by its four member board. 

**] still feel like the board can be a good one if we get some problems 
worked out,’’ Hall said ‘‘These people have worked long hours to 
establish a library here, and I think they deserve more than to have the 
board abolished without any notification at all.’’ 

Hayes said Monday that he recommended that the board be 
abolished in light of the fact that the city now has a full-time librarian. 

**It is the opinion of the mayor’s office that there is no need for this 
board at this time,’’ Hayes said. ‘‘We have hired a new librarian who 
has a master’s degree in library science. He will take care of the ad- 
ministrative responsibilities once handled by the board.”’ 

Hayes said he would like to see a support group - such as a friends 
of the library - developed in Pelham. 

Martha Murphy, the library board chairman, was ‘‘surprised’’ to 
learn of the action after the council meeting. 

“*] feel the library needs a functioning board to support the director 
in formulating plans and enhancing library services. A board helps 
with community involvement. 

“*I regret the decision to abolish the board,’’ she said. ‘I will, 
however, continue to support the Pelham library in any way | can."

Food World to open second store 


Construction starts on Inverness Plaza

Inverness developers have signed a contract with Food World as an 
anchor tenant in an ‘‘upstage’’ shopping center at the intersection of 
U.S. 280 and County 17 (Valleydale Road). 

The 15-acre shopping center site was prepared last summer, and 
Food World, the first tenant, signed at the end of the year. Founda- 
tion work began the day after signing, said Leo Karpeles, general 
manager of Taylor Mathis, Inc., which is developing Inverness as a 
joint venture with Metropolitan Life Insurance. 

Karpeles said that the shopping center — Inverness Plaza — will 
draw from a rapidly growing market area stretching from Harpersville 
to east Mountain Brook. 

The facility — which will cost more than $4 million — will feature a 
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A late evening photograph at the Wynfrey Hotel 
construction site indicates a peacefulness at the 
massive Riverchase Galleria Mali, but in little 
more than a year from now, the project, still in its 
skeletal stages, will become active as a top interna- 
tional class hotel, employing more than 300 peo- 
ple. The hotel and mall are scheduled to open 
February, 1986, and Galleria executives predict

The code of Alabaster requires public utilities to pay the city a 
privilege license fee amounting to three percent of their annual gross 
income, 

However, the city’s water and gas board was exempted from the fee 
some time back because the board was in financial straits. 

Since the board is now showing a good profit, the council voted 
unanimously Monday to once again enforce the three percent fee. 

Councilman J.C. Draper, who brought the matter to the council’s 
attention, said that the board has been paying a flat $24,000 a year 
($2,000 a month), in lieu of the three percent fee. 

However, Draper said that the board’s last audit showed a $200,000 
profit. Now, with the city in a tight financial situation, Draper said he 
didn’t think the board should be exempted any longer. 

The city has already had to spend $47,000 of last year’s revenue 
sharing money to pay what it owed on a Community Development 
Block grant for the sewer extension project. 

That money had been designated for new equipment and other uses. 

This year’s revenue sharing money — approximately $90,000 — has 
not been designated as yet.

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Writer has brush with death

Monique VahLandingham has won a one-year 
scholarship from Rotary International to study 
communications in Germany. But crossing the 
Atlantic was not on the former Montevallo 
woman’s mind when the car she was driving 
recently plunged upsidedown into a dark Mobile 
canal, and sank 40 feet to the bottom. 


VanLandingham, a former summer employee 
of the Shelby County Reporter and now assistant 
editor of Alabama Magazine in Montgomery, was 
covering a story in Mobile when the Dec. 16 acci- 
dent happened. 

She was driving alone about 8 p.m. on the 
Dauphin Island Parkway, looking for a flashing 
detour sign, when suddenly her 1983 Datsun hit a 
low dirt mound and hurdled 120 feet through the 
air and down an embankment. 

Investigations later showed that the flashing 
sign, previously located where a bridge once cross- 
ed the canal, had been knocked down. 

A former lifeguard in Montevallo, VanLan- 
dingham told the Reporter last week that her car 
flipped upsidedown when it hit at the foot of the 
embankment, then continued into the night waters 
of the Theodore Industrial Canal. 

The impact knocked out the windows. The up- 
sidedown vehicle filled with water and sank. 

In total darkness, turned upside down and sink- 
ing, VanLandingham was unable to find the 
release to the seatbelt which harnessed her into the 
car. 


abe felt the car stop soking and aetiie OP 
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sidedown onto what she figured to be the bottom 
of the canal. She later was informed that the canal 
was dredged to a depth of 40 feet. 

“*It was incredible,’’ she said. ‘‘I thought, this is 
it. Isn’t it ironic that a lifeguard’s going to drown? 
What a bad Christmas for my mother.’’ 

But the former lifeguard did not drown. 

‘The survival instinct took over,”’ she said. 

VanLandingham managed to slip the seatbelt 
harness over her head, crawl through a broken 
window, and kicked hard for the surface. 

**You can hold your breath a long time if you 
have to,”’ she said. ‘Right before I broke the sur- 
face, I saw the stars.”’ 

VanLandingham apparently escaped the ordeal 
with nothing Worse than a totaled car, bruised ribs 
and several cuts and bumps — leaving her in posi- 
tion to go to the Republic of Germany in 
September. 

Sponsored by the Montevallo Rotary Club, 
VanLandingham is the first person from Shelby 
County to win a Rotary Foundation Scholarship. 
Nominated for the competition by club member 
Steve Sears, she leaves for Eberhard - Karls - 
University in Tubingen in September to study 
languages and communications for one year. 

She is the daughter of Hilde VanLandingham of 
Montevallo, attended the University of 
Montevallo and graduated from Auburn with 
honors in journalism. She worked parttime in 
1982 at the Reporter, was managing editor of the 
Auburn Plainsman, and wrote for both the Birm- 
ingham News and Montgomery Advertiser before 
going to Alabama eee last November.

While it’s hard to see through dust, it’s harder still to 
see through doors. And with Pelham sweeping through 
an array of controversial issues these days, it’s 
somewhat hard to see what’s truly going on. 

As it is, much policy is now being established by let- 
ters, phone calls and private pre-council meetings. By 
the time an issue gets to the council — i.e., the abolish- 
ment of the library board — nothing is left for public 
scrutiny but a seemingly signed, sealed and delivered 
rubber stamp approval. 

By our recollections of Civics 101, this is not the way 
to conduct good government, regardless of any margin 
of victory at the polls. 

The present — and indeed the past — administration 
prefers to keep pre-council meetings closed to the press, 
and therefore to the voters. 

An argument has been made that personalities may be 
discussed in these meetings, and that no final action is 
ever taken On an issue. 

Our contention is that politics are discussed. And if 
decisions are made based on personalities, then they 
may be unwise decisions. 

While final action is not taken, it is obvious that 
policy is set that affects the city’s future. 

In light of the sweeping changes, we think Mayor 
Bobby Hayes and the council need to — for their own 
sake, too — be above board and open with their deci- 
sion making process. 

Such openess would indicate to the people that they 
are, indeed, serving in the best interest of Pelham.

Law suit dog fight 


One of the oldest rules in politics is expressed in a picturesque 


way: 
to follow in any area. 


**Don’t ever get in another dog’s fight.”’ 


It’s not a bad rule 


The rule was invoked last week by Atty. Gen. Charles Grad- 
dick. At issue was the controversial paid recess taken by the 


Legislature during the holidays. 


Montgomery attorney Jim Zeigler, who is not adverse to hop- 
ping on the popular side of a political issue, had filed suit to pre- 
vent the lawmakers from receiving their $85-a-day in expense 
money. Originally named in his suit were the 139 members of the 
Legislature (there is one vacancy at the time), and several other 
State officials, including Lt. Gov. Bill Baxley. 

Normally, when a state official is sued, the office of the At- 
torney General comes to their legal defense. The attorney 
general is the state’s lawyer, so to speak. 

But at the hearing last week in Montgomery Circuit Court, 
Graddick and his staff were noticeably absent. Lt. Gov. Baxley, 
who has since been dropped from the suit, expressed surprise that 
Graddick was not on hand to defend the paid vacation. 

Surely Baxley was jesting. Graddick wouldn’t have touched 
that case with a ten-foot pole. That’s another dog’s fight, and 


he’s not about to get in it. 


As to the hearing, Judge Randall Thomas issued an order to 
withhold the $85-a-day pay for the lawmakers until a final deci- 
sion could be made. He agreed with the complaint attorney that 
if the money was paid to the lawmakers it would be difficult to 
recover it should the court rule the payments were illegal.

County’s inaction hinders new 


by K.A. Turner 

Lack of action on the part of 
the county commission may have 
killed a proposed million dollar 
business in’'Columbiana. 

Due to a Jan. 1 deadline for 
obtaining property owned by the 
county, the status of the business 
is now questionable. 

The county commission initial- 
ly moved to sell the property in- 
volved, then recinded that action, 
due in part to a past land-sale 
controversy. 

Doug Rasco of Columbiana 
approached the commission on 
Dec./17, hoping to buy five acres 
of a 20-acre plot the county owns 
behind the Humane Society pro- 
perty in Columbiana. 

Rasco said at the time that he 
intended to open a manufactur- 
ing business that would initially 
employ 15 people, and possibily 
expand to 25. He estimated the 
business would generate some $1 
million annually. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port moved that the proper ar- 
rangements be made and the land 


sold, with final approval of the 
deal coming at the Commission’s 
Jan. 14 meeting. 

Rasco then told the commis- 
sion he needed to close the land 
deal before the first of the year in 
order to open his business during 
1985. 

Davenport revised his motion 
to enable commission chairman 
Tommy Snowden and county at- 
torney Frank ‘‘Butch’’ Ellis work 
out a Satisfactory arrangement 
and execute the sale of the land to 
meet Rasco’s deadline. The new 
motion passed unanimously. 

A minute later, Davenport 
reconsidered. 

**On second thought,’’ he said, 
**] would like to withdraw all my 
motions, the reason being that we 
have had a lot of controversy 
over selling county property. 

“Other people might be in- 
terested in this piece of property 
and request to bid on it.”’ 

Following Davenport’s 
withdrawal, the commission 
agreed to advertise bidding for 


the property, and to open those 


bids Jan. 14. 

This week, however, Snowden 
said that there had been trouble 
in obtaining a proper survey of 
the land because of the holidays. 
The property was never advertis- 
ed and apparently cannot be 
legally bid on Jan. 14, 

Last week,.Rasco said he did 
not know whether he would still 
be able to locate in the county. 

‘*Things are kind of at a stand- 
still right now,”’ he said. ‘‘I don’t 
know where we will locate. I'd 
just rather hold off on comment 
(on the -commission’s actions) 
right now.” 

Snowden said Tuesday that felt 
chances of Columbiana getting 
the business were still ‘‘good,”’ 
and that he supported Rasco. 

Davenport also said since the 
Dec. 17 meeting that he supports 
Rasco’s ‘‘super’’ 
posal. 

He said he withdrew his mo- 
tion to sell the county land 
because of the controversy the 
commission faced last fall when it 
initially voted to sell a small plot

Takes assistant’s job 


with Livingston Tigers

Just weeks after closing out its most suc- 
cessful football season in twenty years, 
Shelby County High is losing its head foot- 
ball coach. 

Ricky Seale is leaving the SCHS program 
to take an assistant’s job at Livingston 
University. Seale played for the Tigers for 
four years, and will coach with a former LU 
coach in his new position. 

Seale’s resignation from SCHS was effec- 
tive Tuesday, Jan. 1 (after last week's 
newspaper went to press), and he began his 
job at Livingston January 5. 

‘I’ve had real mixed feelings about this all 
along,’’ Seale said. ‘‘I really hate to leave 
this bunch. ‘They were a good group of 
seniors and we all had a real good year.’’ 


However, Seale said that college-level 
coaching is something that he’s always 
wanted to do. 

*“At my age, I need to get into college 
coaching now,"’ Seale said. ‘‘It’s something 
that I feel like I have got to try, or I will 
never be satisfied.’” 

Seale joins the staff of Sam McCorkle and 
will work with the quarterbacks and wide- 
receivers. McCorkle was an assistant at Liv- 


ingston during the time Seale played there. 
The two men later coached together at Cor- 
dova. 

‘*I’ve known him for quite awhile,’’ Seale 
said. ‘I know he’ll be good to work for, and 
that helped my decision.”’ 

Despite his absence, Seale sees a good 
future for the SCHS program and the 1985 
Wildcats. 

**T think they will still have a good football 
team,’’ he said. ‘‘They have good players 
returning and they are a good bunch to work 
with. 

**What is really sad is I don’t know if i will 
get an opportunity to talk to the team as a 
whole,”’ he said. ‘‘I hope someday that they 
will understand the decision and not feel like 
I am running out on them.”’ 

Seale came to Shelby County High in the 
summer of 1981 and posted an even 22-22 
record in his four years as a head coach. 

The 1984 season was by far his best, as the 
Cats finished the regular season at 10-0 .

Three-wheelers: excitement or accident 


Three-wheelers — technically 
known as all-terrain vehicles — 
were again a popular item on 
Christmas want lists. 


Along with the dramatic in- 
crease in owners of three- 
wheelers comes an equally 
dramatic increase in injuries and 
deaths incurred while riding the 
cycles. 

National statistics indicate that 
the number of three-wheeler in- 
juries.rose from 8,600 in 1982, to 
an estimated $3,200 through the 
first nine months of 1984. 


Since January 1, 1982, there 
have been 80 deaths reported due 
to accidents while riding three- 
wheelers. 


In light of those statistics, cer- 
tain safety precautions should 
always be observed while riding 
three-(or four) wheelers. 


*Three-wheelers handle very 
differently than other motor- 
cycles. First-time drivers should 
receive training on the cycles 


before being allowed to ride them 
alone. 


Riders should check the ter- 
rain they will be traveling over 


Wear a helmet. 


Never ride 
“double.” 


There has been a dramatic increase in injuries and deaths 
associated with three-wheeled all-terrain vehicles (ATV's). 
Users of ATVs should always wear a helmet, never ride 
“double, and keep speeds low enough to permit safe 
traveling for the terrain. The majority ef accidents occur 
when the ATV hits an obstacle (such as a rock or a ditch). 


before they ride, and maintain 
speeds that are safe for that ter- 
rain. 


eChildren should be old 
enough to handle a motorcycle 
before they are allowed to dive a 
three-wheel cycle alone. Three- 
wheelers are not simply 
overgrown tricycles. 


*Always wear a helmet and 
other protective gear while 
riding. 


*Do not ride double. 

*Do not drive on paved 
highways or streets. 

As with any motorized vehicle, 
good judgement is required while 
riding a three-wheeler. Alcohol 
or other drugs can impare this 
judgement, as can a false sense of 
security created by three wheels 
instead of two. 


Safety experts urge riders to be 
careful: a three-wheeler can be an 
exciting recreational cycle, or an 
accident looking for a place to 
happen.

ra his youth he herded cows by horseback in 
Mountain Brook, on land that is now the golf 
course at Birmingham County Club. Later, he 
drove a milk truck every day from Helena to Birm- 


ingham, returning in time to sleep an hour -before 


going to the barn to milk more cows. 

Today, his two Shelby County dairies boast more 
than 1,600 acres of land and some 800 head of cat- 
tle.

He never made it to college, but his recognition 
of the importance of education led him to serve as a 
trustee at Helena School. He was later elected to 
two terms on the Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion. 

He got his first taste of business at 16 while work- 
ing in an uncle’s grocery store for $2 a day plus 
board. Last year, as president of one of the Shelby 
County’s leading .banks, he was instrumental in 


organizing it’s merger with a $3 billion statewide

holding company. 

For 12 years he served on the Shelby County 
Commission, and for 12 years he was president of 
the the Shelby County Farm Bureau. He has been 
elected as ‘‘Citizen of the Year’’ by the Alabaster 
Civitans, and presently serves as an elder in the 
Riverchase Church of Christ. 

But in a life that has thus far spanned several 
careers in three-quarters of a century, the man’s 
pride and joy would appear to be his wife, Irene, 
and the 50 or more members of their ‘timmediate”’ 
family. 

**In fact,’’ said Joel Elwyn Bearden — Ned, to 
most people — ‘‘the first $20 bill my wife and I sav- 
ed, we put it under the mattress to pay for the 
delivery of our first baby.”’

J.E. Bearden was born Oct. 4, 1909, on a small 
farm in Jefferson County. Schoolmates at Shades 
Cahaba nicknamed him *‘Ned.”’ 

‘*They had to call you something,”’ he said dur- 
ing an interview, sitting in a recliner in the den of 
his home on Bearden Lane, surrounded by seeming- 
ly hundreds of family pictures and civic plaques. 

The son of dairyman Joel B. Bearden, Ned learn- 
ed early about cows and farming, milking them 
before and after school. 

In those days, there were no stock laws, and cows 
roamed at will. This led to occasions of rounding up 
strays by horse from the golf greens then under con- 
struction at Birmingham County Club. At other 
times, he herded cows up 20th Street and through 
Five Points South — the bells around their necks 
ringing along city streets as they headed toward 
home. 

Into his teens, Bearden worked his father’s farm 
and at a neighboring dairy, as well as working in 
an uncle’s store. At 19, his life took a major turn

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SMC swings into action 
to save Calera man’s lite

Donald Davis almost did not 
live to see Christmas. 

But, through a team effort by 
Shelby Medical Center and UAB 
Hospital, Davis not only recently 
Survived a near fatal heart 
emergency, but was able to return 
home to celebrate a_ special 
Christmas and New Year with his 
family. 

On December 15, Davis, 42, 
was rushed to SMC’s emergency 


room by ambulance. He was 
pale, sweaty and clutched his 
chest in pain. 

The emergency staff im- 


mediately set to work stabilizing 


Davis with IV fluids and pain 
medication. ER Dr. Richard 
Holmes, certain Davis was a 
heart attack case, placed a call to 
SMC’s chief cardiologist, Dr. 
Dale Elliott, who was at the 
hospital in 15 minutes. 

After examining Davis, Elliott 
suspected he was dealing with 
more than just a heart attack. His 
stethoscope revealed a murmur 
that the cardiologist felt sure 
could mean only one thing: an 
aortic dissection. 

A weakened area in Davis’ aor- 
ta had torn and was spilling 
blood into his chest cavity. If 
Elliott's diagnosis was correct, it 
was imperative that Davis im-

mediately undergo open-heart 
surgery. His life depended on it, 
but first the diagnosis had to be 
confirmed. 

A chest X-ray did not confirm 
an aortic dissection, but Elliott 
was sure that his diagnosis was 
correct. He made the decision to 
perform a 2D echocardiogram. 

The echocardiogram, a piece 
of cardiac equipment, had been 
delivered to SMC only two weeks 
before. The sensitive machine 
projected a two dimensional pic- 
ture of Davis’ heart onto a

screen, and there, just as Eliott 
had expected, was the dissected 
aortic wall. 

Elliott made two quick phone 
calls; the first to Dr. Dan Thomp- 
son in SMC’s Radiology Depart- 
ment to request an aortagram 
that would show the exact loca- 
tion of the dissection; the second 
to Dr. Albert Pacifico, newly ap- 
pointed director of car- 
diothoracic surgery at UAB 
hospital. 

Elliott informed Pacifico of 
Davis’ situation and asked him to 
assemble an open heart team. He 
would be sending Davis to UAB 
for an aortic graft and aortic 
valve replacement as soon as the 
aortagram was completed. 

Davis was rushed by am- 
bulance to UAB hospital, where 
Pacifico and his surgical team 
were scrubbed and waiting to per- 
form the lifesaving graft. After 
surgery, Pacifico credited saving 
Davis’ life to SMC’s ability to 
make this diagnosis and save 
precious minutes. 

‘Dr. Pacifico told Mr. Davis’ 
family that our 2D echogram sav- 
ed his (Davis’) life,’’ Elliott later 
said. ‘‘We were able to make the 
correct diagnosis here, and notify 
UAB of the situation while the 
patient was enroute. 

“If they had had to diagnose 
him at UAB, there may not have 
been enough time,’’ said Elliott, 
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Davis, naturally enough, said 
he is grateful to Dr. Elliott and 
SMC for the part they played in 
saving his life. 

‘*There is no doubt that stopp- 
ing at Shelby Medical Center sav- 
ed my life,’ Davis said. ‘‘They 
were able to make the diagnosis 
and get me to UAB in time. Dr.

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Montevallo man 
works at Cal Tech 
to blow atoms apart

In a few short years, Taylor 
Lawrence has gone from 
Montevallo to Annapolis to 
Pasadena. And this summer he’ll 
go even further as he pursues his 

interest in physics. 
His work on an international 
“research project at the California 


--Anstitute of Technology is taking 
Lawrence to Geneva and Ham- 
~durg. 


The 21-year-old Montevallo 
man is one of 15 people at Cal 
Tech working on a project which 


- involves blowing apart atoms and 


studying their composition. 

Lawrence designed the calibra- 
tion system for the project 
called LEP for Large Electron 
Positron. 

A 1982 graduate of Montevallo 
High School, Lawrence received 
an appointment to Annapolis 
where, for two years, he main- 
tained a 4.0 point average and 
was the top student in his class. 

However, the physics program 
and the facilities for experimenta- 
tion at Cal Tech lured him away 
from the academy, he says. 

In order to be accepted to the 
Pasadena school, Lawrence had 
LO pass a seven hour examination 


* in physics and mathematics. But 
* not only did he pass, his perfor- 


mance earned him a Carnation 
scholarship and a Cal Tech grant 
which add up to $15,000 a year. 

He is also paid by the hour for 
the approximately 15 hours a 
week he works with the high 
energy physics group. Even more 
than the pay, Lawrence says that 
he values the opportunity to gain 
experience in his field outside the 
classroom. 

‘*] really lucked out in being 


> asked to work on this project and 


in getting to go to Geneva and 
Hamburg this summer,” 
Lawrence says. 

In Geneva, Lawrence will visit 
the Center for Nuclear Energy 
Research — CERN -—- where a 


16-mile ring will be built for atom 
separation and analyzation. 
Experiments will be conducted 
in Hamburg where a similar ring 
is already in existence.

Commenting on what it takes 
to get high school students in- 
terested in science, Lawrence says 
that a good physics lab would be 
a big help. 

**Classwork only goes so far,”’ 
he says. ‘‘But it gets real exciting 
when you can actually see how 
things work.”’ 

However, Lawrence feels that 
too much of one thing — no mat- 
ter how interesting — can makea 
person one sided. So he finds 
time at Cal Tech for some of the

Montevallo. 

When he’s not studying, in the 
lab or in class, he plays trumpet 
with the wind ensemble and the 
jazz group and does some acting 
with the theatre group. 
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Bearden 


when he married Irene Lanning, a native of 
Akron, Ohio who was five years his senior and 
working at the time at Drennan Motor Company 
in Birmingham, 

“I was too young to know what I was doing,”’ 
Bearden grinned, ‘‘She was too smart to let a good 
thing go...” 

‘**Do you call that conceited?”’ asked Irene good 
naturedly from her seat under a framed needle- 
point piéce that states: ‘God must have loved the 
Beardens, He made so many of them.”’ 

“Well, I got the right gal, even if | didn’t know 
what I was doing,’’ Bearden said. 

Eight days after the wedding, on Jan._1, 1929, 
the couple, along with Ned’s father, started a joint 
venture dairy on 230 acres in Shelby County, 
along what is now State 261, the Helena Road. 
One of the first dairies in the county, Bearden 
herded their 60 cows from Jefferson County, 
down the Old Montgomery Highway, and across 
the Cahaba. 

This was the start of Bearden Farms. Bearden 
the farmer went on to purchase surrounding land 
in Helena and Pelham, 900 acres in Vincent, and 
developed the operations into the largest dairy in 
Shelby County, and one of the largest in the state. 

But the business almost failed during the 
depression. Because the dairy was losing money, 
Bearden’s father wanted to close the operation. 

His son, however, had already decided that he 
and Irene wanted to stay in Shelby County, so he 
bought the farm. 

Irene used her business knowledge to keep the 
company books - or what there was of them. 
After paying all the notes, dairy expenses and 
hired labor, there was, for a time, but $1 of profit 
made each day. 

**We liked to have starved to death then — and 
the cows, too,’’ Bearden said. 

During this time, he woke up at 2 a.m., drove 
his own milk truck to Birmingham every day, and 
returned in time to nap an hour or so before the 
cows had to be milked again. But the work paid 
off and the farm eventually prospered, leading 
Bearden to certain conclusions about life: 

**! was lucky. The harder I worked, the luckier I 
was,’* said Bearden the family man. **But this was 
a family deal. It wasn’t just me. That’s where I’ve 
been fortunate." 

The ‘‘family deal’’ developed into three boys 
and three girls — Kathlene, Joel, Leonard (killed 
in a 1968 plane crash along with Dr. Stanley Lacey 
and then Helena Mayor J.R. Davidson), Frances, 
Ralph and Shirley. Bearden said they quit having 
children when doctor fees went up to $35 

He credited Irene with keeping the family unit 
strong in those days, and recalled her milking a 
dozen cows while rocking a baby from a sling 
hung from the barn rafters, Indeed, in 1963, Pro- 
gressive Farmer magazine named the Beardens as 
its ‘*Master Farm Family.” 

Shortly after the children started attending 
Helena School - he had from one to six of them 
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there for 19 years — citizens asked Bearden to 
serve as a school trustee. 

‘*We put water in the school and toilets,’’ he 
said, 

Later, in 1957, he was elected to the board of 
education where he served until his 1969 election 
to the county commission. 

Reflecting on his board of education terms, 
Bearden said that his toughest decisions dealt 
with integration, which was accomplished in 
Shelby County quietly and without major inci- 
dent. ; 

He said he views his largest contributions to 
education as helping the consolidation of a number 
schools into larger 
schools, leading to the construction of Colum- 
biana Middle, Chelsea, Vincent -Elementary, 
Valley, Calera Elementary, Montevallo Elemen- 
tary and Thompson Elementary Schools. Also 
during his two terms, additions were made at all 
the county schools. 

As for being a county commissioner, Bearden 
said he prides himself most on the vast im- 
provements and expansions made to the-county 
highway system, which, during his terms, grew to 
national recognition. His toughest decision as 
commissioner was voting for the bond issue that 
financed the county jail and gave the county its 
first ever major indebtedness. 

Bearden the politician said that public office 
taught him to learn to disagree with people, and 
still get along with them. 

**Don’t expect everybody to agree with you,”’ 
he said. “And you'll also find out that you’re not 
always right.”’ 

During this time, Bearden the businessman 
helped establish Consolidated Dairies, then served 
20 years on its board of directors as the group 
grew from a dozen to 100 trucks. Too, he served 
as president of the Shelby County Farm Bureau 
and as a board member for the Federal Land 
Bank. 

In 1977 lie was named ‘‘Man of the Year’’ in 
agribusiness by the Birmingham Area Chamber of 
Commerce. 

But as a Shelby County businessman, Ned 
Bearden remains best known for his involvement 
with the former First Bank of Alabaster. 

He was an original stockholder in the bank 
when it opened in January of 1952 with George L. 
Scott as president. He later joined the board , and 
in 1967 followed Scott as the bank’s second and 
last president, serving’ 17 years in that capacity. 

‘*We work the farm here as a family,’ Bearden 
said. ‘‘And we really worked as a family in the 
management of the bank.”’ 

With vice presidents Don Lathem and Virginia 
Johnson, and the help of his secretary, Emma 
Higgingbotham, Bearden led the bank through 
steady growth, opening branches on State 119 in 
Pelham, and, last year, across from Pelham City 
Hall. 

Although he was looking to retire, he agreed to 
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remain at the bank through its merger with 


SouthTrust of Alabama in 1984, a business move 
he considers to be beneficial not only to the county 
in general, but to the bank’s employees as well. 

He will remain with the bank as a consultant un- 
til next summer. 

“‘l wouldn’1 také any. credit for the success of 
the bank," Bearden ‘said. 
management | associated with.”’ 

Bearden the banker/civic leader/politician said 
he considers himself first and foremost, a farmer. 
True to that spirit, during his days as a bank presi- 
dent, he would go évety morning to the barn at 
6:30 ‘‘tosee if | agreed with what was going on..."’ 

Reluctant -to take direct credit for the bank's 
success, he apparently. feels the same way about 
the success of Bearden Farms. But the direction 
taken by the bank and farm — as well as 
Bearden’s other endeavors — reflects a basic 
philosophy which the man has developed and 
followed over the years: 

“Everything 1 was ever in, | always felt it was 
necessary to keep on progressing if you wanted to 
stay in businéss. At the end -of every year, if 
you've’ stayed the same, if you haven't gone 
forward, you've gone backwards.”’ 
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Coupled with this forward push is Bearden’s 
belief in sound management: good banking is 
good money management; good farming is good . 
management of cows; a good education board 
member is a good school system manager; a good 
family is a good manager of, well, a family. 

Twenty-three members of the Bearden family 
live on Bearden lane, across a 100 acre expanse of 
winter grass from the Helena Road. But that’s 
hardly the entire crew. His six children have pro- 
‘duced 20 grandchildren and 20 great-grand 
children — LO boys and ten girls each way. 

_ Sixty-two ‘*‘immediate family’ members show- 
ed up at Bearden’s house for Christmas: Some 100 
showed up last summer for Irene’s 80th birthday, 
and again in. the fall for Bearden’s 75th. From all 
indications, everyone got a big kick out of seeing 
‘*Dad"’ ride his three-wheeler around the farm. 

At this rate, what is Bearden the family 
man/farmer/businessman/politician planning for 
his 100th birthday? 

“I'll probably find another acre or two to buy 
or clear. Run in a few cows on the three-wheeler. 
You've always got to have something going on, 
moving forward. If you don’t, then your not pfo-

lawsuit against the county. 


Over 20 people appeared before the commission to oppose the is- 
suance of the licenses. - two of which are for stores in Shelby, the 


other for a club in Westover. 


MacArthur Rinehart, and Sue Scott Hope and Geraldine Scott 
sought licenses for locations in Shelby. Wayne Archer sought a 
licenses for the Westover Country Club. 

The commission denied both Shelby requests on November 10. 
Harry Lyon, an attorney representing Rinehart, filed suit in Circuit 
Court on November 26, seeking to.have the denial overturned. 

The suit names the commission as defendants and seeks an 
unspecified amount of damages to be assessed by the court. 

In mid-December the county failed in a move for dismisal of the 
suit. On Jan. 10 the suit was ammended to include law fees in addition 


to damages.

Commission discusses dividing county into districts

Shelby County may be using a 
different method to elect its com- 
missioners in coming years. 

The at-large method of com- 
missioner election currently used 
by Shelby County, has recently 
come under legal fire throughout 
the state. 

County attorney Frank 
‘‘Butch’”’ Ellis told the commis- 
sion Monday that many counties 
which vote at-large have been 
ordered by federal courts to 
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change to election by district. The 
commissioners also received a let- 
ter from George Dailey, chair- 
man of the Shelby County 
Democratic Conference, inform- 
ing them of the same state-wide 
tendency. 

In view of the other cases, Ellis 
told the commissioners that they 
might want to voluntarily adopt 
the district system. This would 
allow the commission to choose 
district lines rather than leaving 
that decision to the“courts.

$1 »100 stereo they were giving each other for Christmas. The intruder, 
or intruders, also shot.and wounded Bandit, their dog. 


After the fifth break-in — January 7 — the Castleberrys decided’ 


enough was enough. Last weekend the frustrated couple packed what 


they had left and moved. 


Even moving had burglary related problems. Because most of his 
tools were stolen, Lane bent two table knives using them as 
screwdrivers to remove things from the wall. 

“I'd collect bottles off the side of the road to earn $100 for a reward 
leading to the convictions of the thieves,’ said Debbie, taking a break 


last week from packing. 


‘These guys have gotten away so many times that now we’re going 


to get away,”’ said Lane. 


A year and a half ago, when the Castleberrys first moved into the 
red house just east of the curb market on U.S. 280, it seemed like quite 
a good deal. The house and its 17 wooded acres on the side of the 
mountain rented for $200 per month. 

Debbie grew up in nearby Chelsea and is now a registered nurse at 
Baptist Montclair. Lane grew up in Indian Springs and works as a 
printer for Southern Company Services. They had planned to live in 
the red house long enough to get their finances in order, then buy pro- 
perty somewhere nearby and build their own home. 

The five burglaries — at least temporarily — changed those plans. 

Before moving in, they said they were warned by their landlord that 
the house had been burglarized numerous times in the past. 

**He told us about the break-ins,’’ Debbie said. ‘‘But he said all 
they ever got was drugs, so we weren’t too worried. We figured that 
whoever broke in would know it wasn’t the same people living here 


anymore.”’ 


At the end of July, 1983, they moved from Ski Lodge Apartments 
in Birmingham, to Oak Mountain. They were burglarized in August, 


September and October. 


Debbie’s three rings, taken from a jewelry box containing mostly 
costume jewelry and earrings, were the biggest losses. Curiously, a 
camera and television were left behind, but the intruder went to the 


trouble to make a cheese sandwich. 


Entrance was usually gained by cutting screens and forcing win- 
dows. The break-ins were discovered by Debbie when she got home 


from work about 3:30 p.m. 


One of the break-ins wasn’t even reported because Lane said it 
wasn’t until later that anything was discovered missing. 

Shortly thereafter, the Castleberrys took out insurance on their 
possessions, They said they dropped it, however, after some confusion 


Business survives, 
moves to Pelham 


A proposed $1 million business 
is still alive in Shelby County, but 
will now locate in Pelham. 

Doug Rasco said Monday that 
he is planning to open a 
fabricating business that will 
employ 15 people in its first year 
of operation. The business could 
expand to 25 employees and 
should generate over $1 million in 
revenues annually, he said. 

Rasco had originally sought to 
locate the business in his 


hometown of Columbiana on a 
parcel of land owned by the 
county. But the county commis- 
sion could not advertise, accept 
bids, and complete the land deal 
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within Rasco’s time limitations. 

The commission, however, is 
helping to locate financing for 
the new business. 

Acting for Rasco, Develop- 
ment Research Inc. has applied 
for a special loan through the 
department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development’s Community 
Development Block Grant Pro- 
gram. 

Application for the money can 
be made only through a govern- 
mental body, and the commission 
agreed to make application pro- 
vided it involved no cost to the 
county. 

The commission will hold a 
public hearing in connection with 
the grant request at 9 a.m., 
Wednesday, January 23.

Also, with the arrest of two area men on charges stemming from in- 


cidents eslewhere, the break-ins abruptly stopped. 

Lane feels certain that the two men were tied to the break-ins at his 
house. For starts, Bandit was missing after one burglary, and they 
found him tied up behind the house of one of the men arrested. 

The Castleberrys said they were upset that nothing of their’s was 
recovered, and that the Shelby County Sheriff’s Department did not 
officially notify them of the arrests until a deputy was taking a report 
on the next burglary which didn’t happened until Dec. 4, 1984. 

A week and a half before that break-in, the Castleberrys charged an 
100 watt, $1,100 Pioneer stereo. A Christmas present to each other, it 
was stolen along with a 19-inch color tv, and the house was throughly 
searched by the burelars. 

When Bandit got sick five days later and his leg abscessed, they 
realized that he had been shot. Later, while wrapping Christmas 
presents in the living room, Lane found a pellet i in the carpet, and 
figured that Bandit had been shot with an air gun while inside the 
house. 

The Castleberrys said they were disappointed that deputies did not 
take any fingerprints after the break-in. They said they were also in- 
timidated by initjal questioning about ‘‘wild parties’’ and insurance — 
neither of which they said they had. 

Investigators eventually theorized that the burglary had been done 
by someone passing by on the highway, the Castleberrys said. But 
Lane said he thinks it was done by someone visitng the curb market, 
or living close enough to have heard the stereo. 

‘*We have our theories,”’ he said. ‘‘The police have theirs.”’ 

The final straw came two weeks ago when Debbie came home from 
work, found the house ransacked, pillowcases missing off the bed, 
and the wind blowing through a broken back window. 

This time Debbie’s jewelry box had been emptied, a camera with 
Christmas film taken, some $300 in tools were missing, clothes were 
gone, and a souvenir $50 bill had been ripped from a wedding card 
that was buried in a folder full of other wedding memorabilia tucked 
away in a drawer. 

‘Then it really started to hurt,’’ Lane said dryly. ‘‘They also got 
our peanut butter.’ 

Along with the peanut butter, some $25 in groceries had been taken 
from the cupboards, including the more expensive of two brands of 
chocolate mix. Several items which wouldn’t fit out the window - a 
floor jack in' a storage room, and a microwave oven - were left 
behind. 

‘I think Debbie decided to move even before I got home,’’ Lane 
said. ‘‘I didn’t argue.”’ 

The Castleberrys figure they have lost about $2,300 in the five 
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break-ins — and that doésn’t count vetenarian fees, renting a moving 
van, taking time from work, and paying to have utilities hooked up at 
their new house. 

Understandably, they do not wish to have their new address 
publicized.

Pelham meetings open 


In response to a direct question, Mayor Bobby Hayes 
said last week that Pelham’s pre-council meetings would 
be open to the press and the public. 

While the Alabama Supreme Court has ruled that 
pre-council meetings cannot be closed, such meetings 
have generally been held in ‘‘private’’ in Pelham, and 
elsewhere. 

Hayes said that the Pelham Council makes no final 

decisions in its pre-council meetings, and that the 
Reporter is making too much out of the issue. Indeed, 
he said these meetings have ‘‘never been directly closed 
to the press.”’ 

However, the pre-council meetings have, in the past, 
been ‘‘indirectly’’ closed to news reporters, and this 
unofficial policy was never openly opposed. 

That’s not to say that important issues are always 
ironed out in these pre-council meetings, nor that ques- 
tionable politics always go on. It is to say that when the 
meetings are closed, no one knows. 

We contend that private pre-council meetings deny 
the public access to — and therefore understanding of 

— its government’s decision making process. 

It’s somewhat refreshing to see that the Alabama 
Supreme Court, Pelham’s city government and this 
newspaper apparently see eye to eye on this point. 


The Ghost of Christmas Past came back to haunt 
Ebenezer Scrooge in Charles Dickens’ ‘‘A Christmas 
Carol.’’ In a manner of speaking, the Ghost of Politics 
Past came back recently to haunt the Shelby County 
Commission. 


A seemingly pointless controversy came up last fall 
when a second party asked to bid on a small plot of 
county land sought by a local abstract company. That 
unnecessary issue led to the commission adopting a bid 
policy on any land it sells. 

While there may be some merit to such a policy, in a 
recent case it nearly cost the county the benefit of a new 
$1 million business. Furthermore, now that a precedent 
has been set, the commission will no longer be able to 
offer expedient action for firms seeking to buy county 
land — and this may yet haunt us again. ...D.F.M.

New bill must be good 


When the special session on the co-employee lawsuit legislation 
came to an end last week, both sides in the bitter fight were moan- 
ing about the end product. 

Labor leaders felt they had given up far too much in the new bill; 
leaders of business and industry felt that the bill should have been 
even stronger. All of this suggests that the measure which passed 
must have been a pretty good bill. 

Unquestionably, the legislative action on the co-employee suits 
will enhance Alabama’s efforts to attract new industry to the state. 
Every study made of the state’s business climate has shown that 
Alabama’s greatest hindrance in luring new plants was co-employee 
suits. 

Nor is there any question that the liberal law Alabama had been 
under was used effectively by other states competing against 
Alabama for the new plants. Industrial development hunters from 
surrounding states have used this issue to a fare-thee-well in 
discouraging plants from coming to Alabama. 

While Lt. Gov. Bill Baxley has taken some fierce lumps for his 
role in the paid recess taken by the Legislation, he’s due high marks 
for the part he played in getting the co-employee bill through the 
Senate. 

A coalition of labor/trial lawyers/blacks were filibustering the 
bill and could very well have killed it had not Baxley not intervened 
and brought it up for a vote. Since Baxley is closely linked with 
these same three groups, what he did was not easy.

Joab Thomas has taken a few from editorial writers after he pro- 
posed that a domed football staduim be built near Bessemer which 
would become the home field for the Alabama football team.

Vintage rifle provides new 


thrills for county marksman

The gun that settled the American frontier (or a 
copy of it) has helped a Shelby County woman kill 
her first deer. 
} Jo Thomas, who lives on Valleydale Road in 
: North Shelby County, notched the kill during the 


oa Christmas holidays. She had been waiting almost 
“4 two years for a kill with her rifle — a ‘‘new’’ 45 
‘{ caliber caplock muzzleloader. 


Thomas and her husband, Buck, have been 
muzzleload enthusiasts for four years. Buck’s first 
muzzleloader was a Christmas gift from Jo, and 
she traveled all over the South to watch him shoot 
it in tournaments called rendezvous. 

7 ‘Sitting in my lounge chair, I decided he was 
*: having too much fun,’’ Thomas said. ‘‘So I got a 
gun and started learning to shoot it.”’ 

Learn she did, so well in fact that the deer kill 
only adds to several trophies and medals won in 
shooting competitions. 

Thomas credits her husband with much of the 
success she has found as a muzzleloader, as well as 
much of the enjoyment she finds in the sport. 

‘We enjoy doing this together,’ she said. 
“‘Buck was so proud of me when I got the deer, 
even prouder than I was. He was very patient with 
me when he was teaching me to shoot.” 

Shooting a muzzleloader is a skill that must be 
learned. 

“The biggest difference in hunting,’’ Jo said, 
*“*is that you only get one shot.’’ 


Every time the gun is fired it must first be load- 
ed with powder, patched, loaded with a ball of 
shot, rammed, and capped. That process adds to 
the shooting competitions as well as the hunts, 
with most shooting matches being timed events. 

Special consideration is not given to the 
muzzleloader because she shoots a special gun. 
Competition targets range from eight inch sizes at 
50 yards, to 12 inch sizes at, 100 yards. 

But it is the special challenges of the gun that 
make the sport an exciting one for Thomas. 

“It is more of a challenge than a modern day 
weapon,’’ Thomas said. ‘I’m a history buff, so 
that aspect appeals to me as well.’’ 

Thomas steps back in history nearly each time 
she shoots, going to the point of wearing a special 
deerskin costume that is a copy of an authentic In- 
dian dress. 

Thomas made the dress by hand and did the 
bead work that decorates it. Buck put the costume 
together with laces, rather than using a needle and 
thread, 

With all of the special challenges involved in 
shooting the muzzieloader, it would seem that 
Thomas might have been lucky to ever kill a deer. 
But her husband Buck has killed several, and 
Thomas should kill more. 

After all, she hunted with a modern rifle for 20 
years and never notched a deer kill. At her rate 
with the muzzleloader however, she could bag 10 
trophies in the next 20 years.

‘Crump’ gets 150

The Vincent Yellowjackets 71-42 win over Lineville last Fri- 
day was the 150th in coach Richard Crumpton’s career. 
But Crumpton saw more importance in the fact that the win 
tied down the top area seed for his team. It’s that kind of at- 
titude that has characterized most of Crumpton’s nine years at 


Vincent. 


Through the Friday win, Crumpton’s record stood at 150-83, 
including one county championship (1979-80), two area cham- 
pionships, two regional championships, a number two finish in 
the state (1981), and, last season a finish among the state’s top 


four. 


Crumpton credits the Vincent program’s success to ‘Shaving 
good players,’’ and minimizes his role in the Jackets good for- 


tunes. 


**You can’t coach to be in the limelight,’’ Crumpton said. 
“*You have to coach because you enjoy the game of basketball.’’ 
As much as Crumpton enjoys the game, he does not let that 
become the only thing in his life. Despite the days that his team 
won championships, despite the 100th or 150th career win, 
Crumpton sees the most significant days in his life in a different 


way. 


“‘The two most important days in my life were when I ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ almost seven years ago, and the day my little 
girl (Katy) was born.’’ Crumpton said. 

‘*I think basketball is the greatest game that has ever been in- 
vented, but it’s still just a game. God’s purpose for me here is to 
try to help kids, and I don’t think the Lord really cares if 
Richard Crumpton’s team wins.’’ 

Crumpton’s priorities are further demonstrated in his choice 
of the most exciting moment during his basketball coaching 
career. Crumpton chose the day that Yellowjacket Victor Dat- 
cher signed a college scholarship with Alabama A&M in 1980. 

**Victor was the first,’’ Crumpton said. ‘‘Since Victor signed 
it has shown our black kids that if they work hard and sacrifice, 
they have a chance to get an education. It has given them an 


alternative. ’’ 


Crumpton did admit that winning number 150 did have some 


significance. 


**I think it does mean a lot. It shows you’ve had some pretty 
good basketball players. It also shows you do some things 
right... not everything, but some things.”’ 

He also gives part of the credit to the people of Vincent High 
School. ‘‘We’ve had great parents and support. I could count 


the disagreements on one hand. 


“It also helps to remember that no matter who you are or 
what you do, there’s always someone who can take your place,”’ 


Crumpton said.

Jesus showed a profound con- 


cern for the poor, the needy, and 
the destitute. He highlighted this 
concern in his Parable of the 


Sheep and the Goats. 

In this parable of the Last Day 
he says, ‘‘Come, O blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you from the foun- 
dation of the world; for I was 
hungry and you gave me food, I 
was thirsty and you gave me 
drink, I was a stranger and you 
welcomed me, I was naked and 
you clothed me, I was sick and 
you visited me, I was in prison’ 
and you came to me,”’ (Matthew 
25:34-36). 

He concludes, ‘‘Truly, I say to 
you, as you did it to one of the 
least of these my brethren, you 
did it to me,’’ (Matthew 25:40). 

Sometimes, we forget that 


many of the things which concern 
us are probably not as important 
to God as they are to us. For ex- 


trine and obscure points of 
biblical interpretation. 
Sometimes, we put our energies 
into the little niceties of worship. 
At other times we get involved in 
the housekeeping details which 


are part of the mechanics for run- 


ning church government. 
There are times to ponder doc- 


trine, consider the liturgy, or give 
attention to the process of church 


obscession with the apparatus of 
religion stands low in God’s 
priority. 


Jesus makes it clear that we are 


judged by our response to the 
most fundamental and pressing 
issues of human life — the state 
of the hungry and thirsty, the 
isolation of the stranger, the per- 
son who shivers in the cold from 


for our positions on doctrine or 
how we worship or how we inter- 
pret church law. God holds us ac- 
countable for what we do or fail 
to do in our ministry to people in. 
distress. 

This is the very issue which has 
surfaced in the recent national 
debate about the economy and 
the budget. We are facing some 
hard decisions about what to do, 
and how much to do for those in 
distress. How big is our ‘‘safety 
net’? for the poor and needy? 
What do we do about unemploy- 
ment and below-the-poverty-line 
families? How do we keep Social 
Security going? How do we han- 
dle entitlement programs and 
keep an adequate national 
defense? 

What is the right answer? I 
don’t know —‘no one does. The 
problems we face are not like 
those the student faces in math 
class. There are no right answers 
in the back of the book. So we 
must struggle together to find out 
‘How much is enough?” and 
‘How much is too much?”’

Their life together has gone to the dogs... and 
Richard and Ada Karrasch love it. 

The couple has lived in Vandiver for almost 25 
years. The reason they live in Shelby County — in 
fact, the reasoning behind many of the major deci- 
sions in their lives — isthe border collies they raise 
and train. 


‘‘When we moved to Birmingham, we were deter- , 


mined to stay with the dogs,”’ Richard said. ‘‘We 
wanted to find about 20 acres of land that was 
somewhat level so that we could work with them.

Richard and Ada both grew up near St. Joseph 
Missouri and met at St. Joe Junior College. 

‘She wouldn’t have made it through economics 
without me,”’ Richard teased. 

The two bumped into each other again (literally) 
while Richard was a lab assistant in a biology class 
Ada was attending. 

‘I dropped my leaf collection and he helped me 
straighten it out,’? Ada said. ‘‘Those kinds of 
classes weren’t my strongpoint.”’ 

The two decided that cooperation was their 
strongpoint, and married. Both went on to earn 
master’s degrees from Missouri University — his in 
agri-biochemistry and hers in French and Spanish. 

That unlikely educational combination took 
them first to Chicago, and then to a turkey farm in 
Indiana. 


The turkey farming business was not altogether 
kind to the Karrasch family.

Me thinks that my association with ‘‘the trail’’ causes me to get a 
considerable volume of mail from numerous conservation groups, all 
of which want my money, or some portion thereof.

tion group...”" 

e'*World Wildlife Fund works by setting up projects that are prac- 
tical and based on solid scientific research. Extinction is forever...’’ 

¢‘‘Dear Wilderness Society Member: If you’re not concerned about 
the vast wilderness holdings of the Bureau of Land Management... 
then the con game is working... If this diversionary tactic works, 
millions of acres: of pristine wildernesses will be turned over to 
development and other private interests...” 

e‘‘Dear Friend of the Environmental Task Force: Toxic chemicals 
are contaminating our food and water supplies, and valuable natural 
resources are being depleted ar alarming rates..." 

Actually, if I were not a poor journalist and a part-time Regressive 
Farmer, I'd send all these groups the $15 they want, and maybe more. 

After all, just because you lived on a one-acre lot in, say Nebraska, 
that doesn't mean you’d plant corn on every inch of that land. No, 
you’d seek some sort of balance in the use of your land. 

Likewise, just because you live in the USA, that doesn’t mean you’d 
make the whole country one city, one strip mine, or one big clear cut. 
Or, for that matter, one wilderness. 

No. It seems to me — bubble gum philosophy and all — that one 
should seek some sort of balance with nature and this planet we share 
with it. 

In gardening terms, you wouldn’t plant your entire veggie patch in 
radishes, would you? 

LIFE IN THE POLITICAL LANE: Conservationist, such as the 
Audubon folks in Birmingham, have been trying for ages to have 
28,000 acres added to the Sipsey Wilderness Area in the Bankhead Na- 
tional Forest. To accomplish this, they’ve been pushing a bill in 
Washington called, originally enough, the Sipsey Wilderness Act. 

Non-conservationist in Washington disagree with this wild 
wilderness proposal. They apparently think that money grows on 
trees, and that there are plenty of trees for the spending. 

These interests have managed, apparently without a lot of trouble, 
to logjam the bill, and U.S. Senators Howell Heflin and Jeremiah 
Denton say a compromise is needed. 

Bubble gum. 

Heflin is too busy thinking about Democrats. Denton is too busy 
thinking about Republicans. Both are too busy eating out with lob- 
byists. 

No, I can’t send all those conservation groups money, but I can 
write two letters (and so can you) that say: 

‘Dear sir: We need balance. We need an expanded Sipsey 
Wilderness. We need less bubble gum and more leadership in 
Washington.”’

If you already have a com- 
puter, there are books available 
to help you become proficient. 


e‘‘The Computer Cookbook: 
How To Create Small Computer 
Systems That Work For You,” 
by William Bates, is a standard 
reference in the microcomputer 
field that can help you find 
almost everything you need to 
know about small computer 
systems, and how to make them 
work effectively. It gives price 
comparisons, shopping tips and a 
detailed listing of more than 500 
hardware and software sources. 

**‘Word Processing with your 
Microcomputer,’’ by L.R. 
Schmeltz, contains information 
on word-processing equipment 
and programs and practical ad- 
vise on how you can put word- 
processing techniques to work for 
home, hobby or small business. 

e‘‘Free Software for your 
Commodore 64, VIC 20 
PET/CBM computers,’ by David 
Heller, shows you where to find 
free resources and introduces you 
to the world of Commodore 
user’s groups. 

*‘Professional Programming 
Techniques - Starting with the 
BASICs,” by Richard Galbraith, 
is a logical easy-to-follow ap- 
proach to learning computer pro- 
gramming. It introduces you to 
the BASIC language while 
teaching you the problem-solving 
techniques used for developing 
your own customized programs.

them. It gives you everything 
from precise, step-by-step in- 
structions on what to do when 
you first approach a new com- 
puter, to sound advice on how to 
stop your computer from causing 
trouble in the family.

by Irv Brechner, is a career guide 
to today’s hottest new field for 
high school students, college 
students or adults considering a 
career change.

Mor- 
rison’s charged $2 per meal, but now meals are 
fixed by program staff personnel in Columbiana 
for around $1! a plate.

That encounter led the Kar- 
rasches to get Prince Valiant — 
“‘Val,’’ for short — a dog that 
would become the cornerstone of 
the Karrasch breeding line and 
one of their most successful 
champions, 

‘He was a natural herder,’’ 
Richard said. ‘‘We didn’t have 
sheep or cows on the farm, so he 
helped with the turkeys.” 


The eldest Karrasch son — 
Rick — also showed him in obe- 
dience trials. Val won the 
Chicago International trials three 
times, once with 199'% of a possi- 
ble 200 points. 

After finally deciding the hat- 
chery business was ‘‘going 
nowhere but broke,’’ Karrasch 
took a job with Portland Feed 
Company and developed a line of 
dog food for them. 


After their younger son, Fred, 
left home for college, Richard 
and Ada decided that it was time 
to leave Indiana. 

Richard learned of a job with 
Jim Dandy feeds in Birmingham, 
and the Karrasches came south... 
bringing their dogs with them, of 
course. 

Richard and Ada located in 
Vandiver, and Ada took a job 
teaching French at Mountain 
Brook High School. 


Life was not altogether easy in 
Shelby County, as the flat land 
that Richard found for his dogs 
was not without natural and 
manmade obstacles. 

‘‘There were 11 wrecked cars 
here when we moved _ in,’’ 
Richard said, ‘‘not to mention 
huge brush piles everywhere.” 


The Karrasches also wanted 
sheep for the dogs to herd, a 
commodity not easily found in 
Shelby County, Alabama. 

‘*‘But goats were easy to get,” 
Richard said. ‘‘Our neighbor, 
Marion Watson, had some that 
her mother had threatened to get 
a shotgun after because they had 
been in her apple trees.” 


Though easy to get, the goats 
did make for some interesting 
problems in herding. 

‘*| would try desperately to 
work the dogs,’’ Ada said, ‘‘and 
the goats would just disappear in- 
to car bodies. When you got them 
out of there, they would climb on 
top of the brush piles.” 

As time went by, the Kar- 
rasches settled into life in Shelby 
County. Sheep were obtained. 
Land was cleared. 


As the farm grew more suc- 
cessful, so did the Karrasch dogs, 
causing Ada to choose between 
her teaching career and her dog 
training career. That’s how 
Mountain Brook lost its French 
teacher. 

But more important than the 
success of the farm or the dogs, 
the couple learned to love their 
new home, almost seeing it 
through ‘Wonder Eyes’ of their 
own.

‘*We love it here,’’ Ada said. 
‘*The weather is much nicer than 
up North, but most of all the peo- 
ple here are lovely.’’ 

Even as she spoke, a knock 
sounded at the door of the far- 
mhouse and a neighbor stuck her 
head in to let Ada know that one 
of the dogs was out. 

The Karrasch neighbors have 
grown accustomed to the collies, 
and apparently care for their well 
being. 

The Vandiver community has 
also apparently come to care 
about the Karrasches, and 
welcomes their involvement in 
civic activities. 

Richard was instrumental in 
the organization of the Vandiver 
Volunteer Fire Department, and 
served as the group’s first presi- 
dent. 

The Vandiver Community 
Center is also a favorite project, 
and Richard speaks with pride of 
the active senior citizens group 
that meets there. 

Even in these civic activities, 
the Karrasch border collies play a 
leading role. 

For the past seven years, the 
Karrasches have organized a 
stock dog trial in Shelby County, 
each time benefiting a charitable 
or civic organization. 

This year’s edition — which is 
set for March 2 and 3 — will 
again aid Coosa Valley Academy, 
the latest in the list of stock dog 


trial profit beneficiaries. 

Last year’s trial brought 76 
dogs to Miller’s Dairy Farm in 
Vincent, making it among the 
largest stock dog events in the 
United States. 

It is in these trials that the Kar-

— the job he adopted when ar- 
thritis forced him to discontinue 
working the dogs. 

But Richard’s experience as a 
handler will not be lost, as he has 
already finished a book entitled 
“Stock Dog Training for Begin- 
ners.’’ The book, which lacks on- 
ly illustrations, should be ready 
for publication sometime this 
year. 

Watching Ada and one of the 
dogs work together, ari observer 
begins to understand why these 
animals could figure so 
significantly in the Karrasches’ 
life. 

The dog moves quickly, silent- 
ly, in a pattern that does not 
alarm the sheep, but moves them 
easily in first one direction, then 
another. 

A word or a low whistle from 
Ada changes direction or stops 
the motion — the dog in suspend- 
ed animation awaiting a new 
command from the master. 

Finally, with the sheep col- 
lected near Ada, the dog 
crouches, ready always to spring

Bill would split 
probate judge, 
chairmanship 


by K.A. Turner 

Once again, a move has started to separate the 
jobs of county commission chairman and probate 
judge in Shelby County. 

In a letter dated January 8, Commissioner John 
Ames asked members of the Shelby County 
legislative delegation to consider a: bill that would 
allow voters to approve or reject the office separa- 
tion. A similar bill was defeated by county voters 
in 1980. 

In making the proposal, Ames said that it is 
‘impossible’ to have one man do the three jobs 
currently handled by the Shelby County probate 
judge, - probate judge, county commission chair- 
man, and in effect, a revenue commissioner. 

Ames proposal would separate the offices of 
probate judge and revenue commissioner from the 
chairmanship of the county commission. This 
would establish a full-time, elected commission 
chairman who would serve as the county’s chief 
executive officer. 

Ames said that the decision was not based on 
any individual’s performance, but on the lack of 
time available to any one person to do all of three 
jobs. 

“If we had a person in those three capacities 
who had just finished Harvard Business School he 
would still be severly taxed,’” Ames said. ‘‘This in 
no way reflectes on (current Probate) Judge 
(Tommy) Snowden. I would welcome his running 
for either of the two offices.’’ 

Ames said he did not intend to run for the chair- 
manship of the commission, should such an office 
be created. 

Snowden — who ran in 1976 on a platform that 
included separation of the offices — did not greet 
Ames proposal positively. 

‘*I wish my opponents would worry more about 
the future needs of the county than about taking 
slaps at me,’’ Snowden said. ‘‘I stay pretty busy, 
but that is what the people elected me to do.’’

Deep freeze 


Arctic air hits county

Saturday afternoon was sunny and 50° under clear blue skies. 

Early Sunday the coldest weather of the 20th Century roared into 
Shelby County bringing snow, ice and temperatures that plumeted in- 
to the bitter sub-zero’s. Schools shut down, power lines snapped, and 
families huddled around fire places and heaters. 

Columbiana restaurant owner Hugh Alford — in a move con- 
sidered fanatic by his own admission — was camped with friends atop 
Oak Mountain State Park when the arctic cold thundered in about 
1:30 a.m. Sunday. 

‘*It sounded just like a freight train,’ Alford said. ‘‘The winds must 
have been 50 mile per hour.”’ 


Actually, National Weather Service meterologist Bob Kilduff said 
gusts were 15-25 mph, causing windchills down to -30°. Official 
temerature at the NWS was -6°, but Kilduff said he registered -8° at 
his home in Cahaba Valley. 

Monday, about 7:15 a.m., the cold contracted and snapped a 
150,000 volt power line running from Lay Dam to Leeds, said a 
lineman for Alabama Power Company. Power to some 10,000 area 
residents from Shelby and the Kingdom communities, to parts of 
North Shelby County were without power until about 11 a.m. 

The cold burst numerous water pipes, swamping basements with 
water and ice, and plumbers with service calls. 

‘*People’s lines all over the county are broken,’’ said Shelia 
Hodgen’s, wife of Chelsea plumber Leon Hodgens. She said the 
plumbers she knew in the county had a waiting list of emergency ser- 
vice calls. 

Water lines and heat compressors at some schools were also out, 
said School Superintendent Ellie Glasscox. But the main reasons he 


gave for closing school Monday and Tuesday were potential heating 
problems because of low gas pressure in Columbiana and Montevallo,

‘*The firemen didn’t want the 
volunteers, Blackwelder said. ‘‘I 
was told long ago that they were 
hiring out of this group and that 
it would eventually end like 
this." 

She said that despite having the 
initial qualification required to be 
a fireman in Pelham, she was not 
one of the volunteers hired by the 
city. 

Hayes denied the charge by 
Blackwelder, saying that the only 
promise he made during his cam- 
paign was to help the people of 
Pelham. 

The mayor noted that the deci- 
sion to end the volunteer pro- 
gram came from Waters, and was 
not made by his office. 

Waters said that he was pleased 
that the mayor was allowing 
department heads manage 
departments in the ways they felt 
were best. 

Organized in 1964, the 
volunteer program was once an 
integral part of the fire protection 
efforts in Pelham. According to 
fire department records, over 60 
persons have participated in the 
program during its twenty-plus 
year history. 

But as the department has 
grown, the volunteer program 
has dwindled. 

Last week, only four 
volunteers were present to hear 
Waters notification that the pro- 
gram had been ended. The 
volunteers were also given pla- 
ques of appreciation by the 
department. 

“It’s kind of sad because it's 
the end of an era in Pelham,’’ 
Waters said. ‘‘This is just the 
normal progression of things. 
The program served its purpose 
well, but its time had ended.’’ 

When Waters joined the 
department eight years ago, the 
city had four paid firefighters 
and depended heavily on 20-25 
volunteers. The PFD now 
numbers 24 paid firefighters, half 
of whom came through the ranks 
of the volunteer program.

in Calera principal case

The Shelby County Board of 
Education will try again on Feb. 
5 to have Calera High School 
Principal Danny Goggins 
transferred to Shelby Elementary 
School. 

The suit, filed by the board 
against the Alabama Tenure 
Commission, will be heard in 
Shelby County Circuit Court. 

The board voted in May to 
transfer Goggins, and upheld 
that decision after a hearing in 
June. But the tenure commission 
subsequently reversed the board’s 
decision. 

Goggins remained at Calera 
and Sammy Arledge was made 
interim principal at Shelby. 

In August, the board took the 
next step in the legal process to 
have the Calera principal 
transferred. A case was filed 
against the tenure commission in 
Shelby Co. Circuit Court. rt. 

In making its decision that 
Goggins, a non-tenured prin- 
cipal, should not be transferred, 
the tenure commission previously 
said that the decision violated the 
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Code of Alabama, section 16, 
24-25. 

To transfer a high school prin- 
cipal to an elementary school, 
was a loss of status, the commis- 
sion contended. 

However, the education board 
contends that point was not even 
brought up or argued by Gog- 
gins’ attorneys. 

The reason given by 
Superintendent of Education 
Ellie Glasscox for wanting Gog- 
gins transferred, was based on 
testimony that Goggins could not 
work in harmony with the ma- 
jority of the faculty. 

Since the Calera principal was 
not tenured, the board could 
have removed him from his posi- 
tion by not renewing his contract. 

But it was the board’s feeling 
that Goggins could do a good job 
at Shelby, and for that reason, 
voted for the transfer recom- 
mended by the superintendent. 

In the case set for 9 a.m. in 
Judge Robert Armstrong’s Court. 
the board is asking for a reversal 
of the tenure commission’s deci-

As Shelby Medical Center’s temporary chief ex- 
ecutive officer for the past five weeks, Doug 
Ballard Sr, has averaged working from 7-5, seven 
days a week. 

During this time he has made five basic observa- 
tions he cares to reveal: 

*Equipment at the county medical center is 
comparable to any that found in any hospital in 
the Greater Birmingham Area. 

The staff is ‘‘highly qualified.” 

Staff overwhelmingly views ‘‘politics’’ as the 
hospital’s major problem. 

eRevenue from overall operations are poor, and 
it’s the tax money from the county that is keeping 
SMC in the black financially. 

*The person hired as administrator/chief ex- 
ecutive officer will have to be strong willed and a 
“darn good’’ organizer. 


The hospital board named Ballard to the tem- 
porary position in December after former ad- 
ministrator Norman Price resigned to take a 
similar job in Mississippi. 

Ballard, who is vice chairman on the SMC 
board, is acting chief executive officer until a 
search committee has located a suitable replace- 
ment, and the hospital board approves that per- 
son. 

The search committee is chaired by C.E, ‘‘Bull’’ 
Carter, and includes board members Laura Willis, 
Tom Stubb and H.A. “‘Doc’’ Rubin. Seven or 
eight applicants have already been seen, but 
Ballard said the committee ‘‘is not in a big hurry 
and wants to look some more. That speaks well.” 

In inspecting hospital equipment, Ballard said 
during a recent interview that he has concluded 
that SMC is the ‘‘best kept secret in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 
“People just don’t realize how modern this 
hospital is,”” he said. ‘‘“SMC has equipment com- 
parable to any hospital in the area.”’ 

The new cardiac cath lab, targeted for opening 
in March, will even be superior to some similar, 
renowned labs in Birmingham,”’ he said. 

He described the staff, department heads and 
technicians at SMC as “‘highly qualified,”’ a con- 
dition he attributed in part to the medical center’s 
high pay scale. 

‘“What’s needed here is a good, strong, 


qualified administrator,’’ Ballard said. ‘‘Not so- 
meone who can be intimidated by the board or 
medical staff. 

“The board should set policy, employ 
good people, and stay out of the day to day runn- 
ing of the hospital. It hasn’t worked that way in 
the past,’’ he added. 

“Almost to the man,”’ Ballard said that 
employees have told him that politics — from 
both inside and outside the hospital — are the big- 
gest problem at SMC. 

“The place is riddled with politics,’’ he said. 

Ballard indicated that his major concern for 
SMC is from an operational standpoint, and 
noted that the hospital last year posted a $400,000 
loss in revenues to expenses. From 1983 to 1984, 
revenues from operations swung about $1, million 
to the negative. 

‘Subtract the county’s four mill tax from the 
bottom line, and you get $11,000 over expenses,” 
Ballard said. ‘‘Subtract from that the $565,000 in- 
terest that tax has drawn in the bank, and you get 
a half million dollar deficit. 

‘“‘That doesn’t look like a pretty picture to me. 
Something has got to be done differently.”’ 

In light of the end of cost-plus medical reim- 
bursements, and limits placed on federal and in- 
surance company payback policies, Ballard said 
that the ‘“‘merry’’ ways of hospitals have changed, 
and that in turn will change ways at SMC. 

‘*We’ve got to act like a commercial business, 
not a county indigent hospital. Efficient hospitals 
will do well. Others will close their doors or be ab- 
sorbed.’”’ 

He noted that during 1984 the hospital cut back 
from 210 beds, to staffing and budgeting for a 
compliment of 130 beds. But ‘‘if the people want 
to keep paying that tax (some $1.2 million), I 
don’t see how it (the hospital) could fail. 

**It’s going to take a lot of work on somebody’s 
part to reverse the trend,’’ he said. ‘‘The key to 
SMC is to get a darn good chief executive officer 
and reorganize this whole operation.” 

Ballard cited two recent developments affecting 
the hospital as being positive: 

©The daily patient census has climbed from a 
seasonal low in December of 110, back to 130. 
Several laid off employees have since been called 
back to work. 

*A judge in Montgomery recently upheld a

Shelby County Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden named Ballard to the SMC board in Oc- 
tober when the commission increased the number 
of hospital board members from nine to 15. 

Ballard, who is 65 and lives at the Flying ‘‘X”’ 
Ranch near Montevallo, is the former owner and 
manager of several X-ray companies, including 
Ballard X-ray company now owned by his son. 

He served as a Shelby County Commissioner 
from 1974-78, and now serves as chairman of the 
Shelby County Airport Authority. He founded 
Shelby Bank and became its chairman in 1972, a 
position he still holds. 

Ballard conceived the original concept for 
Brookwood Hospital in Birmingham, and brought 
together an architect, realtor and lawyer to 
finance it and develop the medical center. He 
served as director of Brookwood Health Services 
from 1968-1972, and was also chairman of its 
audit committee. 

He said he does not like to emphasize that he is 
serving without pay in his capacity of SMC’s tem- 
porary executive officer. 

‘*I started to leave early one Friday and they 
said they’d dock me,’’ he joked. “‘I asked how 
much I owe them.”’

13-day recess may pay off 


Strange though it may seem, some day history may say that a 
13-day paid recess the Alabama Legislature gave itself in 
December, 1984, was the catalyst that led to a long overdue change 
in the way legislators are paid. 

You know the story. On Dec. 22, after being in a special session 
for only four days, the lawmakers recessed for 13 days with pay. 
The reaction from the media and the taxpayers was near-violent. At 
a time when many Alabamians were staring at a bleak, forlorn 
Christmas, our legislators had given themselves a $1,235 bonus. 

At that point, Montgomery attorney Jim Zeigler — who 
recognized a popular issue when he saw one — filed a suit in court 
on behalf of the taxpayers, asking that the lawmakers be denied the 
$85-a-day they would get in expense money during the recess. Give 
them their $10-a-day salary, he said, but not the $85 in expense 
money. 

Last week Montgomery Circuit Judge Randall Thomas issued a 
restraining order which did what Zeigler asked — it withheld the 
expense money. But Thomas’ order went far beyond that. It ques- 
tioned the ‘‘reasonableness”’ of the $85-a-day allowance. 

Not only did the order question whether the $85 was reasonable 
during the recess, a time when most of the lawmakers had no actual 
legislative expenses, but it posed other questions. The judge asked 
if it were reasonable for all legislators to receive the same expense 
allowance even though some live hundreds of miles from the 
Capitol, and some only a few blocks from the Capitol. 

To put it simply, Judge Thomas opened up a can of worms, at 
least as far as the legislators were concerned. 

Thomas’ decision came as a surprise to the counsel for the 
lawmakers. He had argued that the court had no jurisdiction in the 
case, that the lawmakers could take a paid recess at anytime. Judge 
Thomas saw otherwise. 

His order was immediately appealed directly to the State 
Supreme Court, an appeal which most certainly the justices did not 
welcome. This is a no-win situation for the high court. No matter 
how it rules, the court will incur the wrath of either the voters or the 
legislators. 

But the end result of this unbecoming affair is that finally the 
Legislature may be forced to change its methods of compensation. 
The obvious solution is that they be put on an annual salary which 
they will be paid whether they are in session 30 days a year or 365 
days. In addition, they would be reimbursed for expenses in 
precisely the same manner of all other state employees. 

If this proves to be the end result of this controversy, then the 
13-day recess would have been one of the best things the Legislature 
ever did.

Alabaster ups gasoline tax 


by Bert Seaman 
Alabaster has passed a two-cent gasoline tax on wholesalers. 
The tax passed by a 4-1 vote Monday after the council listened 
to objections from two gasoline dealers in the city. Most council 
members said that they heard little or no complaints about the 


proposed tax. 


But Obie Moore, operator of Interstate Gulf, did not think 
that many people knew about the tax. 

Both he and operator Robert Kirkland thought the tax would 
hurt their businesses and Alabaster business in general. 

Moore asked that the council hold off on voting on the matter, 

and to see if there were not other sources of revenue. 

In bringing the issue to a vote, Councilman J.C. Draper said, 
‘I won’t know any more about it at the next meeting than I do 


now.”’ 


Councilman Willie Arrington cast the only negative vote. 
Alabaster and Pelham have been the only cities in the county 
with no gas tax, and Draper said that Pelham is also planning to 


pass the tax. 


However, other Shelby County cities only charge a one-cent 


tax to distributors. 


In the state, Draper said that 284 cities have a tax of one to 
three cents. Of that number, he said 204 cities charge one cent, 
56 cities charge two cents, with the rest charging amounts bet- 


ween one and two cents. 


Although the tax is placed on the distributor, the council 
agreed that it will undoubtedly affect the customer as well. 

In other business, the city agreed to: 

Make a $1,000 donation to the Attention Home. 

ePurchase a PEI machine (for testing motorists stopped for 
Driving Under the Influence) for approximately $3,400. 

¢Purchase an air compressor for city gasoline pumps — for 
which bids had previously been taken — for $1,751.

Alabaster council considers money requests 


Alabaster will receive $93,147 
in federal revenue sharing funds. 
Three of the four requests made 
at the Monday council meeting 
totaled $61,108. 

Councilman Wayne Lucas, 
making the fourth request, asked 
for as much of the city’s allot- 
ment of $93,147 for parks and 
recreation as the finance commit- 
tee saw fit to grant. 

“I'd like to ask for 100 per- 
cent,’’ said Lucas, who recently 
applied for a $50,000 matching 
grant for Buck’s Creek. 

The original purpose of 
revenue sharing funds, Lucas 
pointed out, was to give cities the 
chance to get something for 
future expansion — things not in- 
cluded in the general budget.

Finance Committee Chairman 
Nina Kent said that the requests 
made at the public hearing will 
probably be voted on at the Feb. 
4 council meeting.

Banks’ Cassady brings proven track record to Wilcats

It didn’t take long. 

The Shelby County Wildcats have a new 
football coach. 

Randle Cassady came to SCHS from 
Banks High School, where he took the Jets 
to state playoffs in two of three seasons. 

In hiring Cassady, SCHS principal Bennie 
Storie said he filled many of the qualifica- 
tions lost when former head coach Ricky 
Seale left to take an assistant’s job at Liv- 
ingston. 

Cassady brought 14 years coaching ex- 
perience and a proven track record to his 
new position as Wildcat head. He compiled a 
19-13 mark in three seasons at Banks, in- 
cluding playoff trips in 1982 and 1984. 

Cassady also made a state playoff ap- 
pearance in 1980 with Florala High School, 
winning the South Alabama Coach of the 
Year award in the process. 

Fitting in at SCHS should pose no pro- 


blem for Cassady. In fact, he said last week 
that he’s looking forward to being a part of 
the Columbiana community, which he says 
reminds him of his south Alabama 
hometown of Florala.

**The season they had last year will be a 
hard act to follow,’’ he said. ‘‘They have a 
tradition built there and they have a lot of 
support for the program in the community.”’ 

Cassady looks to build on the success of 
the Wildcat program and not to make 
“‘wholesale changes.”’ 

He said he did not anticipate making any 
changes among the SCHS assistants, and 
could adapt his 50 defensive preference for 
the six-man front the Wildcats used last 
season. 

On offensive, Cassady used a wing-T for- 
mation last season, making best use of a fine 


stable of backs at Banks. 

He said the talent in the backfield at 
SCHS might also fit well into that offensive 
pattern, giving the Shelby County line - 
depleated by graduation from the state 
playoff team of 1984 - added time to 
develop. 

As a coach, Cassady’s career spans asss- 
tant jobs at Troy State, Midfield, 
Hueytown, and Fultondale, and head 
coaching assignments at Florala and Banks.

After the completion of one 
sewer project this month, the city 
of Columbiana is already plann- 
ing further improvements to its 
sewer system. 

At last Thursday’s council 
meeting, Mayor Buck Falkner 
said that the city may be able to 
get funding this year from the 
Environmental Protection Agen-

cy. 

Although the city is not in line 
for this type of funding until 
1986, Falkner said that there is a 
possibility Columbiana could get 
money that a city high on the list 
might not be able to use. 

The grant from EPA would in- 
volve matching funds, but the 
amount was not known.

One Pelham resident question- 
ed the need for hiring someone — 
at a cost of $2,800 — to research 
and formulate the ordinance, 
asking if there was not enough 
talent in the city to write it 
without help. 

Maynard said that a profes- 
sional could do extensive research 
and write an ordinance that 
would accomplish the city’s 
goals, while being fair to city 
merchants, and stand up to any 
legal questioning. 


“This will not be an excep-

The council agreed with 
Maynard’s position, and the mo- 
tion to hire the consultant firm 
passed unanimously.

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the council asking that an or- 
dinance prohibiting truck traffic 
on Lee Street between County 52 
and the railroad tracks be upheld. 
That ordinance was passed in 
1975, and current council 
members feel it is in conflict with 
certain provisions of the 
Alabama State Code. 

Levin said in a note which ac- 
companied the petition that if the 
vote did not go his way, he would 
be present at the council meeting 
to ‘‘bring up some of the stuff 
that the citizens in Pelham should 
know about.”’

Hayes took office. 

In addition, Levin said that 
many area residents felt the city 
staff was too large, saying that 
about 100 or 200 people had told 
him they felt City Administrator 
Bill Overstreet was ‘‘just Hayes’ 
flunkie’’ or ‘‘bodyguard.”’

grant. 

In 1983, the city received a 
$240,000 Community Block 
Development Grant and con- 
tributed $60,000 of city money to 
pay for the recently completed 
sewer project. 

Columbiana is also eligible for 
grant money from that source 
again this year and will file an ap- 
plication in April. Should it 
materialize, Falkner said it may 
be possible to use those funds as 
matching money for the EPA 
grant. 

With the completion of the 
sewer project this month, ap- 
proximately half of the city’s 
homes are now on sewer. 

City residents on County 47 
North and along Industrial Road 
were able to hook on when lines 
were extended to those areas. 

The project also included 
cleaning and repairing trunk line 
along County 70 from Harold 
McCord’s business to the former 
Strickland Chevrolet building at 
the intersection of 70 and State 
2: 

The cost of completing the en- 
tire project has been estimated at 
$1.5 million.

Hayes and councilman 
Maynard both adressed the 
Overstreet issue, Maynard saying 
that he initailly opposed the crea- 
tion of the city administrator 
position.

Councilman Willard Payne 
pointed out that Overstreet had a 
written job description that was 
available through city hall for 
public inspection. 

Levin said that he just wanted 
the city to operate openly, not 
‘tin the dark’’ about Overstreet 
and other issues. 

Maynard stressed that he 
wanted to be made aware of any 
wrong doing going on in city hall, 
but cautioneds that rumors only 
hurt the city. Maynard asked for 
a figure on the amount spent to 
renovate city hall, and was told 
the total was between $12,000 
and $13,000.

Sec. 2 it shall be unlawful to 
discharge to any natural outiet within 
the City of Calera, or in any area 
under the jurisdiction of said city, any 
Sewage or other polluted waters, ex- 
cept where sutable treatment has 
been provided in accordance with 
subsequent provisions of this or- 
dinance. 


Sec. 3 Except as hereinafter provid- 
ed, it shall be unlawful to construct or 
maintain any privy, privy vault, septic, 
tank cesspool, or other facility in- 
tended or used for the disposal of 
sewage. 


Sec. 4 The owner of ail houses, 
bulidings, or properties used for 
human occupancy, employment, 
recreation, or other purpose, situated 
within the city and abutting on any 
street, alley, or right-of-way in which 
there is now located or may in the 
future be located a public sanitary or 
combined sewer of the city, is hereby 
required at his expense to install 
Suitable toilet facilities therein, and 
to connect such facilities directly 
with the proper public sewer in accor- 
dance with the provisions of this or- 
dinance, within ninety days after date 
of written notice to do so, provided 
that said public sewer is within one 
hundred feet of the property line. 
Sec. 5 No building permit for con- 
struction or a new building nor 
modification of existing building 
shall be issued uniess the plans for 
the new building include provisions 
for use of public sewers as required 
in Articies Il and IV 


ARTICLE I! 
Disposai 


Private Sewage 


The disposal of sewage by means 
other than the use of the availabie 
sanitary sewage system shall be in 
accordance with local county and 
state law. The disposal of sewage by 
private disposal systems shall be per- 
missible only in those instances 
where service from the available 
sanitary sewerage system is not 
available 


ARTICLE IV - Buliding Sewers and 
Connections

Patterson: love of children

Debbie Patterson’s whole life is centered around children. 

‘Everything I do, I do with kids,’’ she says. The Thomp- 
son Middle School teacher chuckles and wonders aloud if she 
could funtion on an adult level. 

But it’s obvious that children are very special to this 
Alabaster resident as she talks about the young people she 
teaches at TMS and at the First Baptist Church. 

And the ordeal that she and her husband Ed went through 
when their premature son died 11 months after his birth in 
1982, makes their new baby very special to them. 

When talking about her school students — ‘‘my kids”’ - it 
becomes obvious that Debbie’s concerns go beyond the limita- 
tions of the classroom. 

She admits that sometimes she gets too involved with their 
lives. There are times, she says, when ‘‘I bring their problems 
home with me.”’ 

But now that Debbie has 14—month—old Stacy, the 
daughter she and her husband Ed adopted at the age of two 
months, she doesn’t dwell on those problems as much as she 
once did. 

Because of her personal experience with premature birth, 
and her work with other parents in that situation, Debbie was 
asked to be this year’s honorary chairman of the Mothers 
March for the March of Dimes in Shelby County. 

Some of the donations from the campaign go for research in- 
to birth defects. The drive in Jefferson and Shelby Counties 
began Jan. 18, with a goal of $68,000. 

‘*] hope we’ll not only reach that, but go way beyond,’’ Deb- 
bie says. 

The ordeal that the Pattersons went through with their son 
prompted Debbie to become part of a support group which 
helps others in similar situations. 

‘It takes someone who’s been there to understand,’’ she 
says. 

During the difficult time following her son’s birth, Debbie 
went back to work. 

‘*Teaching was my salvation.’’ she says. ‘‘If I hadn’t been at 
school, I would have been in the intensive care nursery all the 
time during the three and a half months Trey was there.”’ 

Debbie’s decision to become a teacher was made in high

school. It was the only career she ever seriously considered. 

She went on to earn her undergraduate and graduate degrees 
from the Univeristy of Montevallo. 

Her first teaching position was at a private kindergarten in 
Birmingham. From there she went to Vincent where she taught 
English. 

After going to Thompson, she somehow picked up the 
nickname ‘‘Miss P.’’ Now, everyone from the principal to 
parents calls her ‘‘Miss P,’’ but she doesn’t know why. 

Debbie taught English her first three years at Thompson 
Middle. When a sixth grade reading class started two years ago,

Funds available 


for needy rent, heat

Shelby County families who are hard pressed to pay for hous- 
ing, food and utilities, will be able to get some relief from 
$32,000 in federal assistance funds. 

The money has been made available through FEMA (Federal 
Emergency Management Agency) and will be administered 
locally through the Red Cross and United Way. 

The county’s allocation is part of $400,000 that FEMA made 
available to Shelby, Jefferson and Walker Counties. The alloca- 
tions were based on poverty and unemployment of the three 
county area. 

Emily Rabren, Director of the Shelby County Chapter of the 
Red Cross, said that the $32,000 allocation will be divided bet- 
ween her agency and the United Way Area Service Center in 
Montevallo. 

The Red Cross can help families or individuals with making 
one rent or mortgage payment, Rabren said. Or, it can help in 
paying one energy related utility bill (not phone or water bills). 

In order to get help with a utility bill, Rabren said applicants 
must show that they were not eligible for help through the Low 
Income Home Energy Assistance Program, and the Community 
Action agency in Columbiana. 

Rabren said that eligibility requirements for FEMA funds 
stipulate that a person has been unemployed since January, 
1983, and that his or her unemployment benefits have expired. 

Also eligible, she said, are those who have recently become 
disabled and are awaiting Social Security disability benefits, and 
those who have recently applied for such benefits. 

The money is not intended for those already receiving public 
benefits, such as welfare payments, payments from Aid to 
Dependent Children or unemployment compensation. 

Anyone who feels they might be eligible to apply for the funds 
should call the local Red Cross chapter between 8:30 a.m. and 
4:30 p.m., (663-4290) Monday, Tuesday or Wednesday: 
663-4290. 

The Red Cross is also interviewing individuals for project 
SHARE, a home heating assistance program sponsored by 
Alabama Power and Alabama Gas Companies. 

Rabren said that individuals or families can only receive one- 
time assistance from either the Red Cross or the United Way

Outside, the cold morning is turning light. Inside, Buck the German

Buck yawns again. I can’t help but follow suit. Chelsea, he just sits 
there, not moving. 
| On this dark morning even the coffee is sleepy. I yawn again. Buck 
follows the lead. Chelsea, well he just sits there, not moving. I bet that 
if his eyes were open and he saw Buck and I gapping, he’d yawn too. 
But I guess it’s hard to yawn when you're already asleep. 

GETTING IN SHAPE: Students get in shape by studying. Athletes 
get in shape by working out. I don’t know, but I’ve been told, some 
folks get in shape by squeezing into girdles. Whatever... 
+) As for me, I’m trying to get into shape for gardening this year by 
: regulating my body to waking up early. (For those following the play- 
: by-play, Buck and Chelsea, my trainers, have now both lain down and 
totally given up on the yawning experiment.) 

During the off season (a rather long off season, I admit), I’ve been 
quasi-busy assessing what I did wrong, and the two things | did right 
last — with my first ever garden. 

One thing I did wrong is not work it enough. | practiced what could 
be call er the ‘laissez faire’’ philosophy of gardening - only | pro- 
‘lazy far.’’ This philosophy could also only be called 
gardening. That is, I tossed the seeds out and let Nature 
nave al em 

All seriousness aside, I did work in the garden last year. But it just 
wasn t enough: Part of my excuse was a lack of time because of work. 

i be willing to bet my first grown corn that I’m not the only 
gardener in Alabama that used that same excuse. 

The answer to not having enough time to garden lies in one’s alarm 
lock. If you sleep until 11:30, wake up and have to dash to work by 

on, that doesn’t leave much time for growing veggies. So, simply set 
your clock early enough to give you time to work your garden, say, 
about 11:15 or so... 

From several letters to the Regressive Farmer last year, and from 
my general assessment of the situation, I’ve come to the somewhat 
painful conclusion that I need to start my days at 5:30 — and I don’t 
mean p.m., either. 

I hope when I get used to it (yawn!), getting up at this hour will 
become less painful. I always thought the early morning was perhaps 
the neatest part of day, it’s just that it comes at a bad time. 

NON-REGRESSIVE TIP: Another thing | did in preparation for 

gardening this year - and I might suggest that you do the same thing - 
§ go to the county courthouse and visit the co-operative extension ser- 
vice. 
y Although he stopped short of offering to cook my breakfast every 
morning to help me get up and get going, extension agent John Jones 
did offer some tips (for those who haven’t already planted other early 
crops) on planning for spring. 

‘It's certainly not too early to get going,’’ John said. (I’m not sure 
f he meant January or 5:30 a.m.) He handed over a list that was 
ned: THINGS THAT NEED TO BE DONE NOW. Since I’m in 
a sharing mood this early morning, here’s what the list said (’Ever 
heard a | something?): 
|.) Test your soil — John pointed out that it’s probably a good idea 
test the soil even if you did this last year. The test only costs three 
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2.) Add lime if needed — I presume that John meant to the garden, 
not to your drink. At any rate, he said the sooner this is done, the bet- 
ter off your veggies will be in July. (Your soil test will tell you if you 
need lime.) 

3.) Clean up your garden site — This means cutting down old corn 
stalks, "mater sticks, general trash, and picking up the hoe you left 
outside last September. John said that good gardeners have already 
done this, but he made it a point to put it on my list anyway... 

4.) Add manure or compost — If you can get it, John said you need 
to go ahead and put it out, but don’t turn it under with your tiller. I've 
been inspired by my “‘Organic Gardening’’ magazine sent to me for 
Christmas by Laurie Sparks in Shelby, and I think I've decided to go 
with the manure this year. (Anybody know where I can get some good 
stuff?) 

5.) Decide what to plant — The easiest and best way to do this is to 
make a list of things you like to eat, and then plant them. For in- 
stance, of you like hamburgers, plant hamburgers. If you don’t like 
liver, then don’t plant any. 

6.) Plant only recommended varieties — The folks at the seed store 
can advise you on the types of seed that do best in this part of the 
country. Also, the extension service has free gardening handbooks 
that contain this and other good info. 

John also advised that you buy seeds early, whether you buy locally 
or send off for them. 

7.) Make a garden plan — This is a good idea, despite the old say- 
ing, ‘‘The best laid plans of mice and men are not usually any dif- 
ferent from each other.” 


We'll try to go into some more details on planning and soil testing in 
next week’s column, if, that is, I don’t decide to use my blasted alarm 
clock for fertilizer.

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Columbiana woman pursues teaching

Rinalda Jones had never heard of Hammond, LA, before she went 
there in 1983 to teach at Southeastern Louisiana University.

Debbie was asked to be the 
teacher. 

“I’ve observed over the years 
that so many kids — even the bet- 
ter students — have difficulties 
with reading,’’ she says. 

By developing reading and 
comprehension skills Debbie 
says that students will naturally 
do better in all their subjects. 

Even though the subject matter 
she teaches is important to her, 
Debbie’s interest doesn’t stop 
there. 

‘*I’m not only concerned about 
their education, but about all 
aspects of their lives,’’ she says. 
‘I’m the mommy, the listener, 
the whole thing.”’ 

If she ever reaches a point 
when she doesn’t feel that way, 
Debbie says that will be the time 
for her to stop teaching. 

One of her extracurricular ac- 
tivities at school is sponsoring the 
Junior Civitan Club, which is 
made up of sixth grade honor 
students. The club preforms ser- 
vice projects both in the school 
and in the community. 

“It’s been rewarding,’’ she 
Says, ‘‘not only for me to have 
the opportunity to help others, 
but to watch these kids get joy 
from helping others. 

**Most of the time, young peo- 
ple get so wrapped up in their 
own world, that it doesn’t occur 
to them that there are people less 
fortunate that they could help.”’ 

As much as she loves school, 
Debbie finds herself anxious to 
get home in the afternoons now 
that she has another child. 

She declines to reveal the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
adoption, but says she feels the 
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baby was meant for her family. 

‘It’s uncanny how much she 
resembles our son,’’ she notes. 

Since she has been both a 
natural parent and an adoptive 
parent, Debbie says she can 
assure parents who have never 
had children of their own, that 
there is no difference in the way 
one feels toward the child. 

“‘The first time I saw Stacy,”’ 
she explains, ‘‘I felt the same ins- 
tant love and bonding as I did 
when I first saw Trey.”’ 

Although losing her son was an 
extremely difficult experience, 
Debbie can look at it more objec- 
tively now. 

“It was hard to let go, but I 
learned that there are worse 
things than death,’’ she says. ‘‘I 
know he’s probably better off 
now, and he doesn’t have to suf- 
fer.” 

Her son had breathing dif- 
ficulties because of his premature 
birth. But Debbie says she always 
expected him to make it. 

“*He was such a fighter,’’ she 
says, adding that he did live 11 
months — a feat she calls 
miraculous. 

Because she wanted another 
baby so much, Debbie says that 
being a mommy to Stacy, has 
become her fulltime hobby. 


‘‘When they asked me to be 
honorary chairman for the 
Mother’s March, I couldn’t 
understand why they chose me. 
I’m not anybody special. I’m just 
a plain old mommy and a plain 
old teacher. 

“They told me,’’ Debbies 
laughs, ‘“‘that that is exactly what 
they wanted.”’

In a speech he billed as ‘‘anything but boring,”’ 
Pelham Mayor Bobby Hayes aired matters behind 
some of his wholesale changes and previous 
dissatisfactions at city hall. 

‘I can prove anything I say,’’ Hayes told a 
Monday lunch meeting of about 25 members of 
the Pelham Chamber of Commerce. ‘‘I’m not go- 
ing to throw stones, but you as business leaders 
deserve a report.’’ 

Hayes criticized a number of actions and 
policies by the previous administration which had 
come to light since he took office October 1. 

He noted that: 

ein December, : $71,000 was discovered 
‘floating around’’ in an account because a 
checkbook had been balanced by subtracting bank 
statements before all the checks had cleared. 

eThe $51,000 over-budget expenditure on the 
new library was never brought before the full 
council for approval. Baseboards were installed 
for the early opening, knowing they would have to 
be taken out for bookcases. 

“I don’t even want to talk about the ($2,400) 
globe. I just say to you that we could do with a 
smaller globe than one like the president has in the 
Oval Office.”’ 

ePreviously, many employees had a key to the 
city gas pump. Now the dispatcher monitors the 
gasoline, records are kept, and employee numbers 
have to be given. 

ePay scales for employees are now posted.

Deed sales cause headaches

‘Shelby County will have more headaches than benefits...’ That's 
the way Shelby County Tax Collector Annette Skinner said she views 


the sale of tax deeds. 


During the past few days, Skinner said her office has received 40-50 
calls from property owners concerned about the state’s sale of deeds 
on land with unpaid state and county taxes. 

The statewide sale was actually made in 1983, but the matter did not 
receive general attention until a Birmingham buyer tried to claim a 
stake to Jefferson County land long occupied by churches and 


families. 


In this county, most of the tax deeds were bought up by 
businessman Sherman Holland. The state accepted Holland’s offer of 
$15,000 for interests on 700 plots, which would average out to about 


$21 per plot. 


From that sale, the county’s share only amounted to $5,078.14, 


Skinner said. 


Compared to some of the phone calls her office has received, Skin- 
ner said she doesn’t think the county has gained that much.

Help is on the way for the fallen Bain’s Bridge. ‘ 
The Federal Highway Administration last week awarded ee 
$250,000 in emergency relief funds to do repair work on the ir 
bridge which spans the Cahaba River on the Shelby/Jefferson 
County line. 
A large portion of the bridge collapsed on November 13, 1984. 


Since then, Shelby and Jefferson County officials have been 
working to find a way to replace the structure. 

A spokesman for Alabama Senator Jeremiah Denton’s office 
contacted the Reporter on Janaury 23 to announce the availability 
of a quarter million dollars in federal funds for replacing the 
fallen span. 


Local officials initially requested $750,000 in aid, hoping to 
make improvements on the bridge while repairing it. 

Emergency relief grants, however, do not provide for improve- 
ment of structures. Replacement of the bridge without im- 
provements had been estimated at $250,000. 


Denton’s office said that county commissioners Gregg Rushton 
and John Ames, county engineer Gary Ray, and Hoover Mayor 
Frank Skinner had contacted the senator about the problem. 


Denton said he felt that it was imperative to replace the bridge 
as soon as possible because of the fast growth rate in the area, and 
more than 4,000 vehicles that use it daily.

Hayes said that he campaigned on a platform of 
being fair and honest, and “*to see to it that three 
or four families did not run the city."’ 

Contrary to rumor, ““l am not and will not be a 
candidate for the office of Sheriff of Sheiby 
County.

building plans

The Shelby County Board of Education now has a financial 
advisor. 

The board hired Joe Jolly last week to advise it on handling an 
anticipated $9 million bond issue — the largest the school board 
has ever undertaken. 

The money is to be used for building needs on school cam- 
puses throughout the system, including a new Thompson High 
School. 

One reason for hiring a financial advisor was to get the board 
a bond rating which would ensure the best market and a 
favorable interest rate. 

The board expects to float a $3 million bond issue in the spr- 
ing and another for $6 million when revenue comes in from the 
additional three mill ad valorem tax that was approved by a 
county vote in November. 

On Feb, 12, the board will meet to decide which projects to in- 
clude in the first bond issue. 

Tuesday, the board examined preliminary sketches from ar- 
chitect Thurston Sumners for projects on seven school cam- 
puses: Shelby County High School, Pelham, Calera Elementary, 
Valley, Elvin Hill, Chelsea and Inverness. 


Most of the projects were for indoor activity centers, band 
rooms and special education classrooms. 

But school trustee Gary Wyatt said that parents involved with 
Inverness Elementary are just asking for basics. ‘““We just want a 
place for our kids to sit,’” he said. 

Citing figures showing the rapid growth of the school, Wyatt 
asked that Inverness be given top priority in the building pro- 
gram. 

‘We're aware of your plight and we’re going to move just as 
quickly as we can,’’ board president Barbara Whitman said. 

Ten additional classroom are indicated on the preliminary 
plans for Inverness. 

Plans for the new Thompson High have not been completed, 
but a topographical site map is currently being prepared. 

Shelby County Superintendent Ellie Glasscox said that the 
map was needed before a road could be constructed to the site of 
the new high school between County 264 and 26. 

Monday, Glasscox asked the Shelby County Commission for 
help with construction of the mile long road. The commissioners 
decided to consult with highway director Gary Ray before mak- 
ing any decision. 

With an eye to saving money in utility bills at county schools, 
the board agreed to participate in an energy conservation grant 
program. 

To get a grant, an energy waste study has to first be completed 
by a consulting firm. An in depth study is made and recomenda- 
tions on ways and costs of saving energy are given. 

Once this information is gathered, the Department of Energy 
will help with the cost in improving energy efficency at the 
school, said consultant Mark Smith. 

Smith, whose firm Energy Management Consultants, was 
hired to do the two-three year studies, said that energy loss at 
Pelham High School was so great that a more immediate solu- 
tion was needed. 

Even before cold weather set in, Pelham was paying 
$1 1,000-$12,000 per month in utility bills. Smith’s firm will do a 
technical study on Pelham’s problem.

*Approved the emergency purchase of a new heating unit for 
Shelby County High School at a total cost of $13,472, including 
installation.

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Science program may get grant money

An unexpected opportunity to 
get state funds had some Shelby 
County Board of Education staff 


members hopping during the 
month of December. 
‘*We’ve been working 


feverishly to meet the deadlines 
for two grant propsals,’’ Evan 
Major told the board. 


The deadline on one grant was 
Jan. 21, the day prior to the last 
board meeting. The other is this 
week. 

Superintendent of Education 
Ellie Glasscox explained that the 
board was not told about the 
available money until December. 


He said that he assumed the 
late notification and the early 
deadline was to discourage school 
systems not willing to put forth 
the effort to get applications writ- 
ten in such a short time span. 


Even though the board did not 
meet and officially approve the 
grant until after the deadline 
passed, a policy adopted several 
years ago allowed the central of- 
fice to apply on time without of- 
ficial approval. 


The grant is for $94,600 to 
upgrade the science program in 
county schools. 


“‘We think this may be deemed 
fundable,’’ Major said. ‘‘But it 
may not be at the level we've ask- 
ed;”” 


If the grant is approved as writ- 
ten, the board’s share will be re- 
quired to provide $31,550, with 
the state supplying $63,110. 

Glasscox said the money was 
part of Gov. George Wallace's 
$14 million education program. 

Of that sum, $12 million had 
been allocated for improving 
math, science, computer literacy,

Goat Hill booze 


The Alabama Legislature convened in special session last week to 
talk about what to do with a lot of money which has come to the 
state from oil leases. 

However, most of the conversation on Goat Hill centered on a li- 
quid other than oil - to be specific, it centered on booze. 

There was the publicized arrest of State Sen. Foy Covington on 
charges of driving under the influence. 

Creating even more flap than that was a story published in the 
Anniston Star the week earlier which took an in-depth (and 
undenied) look at the public consumption of alcoholic beverages by 
Lt. Gov. Bill Baxley. Xeroxed copies of the Baxley story were in 
greater demand than last summer’s Penthouse that featured Miss 
America. 

To his credit, Sen. Covington handled his embarrassing situation 
with more class than usually comes from legislators. 

In the past there have been several publicized incidents involving 
legislators in which they all invoked legislative immunity to beat the 
rap. Covington did not. 

He said he was wrong, and if convicted he said he intends to ac- 
cept the same punishment that would be administered to any other 
citizen. 

This will mean a stiff fine (up to $300), but more painful, the loss 
of his drivers license for 90 days. Ironically, Covington voted for 
the tougher drunk driving penalties last year when the law was pass- 
ed. 

The Anniston Star story on Baxley’s drinking was the real zinger 
of the week. 

Written by capitol reporter Frederick Burger, it recounted 
several instances in which Baxley was described as being intoxicated 
at restaurants in Montgomery and Birmingham. 

Not unlike Sen. Covington, the lieutenant governor was 
remarkably candid in discussing his drinking. 

**] do not have a problem. I've never tried to hide the fact that I 
enjoy going out with people drinking beer,”’ Baxley was quoted. 

**] did it for five years as district attorney, eight years as attorney 
general and two as lieutenant governor. 

**1 defy anybody to say that I’ve ever been out drinking anywhere 
before | had any kind of duty to perform. I don’t go to country 
clubs and hide. I figure my life is my business...there’s not a shred 
of hypocrisy about me.”’ 

Whether Baxley’s commendable openness about his likeness for 
beer (he said that is all he drinks) will work to his political advan- 
tage in the future remains to be seen, but it’s no secret that several 
candidates who may be doing battle with him for governor in 1986 
were reading and re-reading the story with considerable interest.

Clearly, all negotiations, 
understandings and agreements 
to limit strategic weapons have 
led only to evasions, violations 
and higher levels of peril. While 
attempts at control must con- 
tinue, we should not place all our 
eggs in the one basket, certainly 
not one weaved from the failed 
patterns of the past. 


Strategic defense research to 
intercept hostile missiles offers 
the only possibility of providing a 
dependable defense against 


atomic attack. Success would 
render useless, or seriously 
weaken, the threat from the 
massive Russian stock of atomic 
missiles directed against us. 


To agree to deny ourselves 
even the potential ability to de- 
fend ourselves would amount toa 
dangerous surrender of our 
sovereignity. In a perfect world 
of good faith and trust, it would 
be possible to ban or limit atomic 
(along with bacteriological and 
chemical) weapons. Until such a 
world is achieved, we must retain 
our options and proceed with 
plans for our defense.

The state held interest in the property because records showed that 


old taxes were owed. 


In some cases when land had changed hands, Skinner said that the 
purchaser may not have been aware that there were unpaid taxes on the 


land. 


‘Some of these claims may be for just a single year of unpaid 


taxes that amounts to only a few dollars,’’ she said. 


Skinner said she thinks a task force from the state should come in 


and corrolate records. 


Even if someone is threatend with eviction, Skinner said there is 


probably no cause for worry. 


If they receive such a notice and have title insurance, the title com- 
pany should be contacted. She suggested that an individual not take 
initiative in pursuing legal action unless the tax title holder threatens 


to take them to court, or seeks monetary settlement. 


In a statement issued Monday from Montgomery, State Revenue 
Commissioner James C. White Sr. 


said that news articles on 


thousands of people being evicted are greatly exaggerated. 


‘*! am sure that all of the tax deeds issued will not result in the 


homeowner being ejected,’’ he said. 
‘The holder of the tax deeds can probably settle with the owner in 
most instances, and no further action will be required,’’ White said. 
White said that when he took office, it was his intention to clear the 
old tax land record and get all property back on the tax rolls where it 


belonged.

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SMC abolishes Hylton’s job 


as associate administrator

Faye Hylton said she does not 
feel ‘‘bitter’’ about having her 
job as associate administrator of 
Shelby Medical Center abolished 
last week. 

However, she does not ap- 
preciate the fashion in which she 
was released. 

After more than an hour of 
private discussions, the hospital 
board voted last week to abolish 
the hospital’s second highest job. 
The motion to abolish the posi- 
tion was made by board member 
Doug Ballard, who was ap- 
pointed in December as tem- 
porary chief executive officer/ad- 
ministrator. 

Hylton and others attending 
the monthly hospital meeting 
were asked at the conclusion of 
‘*new business’? to leave the 
board room while trustees held 
an executive session. 

“*] had no knowledge’”’ of what 
they were discussing, said 
Hylton. 

At the conclusion of the 
75-minute session, Hylton return- 


ed to the board room to hear 
Ballard recommend that her posi- 
tion be abolished. She will not 
stay on at SMC in another 
capacity, but will apparently be 
retired with 23 years of service. 

‘*I got my purse and left,’’ she 
said, very upset at the time. 
“Afterwards, I understand the 
security guard was asked to clean 
out my desk. 

“I’ve still received no com- 
munication, either by mouth or 
in writing, from the ad- 
ministrator or the chairman of 
the board (Calvin Smith),’’ she 
said Monday from her home near 
Wilsonville. 

She declined to speculate on 
reasons for her dismissal. 

**I don’t believe in vindettas in 
the newspaper. That wouldn’t 
serve the best interest of the 
hospital or the people working 
there,’’ she said. ‘‘And I 
wouldn’t want to falsely accuse 
or speculate in any manner that 
might be incorrect.”’ 

She said numerous people 
from around the county — many 


who had known her since she 
started at SMC as a nurse in 1961 
— had called her to wish her well. 

‘I’m just fine now, but who 
would have expected to first hear 
in a public meeting that their job 
has expired?”’ she said, ‘I’m just 
surprised that no one sat down 
and said to me face to face what 
needed to be said. 

‘‘But I’ve too many good years 
at the hospital to be bitter.’’ 

Ballard gave the press no com- 
ment to explain his recomenda- 
tion to abolish the position. His 
motion was supported by Tom 
Stubbs, Reid Long, Pete 
Raughley, Laura Willis and H.A. 
“Doc’’ Rubin. 

C.E. ‘*Bull’’ Carter abstained, 
while Herman Moore, Tom 
Lloyd, Eloise Underwood and 
Lou Workman voted against the 
change. 

Workman later said that while 
he could not divulge what 


transpired during the often 
heated executive session, he 
heard no good reason for 


abolishing the position.

Kilduff was born in Boston with what he calls a 
natural interest in science and the weather.

As a youth he began flipping through college 
catalogues and thought that someday he would 
like to attend the respected school of meteorology 
at Florida State University in Tallahassee. 

Several years later he moved to Melbourne,

Sledge dedicates 
WWII book to library 


With ‘experience the best 
teacher,’ Dr. Eugene Sledge of 
the university of Montevallo has 
shared his story of what it meant 
to be a front line marine during 
World War Il in his book, ‘*With 
the Old Breed.”’ 

As a private first class landing 
at Pelelui and Okinawa, 
‘Sledgehammer’ kept unofficial 
notes on the day-to-day life of a 
combat soldier, tucking the 
numerous scraps of paper into his 
New Testament each day as the 
soldiers were instructed not to 
keep diaries. 

Publishing a book was not his 
intent at the time. The notes were 
more of an attempt to document, 
for himself,the reality of mud, 
mire and death associated with 
battle. 

Perhaps more important was 
the sense of comradeship and 
courage which was shared by all 
members of K Company each 
day. 

**As a boy, I read a lot of 
history about the Civil War and 
World War I, very little explained 
what combat was really like,” 
said Sledge when questioned 
where he got the idea for the 
book. 


‘IT really started out writing my 
experiences for my family and 
never had any idea that I would 
publish the thing.”’ 

Evidently, there are many who 
recognize the value of his ex- 
periences. Studs Terkel, in his 
latest book entitled ‘‘The Good 
War,’’ includes an interview with 
Dr. Sledge recounting the emo- 
tions and feelings of a young man 
fighting for his country. 

The book is required reading at 
the Marine drill instructor 
schools at Paris Island and San 
Diego, and for officers at Quan- 
tico. 

Recently, the Marine Corps in- 
vited Dr. Sledge to participate as 
a panel speaker at the Seminar on 
Combat Leadership held at 
Quantico, Virginia. He was the 
only civilian speaking to the 167 
officers present. 

The David Lindsay Chapter of 
the DAR was fortunate to have 
Dr. Sledge as its speaker in 
December at the home of Mrs. 
Pat Kelly. 

The Chapter donated a copy of 
‘**With the Old Breed’’ to the Col- 
umbiana Public Library last week 
so that many others could have 
access to this valuable story.

At the time he did not have the 
money to pursue his education, 
SO, straight out of high school, he 
Started night classes and took a 
job — as acomputer operator for 
RCA at Cape Caneveral.

Pursuing his choosen career 
and attacking his frustrations 
with the weather, which had 
grown to bother him during the 
Army, were more important to 
him than where he was stationed 
with the weather service. 

Kilduff was sent to the forecast 
office in Birmingham. 

This is probably the best loca- 
tion for us anyway,” he said.

ago in the Cahaba Valley 
developement of Old Mill Trace. 
‘‘We love North Shelby Coun- 
ty,”” he said. 

Bobbi drives to Irondale where 
she works as a_ bookkeeper. 
Kilduff goes to West Oxmoor 
Tower. 

There the 23 member staff 
mans the National Weather Ser- 
vice office and keeps a com- 
puterized eye on the weather in 
Alabama and the Florida 
panhandle. 

‘It is,’’ he said, ‘‘an interesting 
career. There’s always something 
going on, someone with a special 
interest in the weather.’’ 

While the general public may 
love to hear that there’s no rain in 
the summer forecast, such 
weather could be devastating to 
the farmers. Likewise, he said, 
most people enjoy a mild winter, 
but that can ruin a peach crop. 

With vivid recollections of the 
forecaster in Vietnam who told 
him that near fateful day would 
be clear, Kilduff is quick to point 
out that meteorologists are not 
always right. 

“‘We deal in probabilites and 
seldom say there is a 100 percent 
chance of rain. There are just too 
many varibles. We may have a 
thunderstorm in Alabaster, but 
no rain at all in Pelham.’’ 

Kilduff presently works about 
half the time on quality control, 
checking substations and travel- 
ing to check on various flight ser- 
vice groups. The rest of the time 
he rotates with the other 
meteorolgist forecasters, mann- 
ing the various computer ter- 
minals, RADAR screens and 
gauges in the office. 

He keys in a command and a 
detailed report from Fairbanks 
Alaska flashes on the screen: 
wind seven knots out of the nor- 
thwest, ground temperature -12° 
F., barometric pressure, per- 
cipitation and other details and 
predictions. 

At another terminal he pun- 
ches other buttons and up flashes 
general reports from around the 
world: Helsinki, rainy; Berlin, 
snow; London, partly cloudly. 

“‘The physics involved in 
forecasting are exact, but it’s not 
an exact science,’’ Kilduff ex- 
plains. ‘‘There are too many 
varibles. 

From hundreds of sources 
across the country, a cnetral com- 
puter center in Washington D.C. 
gathers massive volumes of data 
twice a day at 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
About three hours later, graphics 
and other information are sent 
out to weather service offices for 
local interpretations and 
forecasts. 

‘*You study all the data, then 
make a forecast using that data 
and your experience and intui- 
tion. The computers are getting 
pretty good, but if we let them do 
the forecast all the time, you’d 
see some strange things. They’re 
just not intelligent enough, yet.’’ 

A few years ago when the pre- 
sent system, designed by Ford 
Aero Space, was installed at the 
Birmingham office it was Kilduff 
who was appointed as the in- 
house ‘‘expert’’ to train the other 
operators and programers. 

Said fellow forecaster J.B. 
Elliott, ‘‘Bob could have gone to 
work at IBM out of the ninth 
grade.”’ 

“It’s an interesting career,”’ 
Kilduff said. ‘‘But we’ve all 
stayed over night working severe 
weather.

challenging time to forecast is 
winter because Bimingham is on 
the edge (of a weather system), 
and the spring with the storms. 
The summers are the most bor- 
ing: hot, humid and a 30 percent 
chance of rain...’ 

Even though they do bat bet- 
ween .850 and .900, the weather- 
man is not always right. 

‘‘People remember it when you 
blow a forecast,’’ grinned 
Kilduff. ‘‘Not all those you 
forecast right.”’ 

He takes this in stride. Much of 
the curiosity that piqued his in- 
terest in nature has been satisfied, 
and he is heavily involved in the 
computers he has enjoyed since 
Cape Canaveral. But some of the 
frustrations with weather which 
led him to this career will never 
by quenched. 

“*T understand more now about 
what makes the atmosphere 
work. And I understand now 
how that guy in the Army blew 
his forecast that day. 

‘But there’s still basically 
nothing you can do about the 
weather... and I guess it’s pro- 
bably best that we can’t.”’ 

Is that the reason that the 
weatherman always carries an 
umbrella in his pickup truck? 

‘‘No. That’s so I won’t forget

Cornell 
said they have already received 
permission to negotiate a lease on 
the property, and that they hope 
to have the school in operation by 
the fall quarter of this year. 

In its initial stages, the school 
would be staffed predominantly 
by part-time teachers from the 
consortium schools, Cornell said. 
Depending on its reception, the 
school could possibly grow to in- 
clude a permanent staff and per- 
manent facility. 

Cornell said that a five- 
member board would be selected 
to oversee the school and its cur- 
riculum. Board members would 
come from the Shelby County 
area. 

The move to locate a two-year 
school in Shelby County was 
defined in mid-August of 1984 by 
a task force studying the 
postsecondary needs of area 


residents. 

In its report, the group recom- 
mended the consortium arrange- 
ment as an alternative to the 
establishment of a junior college 
in the Pelham area. 

The original recommendation, 
however, had Shelby County 
bearing the financial burden of 
the school’s facility. Under the 
current proposal, state funding 
will provide that money. 

Nunelley has undertaken a 
survey of local businesses, asking 
what courses would be ap- 
propriate for the new school, 
Cornell said tuition would be 
assessed on levels matching other 
two year schools in the state, cur- 
rently $150 per quarter. 

The proposed school now 
awaits final funding from the 
state legislature and formal ap- 
proval by the state board of 
education. Both are expected in 
late February.

Lynn Burttram and Harold and Frances Walker, would be the 
closest neighbors to the new home site purchased in November. Their 
arguments against the location ranged from inadequate fire and police 
protection, to the types of problem youth Rice and her workers want 
to help.

New intersection set 


for U.S. 31 and 119

Could 1985 be the year for the 
long awaited four-laning of State 
119 between Alabaster and 
Montevallo? 

There is hardly any chance that 
will happen this year, Rep. John 
Tanner said Monday. However, 
he entertains — along with the 
other members of the county 
delegation and city officials — 
high hopes that 119 can soon be 
rerouted to a new intersection 
with U.S. 31 at Alabaster.

‘The problem is real’ 


by David F. Moore 

Shelby County Engineer Gary Ray does not kick every bridge he’s 
about to cross to make sure it won’t fall. The county’s bridge system is 
apparently not that obsolete, nor that dangerous. 

‘We're not aware of any bridge that’s about to collapse,’’ Ray said 
Monday. ‘‘But the problem is real.’’ 

What he is aware of, is just how expensive it will be to bring the 
county’s bridge and culvert system up to design standards. 

Between emergency repair costs and an ongoing replacement pro- 
gram, the county has in the last year finished or planned bridge pro- 
jects costing some $1.7 million. Discounting whatever deal is struck on 
the Bains Bridge, and splitting the remainder 20-80 with the feds, new 
bridges and culverts will cost the county about $200,000. Another 
$100,000 worth of scheduled rehabilitation work is also budgeted. 

But to bring the entire county bridge system up to standards would 
cost $3 million, Ray estimated. 

Current and recent projects and problems include:

The obsoletely narrow Bains Bridge on Old Montgomery Highway 
collapsed into the Cahaba River in November when a truck apparently 
hit it. Emergency rebuilding funds of $250,000 have been procurred. 

Total replacement cost sought: $750,000. 

Work is nearing completion on replacing obsolete timber struc- 
tures spanning creeks on County 81 in Vincent, County 49 north of 
Wilsonville, and County 26 in south Alabaster. 

Replacement costs: $180,000. 

¢The Jess Johnson Bridge on County 49 in the problem Yellow Leaf 
Creek area has to be replaced this summer. 

Cost; about $200,000. 

eSummer bids will be let on two structure replacements across

In the past several years the county has made more money available 
for bridge replacement work. Ray said that he expects this trend to 
continue as the four-cent gas tax and the tag and diesel inspection fees 
generate more money. : 

‘‘We’re getting more money now,”’ Ray said. ‘‘Over the next five to 
10 years we'll probably get $1.5 million to $2 million, counting federal 
funding.”’ ; 

Ray said that potentially dangerous structures identified by the 
county highway department have been posted with goss weight limit 
signs. However, some truckers apparently don’t take these signs 
seriously. 

‘I don’t think some haulers realize the danger. The posted signs are 
serious,’’ Ray said. ‘‘The bridge might not collapse on their load, but 
it could on the next car.”’ 

Prior to the Bains Bridge falling, a timber culvert in the Camp 
Branch area collapsed last summer, dropping a log truck into a four- 
feet deep creek. 

About three years ago, overweight trucks hauling stone caused 
damage to a county structure on County 16 in the Spring Creek area, 
Ray said. 

Ray said that where possible, his department tries to replace ob- 
solete structures with culverts because they are generally safer and 
more economical.

Crime rate declines 
fourth straight year 


Crime is on the decline in Shelby County. 

In fact, it’s been declining for the past four years, says District At- 
torney Billy Hill. 

In 1984, the crime rate decreased almost 31 percent, according to 
Hill. He reports that only 4,765 new cases werre opened compared to 
the 6,863 cases opened in 1983. 

Felony crime — which includes rape, robbery, murder and burglary 
— also showed a marked decrease during that period Hill says. 

In 1983, Shelby County grand juries considered 665 cases, com- 
pared to 418 cases last year. 

Criminal cases in circuit court for 1983 numbered 472. The follow- 
ing year, that number dropped to 384, with less than 300 felony indict- 
ments filed. 

In district court, 1,982 criminal cases were filed in 1983, while 774 
cases were filed in 1984. Traffic cases numbered 3,188 two years ago, 
but dropped to 2,969 last year. 

Because of the emphasis on child support payments, Hill says the 
juvenile cases increased from 556 in 1983, to 638 last year. 

Hill attributes the reduction in crime to an increase in the denial of 
probation, jail sentences for convicted felons, and the implementation 
of the Habitual Offender act. 

With less crime, the district attorney’s office has been able to in- 
crease and expand its services. 

There is now a worthless check program, which is expected to bring 
in some $50,000 this year, and when implemented, the new Wage 
Withholding Act is expected to boost child support collections. 

This spring Hill expects to appoint a person to his staff to work with 
victims of crime.

Jury finds 
woman guilty 


of perjury 


A Shelby County jury found a 
Columbiana woman guilty of 
perjury last week. 

The jurors deliberated approx- 
imately an hour and a half before 
finding Dinah Lemley guilty of 
giving false testimony in a 1982 
civil suit involving her brother. 

District Attorney Billy Hill said 
that as far as he knows, this is the 
first time that anyone has been 
tried for perjury in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 

The case stemmed from 
Lemley’s testimony in the civil 
suit filed by Oxford Lumber 
Company against Sub-Terra Ren- 
tals and Liquidators. 

In her capacity as secretary of 
the corporation, Lemley testified 
three years ago that she had sign- 
ed her brother’s name to three 
checks written to pay personal 
bills. 

But handwriting expert Lamar 
Miller told the court that Lemley 
could not have signed the checks. 

Lemley’s attorney, Mitchell 
Spears, reserved the right to ap- 
peal after his client is sentenced 
March 11. 

Under state law, Lemley could! 
be sentenced to jail for one to ten 
years.

Action to purchase a chain-link 
fence for Oliver Park, and a rec- 
tifier to prevent corrosion in the 
city’s gas line catered to a short 
Calera City Council meeting 
Monday night. 


Three bids were received on the 
fence. On a motion from coun- 
cilman W.B. Watts the council 
accepted the low bid of $4,630 
from Metro Fence. 

The 1,200-foot fence for Oliver 
Park will be funded by the sale of 


wood cut during the park expan- 
sion project. 

The council also approved the 
purchase of a $1,495 rectifier to 
prevent rust in the city’s gas 
pipeline. 

A meeting of the Park and 
Recreation Board is scheduled 
for 6 p.m. Friday, Feb. 8, at city 
hall. 

Calera’s current one-cent sales 
and use tax will increase to two 
cents in April to retire the city’s 
$500,000 debt on the new sewer 
project. The debt is the balance 


of a $750,000 bond issue the city 
passed earlier for the sewer pro- 
ject, 

The council approved the one- 
cent increase at its Jan. 21 
meeting. 

‘*We figured it would be easier 
on everyone if we raised the sales 
and use tax by one cent, rather 
than raise monthly sewer bills by 
$20 or $25,’’ council man Bob 
Geeslin said. 

City clerk Lemoyne Payton 
said monthly sewer charges will 
not include the debt service.

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Barrett: pieces falltogether

Bob Barrett’s office was growing bare last week. 

Barrett retired last Friday from Alabama Power after 43 
years and five months with the company. 

On Thursday he had already taken home the pictures of his 
wife, Mary, and their girls, Bobbie and Nancy. 

He was leaving behind the jigsaw puzzles on the walls. 
Framed as they are, the puzzles, which he and Mary put 
together a few years ago, look like most any landscape pain- 
ting on any office wall. 

However, on closer inspection the intricate, interlocking 
pieces of the puzzle are revealed. Ina similar fashion, a closer 
look at Barrett reveals how the intricate pieces of his life in- 
terlock. 

* x * * 

Two major pieces of Barrett’s life fell into place almost 
simultaneously. In 1941, he went to work for Alabama Power 
Company as a lineman for Clay County, In 1942, he joined 
the Army to fight in World War II. 

The latter of these two pieces in the jigsaw puzzle of Bar- 
rett’s life turned out to be a three-and-a-half year tour of duty 
in France, where he fought under Gen. George Patton, with 
the Third Army. 

During that time, Barrett was captured by German soldiers 
in Nancy, France and spent his last six months in Europe as a 
prisoner of war. He was taken to POW camps in the German 
cities of Lindburg, Furstenburg and finally, as end of the war 
approached, to a camp in Berlin, 

Barrett and several other POW’s managed to escape the 
Berlin camp shortly after the Russian offensive moved on the 
city. 

‘‘The Russians were moving on the city and the Germans 
sent the younger soldiers up to the front lines. The only 
guards left were old and more*concerned with saving their 
own skins than in guarding us,’’ Barrett said. 

“*Several of us were sent out on a wood gathering detail and 
just never went back to the camp.”’ 

After their escape, the men met a group of Russian soldiers 
who agreed to help them. Twelve days later they crossed a 
pontoon bridge over the Elb River to rejoin the American Ar- 
my. 

Barrett returned to the’states where another piece of his life 
was waiting to fall into place. 

June 20, 1945, he married his elementary school sweetheart 
Mary Wicker. After an honorable discharge from the Army 
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in November of the same year, he and Mary returned to their 
native Clay County. Barrett returned to his job as a lineman 
for the county. 

Barrett and his wife spent the next few years putting 
together the pieces of their family life. One of those pieces 
was lost, however, when one of the twins born to the Barrett’s 
in 1946 did not survive. 

But their daughter Bobbie grew to be a special part of the 
picture of Barrett’s life, and sometime later they adopted 
their great neice, Nancy, completing the immediate picture of 
their family. 

But the family didn’t stop there, and as it grew in other 
directions, Barrett literally became the man of the house — 
the only man of the house, in fact. 

His wife and two daughters were only the beginning. Bob- 
bie has two daughters of her own and Nancy has three girls. 

**We’ve never had any boys in the family,’’ Barrett said. 
‘*But I don’t mind. All my ladies take good care of me.’’

In his capacity with Alabama Power, Barrett has been tak- 
ing care of thousand’s of people in Shelby County for 29 
years. He spent 13 years as a lineman and 16 years as manager 
of the Columbiana office. 

“We served 6,500 homes from the Columbiana office.’’ 
Barrett said proudly. ‘‘That’s a pretty big service area for a 
local office.”’ 

He said meeting people was his favorite part of the job, and 
he learned a lot by doing this. 

“Whether they were nice or not, it was always interesting 
meeting the people and doing business with them. 

‘‘Just being myself has paid off. : 

‘I always tried to keep three things in mind — one, keep 
the lights on; two, be prompt with new service; and three, be 
sure to read people’s meters right...’’ 

“I’ve always tried to be fair and show no discrimination 
with the services we provide,”’ said Barrett. ‘‘The only 
customers I might have shown any favoritism to are those 
that I thought could have done better.’’ 

But keeping the lights burning and reading meters is no 
longer part of the picture in Barrett's life. Retirement will 
place the rest of the pieces together in Barrett’s particular 
jigsaw. 

Barrett has been surprised by customer’s response to his 
retirement. 

“There are fine people in Shelby County. People I’ve only 
seen when they’ve come in to pay a bill have sent me cards 
and letters wishing me their best, *’ said Barrett. 

The pieces of Barrett’s life interlock to form an intricate 
and interesting picture with scenes of a soldier in WWII, a 
family man, a career Alabama Power man, a Kiwanan, all the 
pieces of Bob Barrett’s past are included. 

But the picture is not yet complete. There are still pieces 
Barrett would like to place. 

“Vd like to travel now that I have the time,’’ he 
said.“*Mary and I are going to take the grandchildren to 
Hawaii soon. We’ve been there once and loved it.” 

Hawaii isn’t the only place Barrett said he would like to see 
again. 

“*I’d like to go back to Europe someday an take the time to 
visit some of the places I marched through with the Army,”’ 
said Barrett. 

Traveling isn’t the only thing Barrett plans to do with his 
retirement. Things closer to home hold a special interest, too. 

“I plan to fish a lot,’’ said Barrett, ‘‘and now that I have 
the time I’d like to really work in my garden.”’ 

Barrett says he and his wife may also get into the hobby of 
jigsaw puzzles again. It’s a hobby they haven’t had time for 
since they put together the ones on Barrett’s office walls. 

What with traveling, fishing, gardening and spending time 
with his family, Barrett will continuing joining pieces of the 
past with pieces of the future and complete yet another scene 
in the picture created by the jigsaw puzzle of a life.

ounty calls for hospital resignations 


by David F. Moore 

In a surprise move, the Shelby County Commis- 
sion has called for the resignation of the entire 
Shelby Medical Center board of trustees. 

A subsequent survey of board members by the 
Shelby County Reporter revealed some qualified 
indications of support for the proposal (see related 
story.) 

The motion seeking the resignations on an all- 
or-nothing basis was made at Monday’s regular 
commission meeting during a financial report 
from board member and temporary administrator 
Doug Ballard. 


(The outcome of Ballard’s report — containing 
financial details, most of which had been publish- 
ed in recent weeks by the Reporter — was that the 
hospital would be harmed if the commission im- 


mediately removed any of the four-mill tax SMC 
now gets.) 

In response to direct questions by commis- 
sioners, Ballard indicated that 15 members were 
too many to be sitting on the hospital board, that 
unwise financial decisions had been made by past 
boards 4nd administrations and that strife and 
changes on the board and within administrations 
had an adverse ‘‘trickle down’’ effect on the 
hospital staff. 

Commission Chairman Tommy Snowden, who 
invited Ballard to make the report for the commis- 
sion’s tax levy considerations, asked if the board 
could function with the present split between fac- 
tions. 

‘I have. to be honest,’’ Ballard said. ‘‘The 
board is pretty well split.’’

Armstong is expected to make his decision several weeks later. 

Shelby County School Superintendent Ellie Glasscox said he 
recommended Goggins’ transfer because the majority of the 
Calera High faculty said it could not work in harmony with the 
principal.

Strong medicine 
could remedy 


hospital problems 


Strong medicine is sometimes hard to swallow. 
Sometimes it causes ill feelings before it does any good. 

But if a problem is properly diagnosed, and if the 
right medicine is prescribed and taken, the patient soon 
improves. 

Monday, the Shelby County Commission prescribed 
strong medicine for some of the problems eating away 
at Shelby Medical Center. 

The commission called for the resignation of the en- 
tire 15-member hospital board. 

If the directions are followed by the patient — and 
some directions are laid out for the doctor, as well — 
this drastic measure could prove to be a needed remedy. 

While we do not think everyone who rides a white 
horse through the halls of SMC (or the halls of the cour- 
thouse, for that matter) is a white knight, we think the 
people serving on the board generally have at heart the 
best interest of the hospital and the people of this coun- 
ty. 

However, part of the problem is that different people 
have different ideas as to what’s in the best interest, and 
sometimes egos and personalities get involved. 

There exists a real rift between two major hospital 
factions. 

Questioning proposals is healthy, and the hospital 
doesn’t need a rubber stamp board by any means, but 
with the situation such as it is, this rift causes frictions 
to trickle — or rush — down, affecting, we fear, those 
at SMC working to provide quality health care. 

The commission is, in part, to blame for this rift. Last 
fall when it appointed six new board members, it 
created a new faction to battle an old faction. If that 
move indeed prevented something bad from happening 
in the shape of the controversial foundation, then it also 
created new troubles. 

And so, the vicious circle continues. 

If the commission has any hope at all of the board 
swallowing this strong medicine, then the commis- 
sioners best sit down with the board, or at least formally 
write out the reasoning behind their prescription. 

Notwithstanding the best interest of the people and 
hospital, the commission should do this as a matter of 
principle. 

The people of this county deserve an outlined pro- 
posal of just how the commission recommends re-filling 
the positions on the board, And we certainly would 
hope no board member would resign without having 
any knowledge of what he or she is leaving the hospital 
to. 

For these reasons, the nuts and bolts of how the com- 
mission replaces the board will be critical. Otherwise 
SMC will remain the political shuffleboard it has always 
been. 

However, the how-to’s of this have not yet been pro- 
posed. 

If — and it’s a long shot — all the board members do 
agree that total resignation is in the best interest of 
SMC, then the commission, it would seem, would need 
to guarantee that no previous board members be reap- 
pointed, 

Judging from the general feedback we receive, we 
think the commission also needs to adopt the attitude 
that a new board is to come in with the express intent of 
turning around the hospital’s trends. The hospital needs 
to be improved, not sold. 

New members would have to be highly qualified; and 
we like the idea of having professionals from different 
fields, such as a CPA, someone in health insurance, 
business people and, yes, a doctor. 

These board members should also be chosen on a one 
man, one vote basis, fairly representing all areas of 
Shelby County on a population basis. 

If it comes to pass, this would be no time to pass out 
political thank-you cards. We’ve had enough of that. 

Once appointed, the commissioners should establish 
better communications with the new board, while at the 
same time refraining from running the hospital. 

A new board’s first priority should be to hire a 
strong, intelligent administrator on a three-year con- 
tract, and arm him or her with all the tools needed to 
run a multi-million dollar corporation — including the 
power to hire and fire those he or she deems necessary. 
After that, the massive problem of bad debts needs 
desperately to be tackled. 

Finally, just as the commission, the new board needs 
to keep politics out of the administrator’s office and 
stay out of the day-to-day operations of the hospital. 

If the commission will properly spell out its prescrip- 
tion, and if the board would take this strong and admit- 
tedly idealistic medicine, then maybe a serious ailment 
can be cured before the disease gets any more out of 
hand. 

Then, finally, the staff at Shelby Medical Center can 
gei «+ with the job for which they were put there in the 


first place.

No cronies appointed 


One of the sharpest criticisms of the oil lease windfall legislation 
passed during the recent special session of the Legislature was that 
it created an eight-man commission to oversee the investment of the 
$347 million. Skeptics feared that Gov. Wallace might appoint 
what are always called ‘‘cronies’’ to handle these investments. 

The three appointments made by Wallace could scarcely be call- 
ed cronies -- Winton M. (Red) Blount, James Lee and Louis Willie. 

Blount is founder and chairman of one of the world’s largest 
construction/agri-business concerns, a giant in Republican Party 
circles, and a man who has never been identified with Wallace. 

Lee is an executive with a bottling company in Birmingham and 
recently named one of that city’s Top Ten civic leaders. Willie, who 
is black, is a highly respected Birmingham insurance/ businessman. 
He is the son-in-law of A.G. Gaston, a near legendary black 
business leader, 

With this sort of quality on the commission, the likelihood of any 
political hanky-panky in the investment of the $347 million is slim 
and none. 


* * * * 


There should have been no surprise in the Supreme Court ruling 
last week concerning the paid recess for the Legislature. The court 
could not have ruled any other way. 

The state constitution gives the lawmakers the right to set their 
own expenses and the court has no authority to do anything about 
it. The bottom line -- the legislators got their $1,150 for the 13-day 
holiday recess. 

One good thing may come from this otherwise shabby affair. 
Taxpayer reaction to the recess was such that the legislators appear 
ready to give approval to a proposed amendment which would put 
future lawmakers on an annual salary. Rep. Jack Venable of 
Tallassee has offered such a measure and says it appears to have 
strong support in the Legislature. 

He proposes to peg legislative salary on the average salary of 
state employees -- which is about $19,300 a year. In addition to 
this, the lawmakers would be paid the same expense allowance paid 
to state employees, which is a maximum of $40 a day when on state 
business. 

Even if the Venable plan passes the Legislation, it would still 
have to be approved by the voters in a constitutional referendum. 
= > * * 

Odds and Ends: If you doubt that money talks, consider this. 
Previous efforts to raise the legal drinking age in Alabama back to 
21 (it’s now 19) haven't gotten anywhere in the Legislature. But 
now that the feds have warned that unless it is done Alabama will 
lose $12 million in federal highway funds, the Legislature can’t wait 
to pass such a law... 

State employees are incensed that Gov. Wallace’s budget doesn’t 
include a pay raise for them. Don’t be surprised if the legislature 
doesn’t correct this oversight. State workers may not have as effec- 
tive a lobby as teachers, but they shouldn't be sold short.

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County prepares 
for tornado season

Have you ever thought about what you would do if you 
heard that a tornado was approaching? 

If not, Severe Weather Preparedness Week is the time to 
start making plans. 

Since 1916, 140 killer tornados. have hit Alabama — 
several in Shelby County. At least 957 lives have been lost and 
thousands of people injured and left homeless. 

In 984, 35 of the 45 tornados reported in Alabama, hit in 
March, April, and May. 

This year, to be ready for the storm season, Feb. 10-15 has 
been designated as Severe Weather Preparedness Week to 
promote the dangers of bad weather. 

Although official confirmation could not be obtained from 
the Shelby County Board of Education office, county schools 
generally participate in a practice drill during the week. 

This year, the National Weather Service will issue a practice 
watch and warning on Thursday. The time has not been an- 
nounced. 

In case of bad weather, the drill will be rescheduled for the 
following day or cancelled depending on weather conditions. 

Shelby County’s ham radio operators (SCARES), will par- 
ticipate in the drill by sending members to the Red Cross 
building in Alabaster and to Shelby Medical Center. 

Judson Glass, emergency coordinator of the group, ex- 
plains that ham radio operators will be on standby to coor- 
dinate communications as if the situation was an actual 
emergency. 

There is not a countywide warning system. County Civil 
Defense Director Bill Tucker says that most schools receive 
notice of bad weather from weather alert radios. 

The schools also receive warnings about the approach of 
servere weather from the board of education’s central office. 
During a drill, students take shelter in designated places in the 
school. 

Although television and radio are the primary sources of 
information on approaching storms, Tucker says that a good 
many people also get information from police communica- 
tions on their scanners. 

The National Weather Service advises everyone to have a 
plan of action should servere weather occur. 

With present technology, warnings and preparedness

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Aspirin and flu linked to child disease 


Aspirin, the miracle drug of 
the past century, may not be so 
miraculous any more. At least 
not in the treatment of chicken 
pox and flu in children. 

Recent studies have shown a 
strong link between use of aspirin 
in treating these illnesses in 
children and an increased risk of 
Reye syndrome. 


Reye syndrome is a rare but 
serious disease which kills 20 to 
30 percent of its young victims 
and leaves many survivors brain 
damaged. 

The Institute of Medicine of 
the National Academy of 
Sciences, after a review of a study 


done on the link between use of 
aspirin in flu and chicken pox 
treatment, found ‘“‘strong sup- 
port’? for the link. The Institute 
of Medicine advised that, though 
studies are not complete, the 
public should be informed for 
their protection. 

Margaret Heckler, Health and 
Human Services Secretary, asked 
manufacturers tO remove any 
recommended use in flu and 
chicken pox from aspirin- 
containing products aimed at 
children - and to add a warning to 
all aspirin-containing products 
against use for flu and chicken 
pox in children and teens. 

U.S. Surgeon General Everett 


Koop, M.D., has said that most 
childhood illnesses are self- 
limiting and usually don’t require 
any medication at all. Doctors 
often suggest that a child with a 
fever simply be made comfor- 
table with cold compresses until 
the fever passes. 

It is crucial to take action 
quickly if Reye’s symptons occur 
- whether or not an aspirin- 
containing product has been us- 
ed. The first sign is generally per- 
sistent vomiting. The young per- 
son may be sleepy and lethargic, 
but still responsive. Within half a 


day, the child can become 
disoriented, combative and 
delirious. 


Untreated, the teenager or 
child can lapse into a coma and 
die. 


Reye’s syndrome, which causes 
swelling of the brain, liver 
malfunction and blood chemistry 
disorders, is a medical emergen- 
cy. Achild with Reye’s symptoms 
must be taken immediately to a 
hospital. Act promptly if you 
suspect Reye’s syndrome.

As it happened — or, as it was

‘*Bud was very persistant,”’ 
said Judy. ‘‘He convinced me 
that we needed to be together and 
I’m so glad he did.”’ 

‘*These have been the best two 
years of my life,’’ said Bud. 

Both Bud and Judy had been 
divorced for some time before 
they met, and both have children 
of their own. Bud has two boys 
and a girl, Judy has two boys. 


The Daniels moved their fami- 
ly to Alabaster shortly after they 
married. Less than a year later 
they got into the publishing 
business. 

In 1983 when Judy placed the 
ad in ‘‘Alabama Singles’ the 
tabloid was published by Dot 
Dickenson. Bud had met Dicken- 
son and given her business advice 
on several occasions in the past. 

In mid ’83, Dickenson decided 
to stop publication of the tabloid. 
Not surprisingly, Bud and Judy 
were distressed. 


‘‘We felt ‘‘Alabama Singles’’ 
provided a vital alternative to 
people looking for companion- 
ship,”’ said Judy. ‘*Besides, we 
had a sentimental attachment to 
the magazine.”’ 

So last September the Daniels 
bought the publication from 
Dickenson. The first thing they 
did was to change the format. No 
longer a_ tabloid, ‘‘Alabama 
Singles’’ is now in magazine for- 
mat. 

The publication’s slick cover 
gives it a sophistocated look. In- 
cluded in each issue are articles 
the Daniels feel will be of interest 
to singles, such as ‘Dating 
Again? Brush Up on Your Social 
Skills,’’ and ‘*Tips for your 1984 
Tax Return.”’ 

The main item of interest, of 
course, are the personal ads in the 
back of the magazine. 

Through their magazine the 
Daniels are giving their readers 
an alternative way of meeting 
people. 


“*The service is entirely con- 
fidential,’’ said Bud. ‘‘We 
publish each ad with a code 
number. When a person wishes to 
make contact with one of the 
people in the ads they write that 
person a letter, send it to us with 
the code number on the outside 
of the envelope, and two dollars 
(one dollar for subscribers). 

‘‘We forward the letter to the 
person whose code was re- 
quested. From then on it is entire- 
ly out of our hands. We make no 
guarantees, except that all infor- 
mation we receive is confiden- 
tial.’’ 

‘*Alabama Singles’’ is not a 
‘marriage brokerage,’’’ said 
Judy. ‘‘We merely want to pro- 
vide our readérs with a safe, com- 
fortable way of meeting people 
they wouldn’t have the chance to 
meet otherwise.”’ 

There is no screening process 
other than the judgement of the 
Daniels themselves.

up or refuse any ad we receive.”’ 

‘*We want to keep it tasteful,”’ 
said Judy. ‘‘We have very high 
standards for quality and con- 
tent.”’ 

They also apply these stan- 
dards to the articles contributed 
to the magazine for publication. 

“We hope to increase the 
number of articles and perhaps 
include an advice column,”’ said 
Bud. ‘‘The only thing limiting us 
right now is cash flow.” 

However, ‘‘Alabama Singles’’ 
is already expanding. Next 
month, in only its second issue 
the magazine will be in over 600 
racks all over the state. 

**We’ve had a good response to 
the magazine,’’ said Bud. ‘‘We 


mailed letters to everyone on 
Dot’s (Dickenson) mailing list 
and only got one negative 
response.”’ 


The success rate of the per- 
sonal ads has also been good. 
Though only in re-publication 
one month, there is already one 
couple dating steadily from con- 
tact made through the magazine. 


**The lady of the couple called 
us a few weeks ago and asked us 
to cancel her boyfriend’s ad. She 
was getting jealous that he was 
still receiving letters,’’ Judy 
laughed.

People from all walks of life 
have placed ads from as far away 
as Florida, Kentucky and 
Georgia. One ad was placed by a 
doctor, another by a college stu- 
dent, and yet another by an elder- 
ly widow. 


‘The service we provide is 
especially helpful to older people 
who can’t get out as much as they 
would like,’’ said Judy. ‘‘We feel 
it is a better approach for lots of 
people than the video dating ser- 
vices that have sprung up in the 
area recently.’’ 


The Daniels feel timing is in- 
tregal to the success of their 
magazine. One of the problems 
Dickenson had was getting peo- 
ple to accept the idea of personal 
ads as an alternative to the singles 
bar scene. 

‘“*The time is right for 
‘**Alabama Singles,’’’’ said Judy. 
‘‘People are changing their at- 
titudes about this kind of thing.’’ 


‘We still owe a lot to Dot 
Dickenson,’’ said Bud. ‘‘She 
established a credibility and a 
trust with her readers. We 
couldn’t have made anything out 
of this venture if that hadn’t 
already been done.”’ 

So far, the Daniel’s ventures — 
both marriage and magazine — 
seem to be paying off. Though 
Bud still works for Dover 
Elevators in Birmingham, Judy 
has given up her secretarial job to 
work full-time on the magazine. 


‘*We hope to make this a full- 
time job for both of us in the very 
near future,’’ said Bud. 

‘*When you believe in 
something 100 percent, the way 
we believe in this, you will be suc- 
cessful,”’ Judy said. 

So, the ‘‘fairy godmother’’ in 
the Daniel’s ‘‘fairy tale’’ has now 
become their goal for the future.

A state audit of the Shelby 
County Board of Education 
shows a $7.6 million deficit. 
However, school superintendent 
Ellie Glasscox said he’s not too 
worried. 

The figure represents a $7.6 
million computer ‘‘bug’’ in what 
was, at the time, a new accoun- 
ting system, Glasscox said. 

The deficitbug is the result of 
one of several accounting pro- 
blems noted in the most recent 
audit by the Department of Ex- 
aminers of Public Accounts. 
Though filed Feb. 15 in Mon- 
tgomery, the audit actually

Planners go 
out of business?

Some members of the Shelby 
County Planning Commission 
are concerned about liability in- 
surance, 

So concerned, in fact, that 
planning commissioner Bill 
Coyne recommended Monday 
night that the body take no fur- 
ther action on any request until 
each member is assured that he 
will not be held personally liable 
for any decision the body makes. 

In recent weeks, there have 
been a growing number of 
lawsuits involving planning com- 
mission decisions. As a result, 
commissioners such as Coyne 
want to be certain as to their 
status should any suit win 
damages from the planning com- 
mission or its parent body, the 
Shelby County Commission. 

‘*T want to see, in writing, what 
the limits of our liabilities are,”’ 


Those very objectives were among the 


Coyne said. ‘‘It seems now that 
every decision we render is met 
with a lawsuit. The sheriff’s 
department woke me up Saturday 
with three lawsuits in hand.”’ 

Planning commission §chair- 
man Al Knight is not so worried. 

‘‘’m not interested because I 
know I’m covered well,’’ Knight 
said. ‘‘These people (planning 
commissioners) have the right to 
know that they are covered for 
the type work they do on this 
basis.”’ 

A spokesman for the county 
commission office said Tuesday 
that the county does pay for 
liability insurance on each plann- 
ing commissioner. The policies 
are carried through Rux Carter 
Insurance and provide $1 million 
protection for each officer. 

County planner Paul Owen 
confirmed that the county holds

Harold and Frances Walker, 
and Lynn Burttram, residents 
who live closest to where the 
home will be built, were at the 
meeting to complain about the 
location, They also presented a 
petition signed by other area 
residents. 

Desite the objections, the 
board voted unanimously to con- 
tinue with construction plans on 
the 22-acre site. 

A-Home director Brenda Lee- 
Rice said that construction would 
probably begin this summer. 


Depending on how funds come 
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in, Rice said the facility will take 
anywhere from six months to two 
years to complete. 

The facility will house up to 16 
youth who are having problems 
either at home or at school. Most 
of the young people are referred 
through the court. 

There were approximately 30 
names on the petition presented 
to the board Wednesday. Some 
of the signatures represented 
members of the same family. 

Among the objections to the 
A-Home locating on the site off 
County 26 between Alabaster and 
Columbiana were: inadequate 
fire and police protection; 
‘wilderness’? area; 26 being a 
dangerous road; expense of 
building on mountainous terrain; 
predominance of retired people 
living in the area. 

Rice said that the property was 
purchased after a two-year 
search, and that the location was 
ideal because of its isolation.

Whose money to 


whose mouth? 


‘*Put your money where your mouth is.”’ 

While this approach doesn’t always solve problems, it 
can often be used to at least quiet loud protests. 

However, quietly putting money where mouths are 
appears to be the root of the problems plaguing 
Alabama’s campaign disclosure laws. 

Under the current Corrupt Practices Act, a candidate 
doesn’t have to file qualification papers until two mon- 
ths before a primary election. 

Most candidates plan campaigns far in advance of 
this two-month deadline. But as it is, candidates are not 
legally required to keep records of contributions until 
they formally qualify — thus, leaving too much unac- 
countable time for interested parties to put money 
where they want their mouths to be. 

Furthermore, under current disclosure laws, can- 
didates don’t have to file campaign contribution reports 
until the elections are over. As far as serving as an infor- 
mative tool to the conscientious voters, such logic falls 
under the ‘‘close the barn doors after the cows are out’’ 
syndrome. 

We agree with the steps Secretary of State Don 
Siegelman is trying to take in tightening the loopholes in 
the campaign laws. If a candidate accepts $1,000 from 
an oil company or the Alabama Education Association, 
then the voter deserves to know this. 

Said Seigelman: ‘‘I believe that putting campaign 
dollars on ‘top of the table’ will do more to rid state 
politics of corruption than any other reform we could 
make. 

‘*Tough financial disclosure laws would reduce the 
cynicism and distrust that many people have for public 
officials by weeding out those who are corrupt, while at 
the same time protecting the reputations of honest men 
and women who wish to serve in the public arena.”’ 

Not surprisingly, Seigelman has met with what he 
calls ‘tamazingly strong resistence’’ in trying to push 
through a bill calling for pre-election reports, quarterly 
reports from the time of the first contribution, and the 
establishment of commission to oversee the process. 

Such resistance in itself should illustrate the need for 
such reforms. When campaign contributions are allow- 
ed to go unreported, it’s the voter who gets short chang- 
ed.

Don’t let Reagan gut student financial aid

Last fall, students in my films 
class heard and saw Al Jolson ut- 
ter the immortal movie words 
**You ain’t seen nothing yet!’’ in 
the 1927 mostly silent movie 
“The Jazz Singer.”’ 

At the time I played for them 
that portion of a videotape of the 
Warner Brothers film, none of us 
knew that in 1985 President 
Ronald Reagan would turn the 
famous Jolson ad lib into a rally- 
ing cry of the economic revolu- 
tion he intended to complete in 
the nation’s capital. 


However, they — and the rest 
of us in American higher educa- 
tion — should have realized then 
what is becoming abundantly 
clear now: the Reagan ad- 
ministration, as it did some three 
years ago, intends to try to gut 
the federal student financial aid 
programs upon which millions of 
college students today are in- 
creasingly dependent. 

And it plans to do so despite 
the ironic fact that, according to 
most polls, U.S. college students 
generally supported the re- 
election of the President! 


My counsel to Montevallo and 
to Alabama college students, 
public and private, is to write 
President Reagan at the White 
House and to remind him that 
they and their families helped to 
give him the landslide victory he 
enjoyed last November. 

Moreover, remind him that if 
all of the half-dozen or so major 
federal student financial aid pro- 
grams were abolished, the na- 
tion’s budget deficit would be 
reduced by only the amount of 
the cost of a few of the expensive 
new weapons systems we always 


seem to have enough money to 
fund. 

Finally, remind him that the 
few billion dollars the federal 
government INVESTS annually 
in programs that benefit college 
students and the whole nation, 
are more than off-set by the 
enhanced tax revenues college 
graduates generate for the U.S.

Raiders state tourney bound

The Shelby Academy Raiders 
are — get this — two wins away 
from a state basketball cham- 
pionship. 

Dewayne Kervin’s Raiders won 
a state tournament berth last 
week by taking the region crown 
in tournament action at Berney 
Points. 

Under the Alabama Private 
School Association’s recent divi- 
sion of basketball schools into A, 
2A, and 3A divisions, only four 
teams in each classification will 
make the trip to the state meet at 
Huntingdon College in Mon- 
tgomery.

(March 1 - 8, 1985) 


Ordinance No. 276 Section 8. 


“DOG RETENTION PERIOD” will be for 7 days, 
March 1 thru 8, 1985 for the City of Columbiana. 
All dogs found running at large or off the 
premises of the owner thereof, unless secured 
by a suitable leash of not more than 8 feet in 
length, shall be impounded and shall be kept in 
the pound for a period of 5 days beyond such 
dog retention period. During such 5 days, the 
owner of any dog may claim the same by paying 
the board bill and impounding fee prescribed by 
Shelby County :. provided that not such dog 
shall be released from the pound until it has 
been inoculated for rabies and the fee for such 
inoculation has been paid. All dogs remaining 
unclaimed at the end of such 5 day period shall 
be sold or disposed of by the poundmaster in a

Ruby Crim: 90 means a lot

Ninety years on earth have dealt some ironic twists in the 
life of Ruby Carter Crim. 

Born and raised in the Keystone community — now 
Pelham — she, like most people in the area at that time, lived 
on a farm. 

‘*Back then we just let the animals run free. I remember 
how the hogs used to get under the corn crib on cold winter 
nights; and all night they’d squeal when one of them got into 
another one’s warm place,’’ Ruby laughs. 

The ‘‘back then’’ to which Ruby refers is the early 1900’s. 
In this day of freeways, growth and subdivisions, she 
remembers the Shelby County which existed before there was 
even a ‘‘real’’ town nearby. 

‘*There wasn’t even a community. There were houses every 
mile or so, but for a while there wasn’t even a church where

people could meet together,’’ says Ruby. ‘‘I’ve seen a lot of 
changes take place around here.”’ 

Some of the changes Ruby saw in the county were physical. 
People moved in, churches were built, communities sprang 
up. 
Other changes were of a more personal nature. In 1911, at 
age 14, she changed her name from Carter to Crim when she 
married. Ernest Crim, the man with whom she would spend 
the next 50 years of her life. 

Ruby’s first child, James Thomas, was born soon after her 
marriage. Like most people in that time, the Crims were 
counting on a big family to help on the farm, and they 
prepared to have another child right away. 

At this point in Ruby Crim’s life, the good and the bad, the 
joy and the sorrow, begin to mix in sometimes strange and 
ironic ways. 

As she grew ready to give birth to her second child, her 
first, at 17 months old, became seriously ill. 

‘*The nearest doctor was in Birmingham, and that was an 
all-day trip,’’ she says. ‘‘In those days, folks just took care of 
their own.”’ 

Ruby and her husband stayed up night after night with 
their infant son. A relative came to watch the baby and let the 
Crims rest. 

‘*We laid down and slept for just a while. When we woke 
up, I asked how James Thomas was. He wasn’t doing very 
well at all,’’ Ruby says. ‘‘I didn’t know it then, but he was dy- 
ing.”’ 

James Thomas died that August morning in 1916. That 
very night she gave birth to Erion, their second child. 

**You can’t imagine anything like it. I was proud and hap- 
py about my new baby, but I was so hurt over losing James 
Thomas,”’ she recalls. ‘‘1’ve never known anything so hard to 
go through.”’ 

Years passed, the Crim family tree grew and its branches 
now included Elwood, Louise and Helen. The family also 
moved to Helena. 

Then came the devastating storm of 1932. Buildings were 
leveled in the town and surrounding areas. Ruby remembers 
the storm well. 

‘*We lived in a two-story house. My son Ermon was sitting

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IRA’s shave dollars off tax

With tax time fast ap- 
proaching, most of us are fran- 
tically digging through our 
receipts, check stubs and paid 
bills to back up claims for deduc- 
tions. 

Nothing wrong with that. The 
IRS permits taxpayers to take 
certain deductions which help br- 
ing down taxable income. That’s 
why most of us will tear the house 
apart to find a credit card state- 
ment indicating a finance charge 
of $9.75 so we can list it. 


Yet, surprisingly, many people 
who do such things still don’t 
take advantage of a chance to 
shave from $2,000 to $4,000 off 
their taxable income. And not 
only could that deduction save 
hundreds of dollars in taxes, but 
the principal involved is yours as 
a saving. 

There’s no trick to getting 
those twin benefits. You don’t 
need the services of some sharp 
accountant or lawyer. All that’s 
involved is to open up an In- 
dividual Retirement Account — 
an IRA, as it’s commonly 


ing man and woman a chance to 
build up a real nest egg for the 
future using money that other- 
wise would be taxed. What’s 
more, the interest earned from 
such savings is also tax deferred 
until withdrawal. 

It’s a real tax shelter for or- 
dinary people. 

The numbers are really surpris- 
ing. A typical single taxpayer 
with taxable income in 1984 of, 
say, $25,000 would ordinarily 
owe Uncle Sam $4,565. 

Knock off $2,000 for an IRA 
and you reduce the tax to $3985. 
That’s a savings of $580 that goes 
back into the pocket. With 
$35,000 in taxable income, the 
tax saving is up to $716. 

Yet for all the benefits an IRA 
can bring, it’s amazing how many 
people still don’t have them, 
mainly because they don’t 
understand what such an account 
can do. Actually, there’s not 
much to the program at all. 

Anyone who works — be it 
part-time, full-time, on commis- 
sion, fees or whatever — is eligi- 
ble to open an IRA. And it 
doesn’t make a bit of difference 
how much or how little you earn. 


taxpayer to put away as much as 
$2,000 a year into an IRA and 
defer paying taxes on that 
amount (a person earning less 
that $2,000 can deposit 100 per- 
cent of earned income). 

If both members of a married 
couple work, they may be able to 
deduct up to $4,000 a year from 
their taxable income. If only one 
spouse is working, a total of 
$2,250 may be deducted for con- 
tributions to IRAs by the couple. 

Contrary to what some people 
believe, you’re not stuck with 
making the same contribution 
every year or any contribution at 
all, for that matter. You decide 
how much you can save. 

What you can’t do is pull the 
money out just because you want 
to buy a new stereo or take a 
vacation. Actually you can, but 
you’ ll get hit with stiff penalties. 
That’s no more than fair, of 
course, since that money was put 
away tax deferred. 

The idea is that you save for 
your retirement. By waiting until 
age 65, then taking your money 
out, you’ll be in a much lower tax 
bracket. One can, however, take 
out his or her money from an 


also offer a premium continua- 
tion option which is available in 
most states, This means that if a 
client becomes totally and per- 
manently disabled, the company 
will continue paying the monthly 
contributions until retirement, 
surrender of contract or death. 

The need for retirement in- 
come or annuity payments may, 
for many younger Americans, 
seem too far into the future to 
consider. Still, it’s never too early 
to start saving, even if it’s only a 
modest amount. Besides, with an 
IRA the effort cuts down on 
taxes now so you end up with ex- 
tra money in hand to enjoy.

on the bed when the storm hit. 
He and the bed were blown about 
two miles away, but he jumped 
off the bed when it landed and 
ran all the way back to where the 
house had been. The house was 
wrecked. 

““My daughter Helen wasn’t as 
lucky as her brother. She’d hid- 
den under a bed, and when the 
house started to go down she was 
trapped under the bed and kill- 
ed.”? 

The memory of tragedy is 
sometimes overwhelming to 
Ruby. Her eyes cloud with sor- 
row as she thinks of her lost 
children. But there have been 
joyous moments which bring the 
light back to her eyes. 

In the early 1940's, she, her 
husband and her brother, B.W. 
Carter, set about building the 
Assembly of God church in what 
is now Pelham. 

The church was successful and 
her brother was pastor there for 
many years. Ruby still receives 
visits from the members of the 
church. 


“IT can’t remember who the 
pastor is now, but they come and 
see me and that’s nice,’’ Ruby 
says. 

Talking about her children 
lights up Ruby’s eyes. She has 
five children living, 21 grand- 
children and ‘‘too many great- 
grandchildren to count.’’ 

Two of her children are great- 
grandparents placing Ruby at the 
head of five generations. 

The hardships in her life have 
apparently helped her learn what 
it takes to survive. This 
knowledge became critical several 
years ago when she suffered a 
massive stroke, paralyzing her 
left side and impairing her 
speech. 

“I was in Pennsylvania visiting 
my daughter when | had the 
stroke,’’ Ruby says. “‘l was a 
thousand miles from home and I 
thought I’d never survive.”’ 

But survive she did. Many 
months of hard work were in- 
volved in regaining her speech 
and mobility but she never gave 
up the fight.

In 1982, out of a work force of 
29,940 people, nearly 3,900 peo- 
ple were out of work. 

The following year, Shelby 
County’s work force rose to more 
than 30,500, but the number of 
unemployed dropped to approx- 
imately 3,780. 

Although last year’s 
unemployment totals are not yet 
available, the state employment 
service reports that the number of 
available workers continued to 
climb to 31,000 in 1984, with 
estimates of unemployment runn- 
ing about 2,900 during 
December. 

According to Allen Folts with 
the state employment service, 
unemployment in Shelby County 
follows the same basic trend that 
takes place on the state and na- 
tional level. 

At the beginning of the decade, 
Folts said that seven percent of 


8.8 percent, and the county’s 7.8 


percent. 

In 1981, unemployment began 
to climb in all three areas. The 
national figure was 7.5, the state 
registered 10.7 and unemploy- 
ment in the county went to 9.2 
percent. 

With the recession, the number 
of unemployed in the U.S. in 
1982 reached a high of 9.5, while 
the state recorded 14.4 percent. 

The unemployment rate leveled 
off in the country in °’83 and 
peaked in the state at 13.7. 

Although statistics on the state 
and county’s rate of unemploy- 
ment are not available for 1984, 
unemployment ran 7.4 percent 
nationally. 

However, figures complied 
during the month of December 
show the percentage of 
unemployed in the state as 11.7 
while the county shows only 9.3 


Folts said, was the large number 
of lay-offs in the state’s apparels 
and textile industries which did 
not affect Shelby County.

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Despite protest 


Columbiana stays with IBM

The city of Columbiana purchased a computer from IBM several 

hi > ago, although the company’s price of $29,464 was not the low 
id. 

Objections to the bid were made Thursday at council meeting by the 
low bidder, Steve VanGilder, and Columbiana resident Ed Burquez. 

Burquez asked the council to cancel the IBM order, or to at least 
take more time to consider the situation. 

After listening to arguments from the two men, the council said it 
had acted on the advice of a consultant, and stood by its decision to 
keep the IBM. 

VanGilder contended that his company — Cado Systems of Central 
Alabama — had met every requirement on the specifications. 

Burquez, president of Sound Eningeering Systems and a friend of 
VanGilder, asked how the city could justify the extra expense of the 
IBM, which amounts to more than $7,000. 

“*You're supposed to get the best product for the least amount of 
money,’’ he said. 

Burquez also wondered why city personnel had inspected the equip- 
ment of other bidders and not the Cado system. 

Explaining that no one on the council is a computer expert, Mayor 
Buck Falkner said the council had relied on the recommendation of 
R.L. Anthony, who was hired as a consultant. 

The mayor said that the council had also consulted its attorney to 


make sure they were not in violation of the bid laws. 

Falkner said that the city was within its rights to accept the lowest 
bid from among the firms it found acceptable. 

Reasons given for Cado not being considered, included the fact that 
it was a ‘‘micro system’’ which would not be adequate to meet the ci- 
ty’s needs; the fact that the company was a small distributor which 
had only been in business a short time; difficulty in finding personnel 
to service it; and the difficulty of establishing the company’s financial 
reliability. 

Disputing those reasons, VanGilder said he had been in business 
three years and had installed approximately 25 systems for billing 
which included city governments. He said that he could provide any 
proof the city required on the financial standing of his company. 

Burquez took exception to the system being called a micro system. 
He said there was even disagreement in the industry on the definition 
of the term. ¢ 

He cited the city of Alabaster as an example of a city government 
that was using the Cado system. He pointed out that the reasons given 
for disqualification were not valid since they were not part of the 
specifications. 

“I believe what we did was the right thing,’’ said Councilman 
Harold McCord. He noted that the city has has problems with its pre- 
sent computer, which was purchased without the advice of a consul- 
tant.

That question was asked 
recently by Alabaster Coun- 
cilman Willie Arrington. 

Arrington told the council that 
he has had several calls about the 
crossing which is traveled daily 
by residents of the heavily 
populated subdivisions across the 
tracks. 


Jim Durrett, who lives in the 
area near the crossing, said that 
at night a motorist can almost 
run up on the crossing without 
seeing it. 


Even in the daytime, ‘‘you’re 
on it before you know it,’’ Dur- 
rett said. 

Acknowledging that it was a 
dangerous place, Mayor Roger 
Wheeler said that he had nearly 
been hit there by a train several 
years ago. 


Valleyview zoning 
goes back to board

The City of Pelham will take 
another look at the zoning of 
Valleyview Drive where a recent 
attempt to solve a zoning pro- 
blem has caused problems of its 
own. 

February 18, the council voted 
to send the Valleyview zoning 
back to the city’s planning board 
for additional consideration. 

A hearing on the zoning will be 
held March 14, 

Three weeks ago, the city coun- 
cil voted to re-zone the 
Valleyview Road area from R-2 
to R-1. 

That zoning prevented the 
building of any duplex-type 
houses in the residential 
neighborhood, and was requested 
through petition by some 
residents in the area. 

But oning also puts all ex- 

ung lomes in the area in non- 

compliance with city zoning or- 
dinances because the home-lots 
not meeting the minimum square 
footage requirements for R-1 in 
Pelham. 

If the homes remain in non- 
compliance, they may not be add- 
ed to or rebuilt if destroyed. 

Councilwoman Karyl J. Rice 
moved several weeks ago to make 
the initial zoning change in an at-

tempt to see that ‘‘every oppor- 
tunity is taken to right any 
wrongs done in the past. 

**I don’t want any of these peo- 
ple to have a duplex next door to 
them,’’ she said. 

But following the city’s move 
to re-zone, councilman Ken 
Maynard — who opposed the 
zoning change — talked with 
Valleyview residents. He said 
most of them were not aware of 
the zoning change and did not 
favor it. 

Based on the new information 
provided by Maynard, Rice made 
the motion to send the zoning re- 
quest back to the planning com- 
mission for further considera- 
tion. 

Inanother matter, residents of 
the Deer Springs community 
presented Mayor Bobby Hayes 
with a plaque thanking him for 
his efforts in the Deer Springs 
area. 

‘*We aren’t treated like a poor 
stepchild anymore,’’ laughed 
Laura Willis in making the 
presentation. 


““We’ve been fussing about 
it,’’ Wheeler said. 

Although the state has approv- 
ed signal lights for the Ballpark 
Road crossing, funding from 
state and federal sources is not 
available at the present time. 

It was also noted that the city is 
low on the priority list. 


Wheeler said that in seven 
years, efforts to get safety im- 
provements at the Siluria Mills 
crossing have just finished the 


paperwork stage. 

Bringing up an application 
from David Buchans for the 
transfer of an off premises beer 
and wine license, Councilman 
J.C. Draper said the business had 
been investigated and that there 
was nothing wrong with it. 


‘*We have no choice but to ap- 
prove it,’’ he said. 

The transfer was approved by a 
4-1 vote with Councilman Neal 
Bailey registering the no vote.

It would appear that most Shelby County businesses 
may need to pull out their sun glasses. 

As reflected by the Shelby County Reporter’s survey 
on the county’s business climate, the overall forecast for 
economic progress in 1985 appears bright indeed. 

A resounding 82 percent of the business owners and 
managers responding to the survey are predicting that 
their company’s performance this year will improve 
over 1984. 

Furthermore, 74 percent of of the respondants report 
an increase in business from 1983 to 1984. 

It’s progress. 

Progress, means more jobs and more business for 
everyone. In turn, more jobs and more business means 
more tax dollars generated without an increase in the 
percentages we're already taxed. 

More tax dollars provide one way of addressing the 
needs of the three areas which scored poorest on the 
survey — an adequately trained and educated 
workforce, transportation, and county and municipal 
services.

In his survey response, One merchant strongly notated 
his ‘*frustration’’ at supporting various civic and school 
activities, only to have those who benefit ‘‘flock’’ to 
stores in Birmingham. 

Not only does this cut into his business and its 
employees, but it cuts into tax dollars that support 
education, road work, police protection and other ser- 
vices. 

This shopper exodus is, to some degree, a problem. 
And like any community in the country, Shelby County 
has its share other business related problems. 

But it is obvious that we have great things going for 
us, and in light of the slump in recent years, it is certain- 
ly welcomed to see such a bright economic forecast for 
progress in 1985. 

As the addage goes, business is as business thinks. 

If this is the case, business in Shelby County is alive 
and kicking; progress ’85 looks bright indeed. And we 
think that’s great news for everyone.

Pay questions endless 


It has been called by one official the ‘‘most monumental issue”’ 
to face the state in history. Referred to was the incentive pay plan 
for school teachers. And the fact is, the official may not have 
overstated the case, at least not very much. It is indeed a huge issue. 
Not only could it have enormous impact on the future of public 
education in Alabama, but it could have a stunning impact on your 
pocketbook. 

The idea of merit pay for teachers seems simple enough. Good 
teachers should be paid more than bad teachers. It seems to fit 
right in there with God, home, motherhood and apple pie 

But how do you measure the competency of a teacher, and more 
important, who will do the measuring? Will there be a limit on how 
many teachers are ajudged to be deserving of promotion? And 
where will the money come from to pay for these promotions? 


move up the ladder to the rank of Professional II, and will get an 
automatic pay raise of $5,000 a year. Two years later, if so deter- 
mined, the teacher can move up another step on the ladder to the 
rank of Master Teacher and get an additional $6,000 a year in 
salary. : 

What happens if the state committee determines that 75 percent 
of Alabama's 40,000 teachers are deserving of these promotions? 
The cost would be astronomical. And where would the money 
come from? 

No mention has been made of the effect of these huge raises on 
the Teacher Retirement System. Teachers who have been con- 
tribuling to retirement on a $20,000 salary for years move up into 
the $34,000 a year range late in their career. And it is on that higher 
salary that retirement benefits would be paid. 

The bottom line is that the plan now pending in the legislature 
has the potential - we said potential - of costing the taxpayers hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars each year. And yet not one bill has been 
introduced - or even mentioned - to raise this money. 

And meanwhile, what does this new measure do toward remov- 
ing the incompetent teacher from the classroom? Not one thing. 

The bottom line: as well-meaning as the plan may be, the 
Legislature will be well advised to look long and hard at this legisla- 
tion and its long-range effect before enacting it into law.

Shelby County, located 
geographically in the center of 
the state, is one of the fastest 
growing counties in Alabama 
and the United States. Our 
population increased 74.3 per- 
cent from 1970 to 1980, accor- 
ding to the U.S. Census Bureau. 

All areas of the county con- 
tinue to experience growth, 
while the development along the 
two corridors - U.S. 31/I- 65, 
and U.S. 280 — continues at a 
more rapid pace. The popula- 
tion is now estimated to be 
about 75,000. 

Throughout the county, 
numerous single family subdivi- 
sions can be observed, in addi- 
tion to apartments, 
townhouses, etc. — all in- 
dicating that the county’s fast 
pace will continue. Significant 
commercial and industrial 
growth has followed this 
population migration, as 
witnessed by the number of new

There is need to conduct a 
special census in 1986 or 1987, 
and I have talked with the Plan- 
ning Department about it.

beautiful setting for new homes 
and businesses. There is a need 
to organize a similar group to 
work along the U.S. 31 cor- 
ridor. 

There is also need for post of- 
fice in the 280 area.

This year we hope to lower 
the teacher/student ratio to 20 
to one. Thanks to the will- 
ingness of the people of Shelby 
County to help, 1985 will see 
improved and _ enlarged 
classroom facilities to help 
relieve the over-crowded 
schools that exist in many areas. 

If statewide approval is given 
to a constitutional amendment, 
we can place the $347 million oil 
windfall tax money into the 
Alabama Trust Fund. If this is 
done, it is likely that a Capital 
Outlay Bond Issue for educa-

eThe coming years will force 
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us to face the need to preserve 
our capital improvements in 
highways and bridges which 
have been rapidly deteriorating 
over the last decade. As 
awareness of this problem has 
spread, we have already seen 
substantial results-in capital in- 
vestment and improvement in 
this area.

Shelby County has experienced 
and will continue to experience 
rapid growth, at least through 
the turn of this century. 

We must maximize our ef- 
forts to be prepared in advance 
for this growth, and for the pro- 
blems associated with it. Only 
then can we take full advantage 
of the opportunity that will also 
surely follow. 

I see Shelby County looking 
forward to progress in 1985 and 
beyond, and I have high hopes 
and expectations that we will 
meet the challenges.

Grace, Faith and Works

Columbiana Church of Christ 

Can man save himself? The 
answer is NO! 

If we look around us, we will 
find basically two positions 
among people who believe that 
man can save himself: 

®}) Salvation by faith only; 

e2)Salvation by works 
(legalism). 

Both extremes are wrong 
because neither figures the Grace 
of God into itself. Consider what 
God reveals on this subject. 

Faith. The Hebrew writer lists 
in chapter 11 a group of people 
who are remembered because of 
their great faith (Hebrews 11;7, 
17, 20, 24, 31-38a). These people 
believed in God and proved their 
faith by their actions. Is it possi- 
ble to have great faith that 
doesn’t prove itself by its action? 

Works. In the book of James 
chapter 2 verses 14-24, we find 
the answer. (Note: If you don’t 
read the Scriptures you will find 
no answer.) The works that we do 
are needed to prove, or back up, 
our claims of having faith. If a 
man truly has faith, then his 
works will make perfect, or 
verify, his faith. Is it possible for 
works to bring salvation? Gala- 
tians 3:10 warns of a curse for 
one who seeks to follow the law if 
he fails to keep the whole law. 
We all know that man cannot live 


a perfect life (Romans 3:23). 

Grace is the answer to man’s 
problem. There are several key 
words to notice in the Scriptures 
cited in this lesson (eg. counted 
unto him, reckoned, imputed un- 
to him). It is by the grace of God 
that faith and works are brought 
together, and by God’s grace we 
realize that even combined they 
are not sufficient to save man. 
Grace is needed for salvation. 
Ephesians 2:8-9 points out that 
grace gives our faith the power to 
save; not because we deserve or 
earn it, but because of God’s gift 
we have grace. 

To summarize this process con- 
sider: A man says he has faith in 
God and wants to be saved. If he 
is sincere, then he will begin to 
pattern his life according to the 
commands of God. Thus his faith 
is seen in his works. God then will 
count his proven faith as 
righteousness; this comes about 
because of God’s grace; and 
grant him salvation. If he obeys it 
is because he has faith, and he 
will be saved. It is simple, isn’t it? 
Man must submit himself to God 
in faith if he wants to be saved.

High School after completing the 11th grade, he 
didn’t have much to offer in the way of job skills.

Standard and other area businesses. 

It was during this period that Gothard married 
his wife, Brenda. The couple met at McNeil Gospel 
Mission where the elder Gothard preached. ‘‘We 
dated three years until she got out of school,” 
Gothard says. A year later, their son William was 
born. 

The family often visited Gothard’s parents, who 
moved to Shelby County in 1977 when the state 
bought their home in Bessemer for 1-459. 

When Pullman shut down, Gothard decided to 
go to the state employment service in Alabaster. 
Unemployed with little or no income in 1981, he 
qualified for the job training program. At that time

Billy Jack is kicking back

Billy Jack is back — or will be. 

Tom Laughlin says he will re- 
create the modern hero in an up- 
coming third sequel, ‘‘The 
Return of Billy Jack.”’ 

In a recent visit to the Universi- 
ty of Montevallo Laughlin spoke 
to several groups about his work 
in the film industry, and about 
his latest project. 

“We did several studies trying 
to gauge how audiences would 
react to a sequel to the Billy Jack 
movies,’’ says Laughlin. ‘‘The 
response was phenomenal. We 
couldn’t ignore the figures.’’ 

And so ‘one tin soldier’ rides 
again. 

But Laughlin has some work to 
do before he can play the role of 
the karate fighter. He’s a bit 
heavier than he was in the old Bil- 
ly Jack days. 

““We’ll start filming as soon as 
I lose this weight,’ Laughlin 
laughs. ‘‘I have to look like the 
guy in the movies or people won't 
believe it’s me!”’ 

One thing people will recognize 
in the new Billy Jack movie is 
Laughlin’s philosophy. As 
before, Billy Jack is tackling a 
serious problem in our society. 
This time the subject is child pro- 
stitution, 

**We feel this is a very relevant 
problem in today’s society,’’ says 
Laughlin. ‘‘We wrote the script 


Father Flanagan, who runs Cove- 
nant House in New York. This is 
a home for children seeking 
shelter from the adults who force 
them into prostitution. 

“*It’s the most horrible thing in 
the world to see the people dress- 
ed in their finest coming out of 
the theatres and bars in New 
York, and all along the streets are 
six-, seven- and eight-year-old 
prostitutes,’ says Laughlin. 

‘““And when these kids are 
good, when they bring in a good 
business, the adults who pimp 
them won't let them go. They’ll 
kill them first.*’ 

This is the basis for ‘‘The 
Return of Billy Jack.’’ 
Laughlin’s wife, Jean, will star 
with him as a social worker runn- 
ing a home for child prostitutes. 

The script has some new twists, 
however. 

“This time Billy Jack is forced 
to use a gun,’’ says Laughlin. 
‘*Portraying such violence 
against children calls for a more 
violent approach for the hero.”’ 

The plot of the movie goes 
something like this: 

A woman is running a home. 
The Mafia tries to get the 
children in the home to return to 
the streets. The woman prevents 
the Mafia from getting the 
children. The Mafia begins kill- 
ing the children, Billy Jack steps 
in.

A Shelby County schools 
spokesman said that the county 
plans to have scoliosis screening 
become an annual event in Shelby 
County schools.

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Books can offer tips on coping with death

Death is a topic often shunned. 

At one point or another in each 
individual’s life, the reality that 
life does not go on forever is 
brought home with the death of 
someone close — a relative, a 
friend, a neighbor —- or with 
one’s own impending death. 

A myriad of emotions usually 
encompass a person during the 
process of accepting the end of 
life... love, sadness, fear, heart- 
break, guilt, even perhaps hatred. 

Efforts to develop effective 
coping styles and reaffirm life are 
often assisted through the ex- 
periences of others, or an ex- 
amination of the death and grief 
process. Many materials on this 
sometimes dark topic may be 
found in the usually bright public 
libraries of Shelby County. 

*Elisabeth Kubler-Ross is well- 
known for her contributions 
towards understanding the needs 
of the terminally ill, beginning 
her work with the dying while 
teaching psychiatry at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Through her 
work ‘‘On Death and Dying,”’ 
the reader is afforded greater in- 
sight into the meaning of living 
through the personal experiences 
of dying. 

This is a firsthand approach to 
the total situation in which a dy- 
ing person is finding (or not fin- 
ding) himself and provides the 
possibility of growth for those at- 
tending to the dying or, to so- 
meone facing their own death. 

Her sequel, ‘‘Questions and 
Answers on Death and Dying,”’ 
consists of questions raised by 
professional people and families 
arising out of their experiences 
with the terminally ill. Answers 
concern the acceptance of the end 
of life, suicide, terminal illness 
and deals with the special dif- 
ficulties surrounding death.

One of the hardest things for 
many to accept or try to unders- 
tand is the death of child. The ef- 
fect on an entire family may well 
be devastating, and long term 
complications could arise when 


feelings are not acknowledged or 
worked through. 

In **On Children and Death,”’ 
Dr. Kubler-Ross asserts that all 
terminally ill children know, not 
necessarily consciously but in- 


tuitively, what the outcome of 
their illness will be. At some 
point, these children will need 
and want to talk about what is 
happening. 

Suggestions are presented on 


communicating more easily when 
children are ready; how and why 
other children in the family 
should be encouraged to share 
the care of a dying child; why the 
family should strive to be with a 
dying child during the last days; 
saying good-bye in one’s own 


way; and dealing with grief after 
the death of a child. 


*When death or other such 
trauma enters one’s life, feelings 
of confusion and a powerlessness 
to help yourself can set in. The 
grief and pain are ignored or 
denied, harming us in dozens of 
ways, says Ann Kaiser Stearns. 

Stearns has written a book for

those who are moving through a 
mourning process, and for those 
who are struggling with depres- 
sion and perhaps do not yet even 
realized that they are grieving a 
loss of some kind. 

‘‘Living Through Personal 
Crisis’ is for the person ‘‘who is 
hurting, or who has struggled 
with troublesome and hurtful 
feelings in the recent past.’’ 

The varieties of stress that ac- 
company personal trauma - guilt, 
anxiety, loss of appetite, anger, 
insomnia - are explored in detail 
as well as the problems associated 
with resuming the routines of life 
and work. 

Stories dealing with death and 
the acceptance of death make up 
a substantial part of children’s 
and young adult literature. For 
the most part, each is life- 
affirming, having something 
valuable to say about living and 
personal relationships. 

Leo Buscaglia presents a very 
simple yet thought-provoking 
story in ‘‘The Fall of Freddie the 
Leaf,’’ an inspiring allegory il- 
lustration the delicate balance 


between life and death. Freddie, 
a leaf, and his companion leaves

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Car tag: what you need to know 


by K.A. Turner 

You asked for it (or maybe you didn’t), so here it is. Everything you 
always wanted to know about... buying a car tag but didn’t know 
who, what, when where or how to ask. 

If you purchase a tag on a transfer of ownership there are two 
possibilities: 

1.) Involvement with a sweet young thing (cars that are 1975 or 
newer) requires either a title application — applied for by the dealer — 
or the Alabama title assigned over correctly to you, along with the tag 
receipt or the tag number, decal number, and month and year of ex- 
piration,. 

2.) If it’s an out of state title, the sweet young vehicle must be 
physically inspected by the probate office or have an inspection form 
completed by an Alabama law enforecement officer. The tag must be 
applied for in person, and Alabama sales tax is applicable if tax was 
not paid out of state or if the state of purchase is not reciprocal with 
Alabama. 

For a more mature relationship (cars older than 1975) you must 
know the following info before you get to the clerk’s window, other- 
wise you may lose your place in line when you run out to check it: 

If the vehicle has or has had an Alabama registration; 
Tag number; 

Decal number; 

Month and year of expiration. 

If the vehicle has not had a tag purchased in the last two years, you 
Oweé two years ad valorem tax whether the vehicle was used or not. If 
the vehicle was purchased from an individual, you owe 1% percent 
state sales tax when you transfer or purchase a new tag. 

When you are involved in a fast-moving relationship (moving to 
Alabama from out of state) and have a current up to date registration: 

You have 30 days to register your vehicles from the date you enter 
Alabama.

If your car is 1974 or older, your current out of state registration is 
sufficient. If the vehicle is 1975 or newer, you must bring your out of 
state title, registration, and the vehicle. If you have a lienholder, you 
may not have your title. In that case, provide probate officials with 
the name and address of the leinholder, your loan account number, 
and the date of the lein. 

When involved in a classy relationship (transfer of personalized 
tags) you must keep the tag. This applies to personalized tags, national 
guard tags, disabled veteran tag, or handicapped tag. 

Photostat the tag receipt and give to the person you sell or trade the 
vehicle to, Keep the original tag receipt and tag with you so the tag can 
be transferred to your new vehicle within ten days. 


Another important consideration in every auto/tag relationship is 
being aware of anniversary (renewal notice) dates. If you do not 
receive a renewal notice the first week of your renewal month, you will 
need to bring in your last tag receipt. 

Notices are sent as a courtesy, but due to different circumstances 
the probate office cannot insure that you will receive a reminder. 
Alabama law puts the responsibility on the individual or comapny 
which owns the vehicles to renew their tag on time. 

If you forget, penalities are: 

1-10 days late 
11-30 days late $15 
31-plus days late $25 

Naturally (or un-naturally) enough, you will be charged interest on 
late days.

This time around, Gothard got 
his class in welding. During the 
six-month course at the Shelby 
County Area Vocational Center, 
he learned ‘his trade and also 
earned his GED, which is 
equivalent to a high school d 
ploma, 

Although he was now learning 
a trade, the going was often 
rough from a. financial stand- 
point. The training program paid 
$2 an hour, but that did not go 
far with a wife and small son to 
support. 

His parents helped as much as 
they could, Gothard says, and 
food stamps also helped him and 
his family get by. But he gives his, 
wife Brenda most of the credit 
for helping him get through that 
rough period. 

*‘She helped me a lot,’’ he 
says. “‘She can do just about 
anything and she’s a real good 
manager,”’ 

After the welding course, the 
future began to look brighter for 
the family. Three weeks after be- 
ing certifiéd as a welder, Gothard 
was placed in a job at a Pelham 
business. Then came another 
lay — off when business got slack. 

But this time, his unemploy- 
mient was brief. 

**T called the assessment center, 
and had a job a week later,’’ 
Gothard says, 

He took part in on-the-job 
training at Unique Industries 
where the program paid half his 
wages while he learned. 

Hugh Taylor, owner of the 
manufacturing plant, says that he 
has been pleased with Gothard 
and the other workers that have 
come to him through JTPA.

= Horizon group strives

For many years, people who drove 
U.S. 280 south and east from Birm- 
ingham, through Mountain Brook, 
across the Cahaba River, and into 
Shelby County knew it was something 
special. 

Almost continuous woods 
bordered the highway, and at certain 
points, magnificient long views of 
distant ridges shaded from deep blue- 
green, to softer green, to 
Memorable. 

So many other highways leading in- 
to and out of so many Southern cities 
have long since been demeaned with 
billboards, raw commercial develop- 
ment. and abusive treatment of the 
landscape. In contrast, U.S. 280 had 
an almost virgin quality to it. 

As an approach to the Birmingham 
metropolitan area, it was breathtak- 
ing, with development popping out of 
trees as the highway swung down and 
up and over the hills and mountains. 
As a route out of town, the sudden 
change from dense downtown urban 
to fresh, green landscape was 
dramatic. A lovely balance between 
manmade and natural, either way. 

As development expectation and 
pressure began to build, a growing 
number of people — some of them 


grey. 


landowners, some public officials, 
and others interested citizens 

became more and more concerned 
about what direction development 


would take the corridor. 

It was no accident that the portion 
nearest to Birmingham had been kept 
relatively natural and attractive due 
to two factors: some limited access 
segments of the road, and tight con- 
trol exercised by Mountain Brook on 
the stretch passing through its ter- 
ritory. The first signs of random com- 
mercial beyond the Cahaba River 
made some action timely. 

Early in February, 1982, a letter 
went out from Emory Cunningham, 
president and publisher of Southern 
Progress Corporation (publisher of 
Southern Living), inviting interested 
parties along U.S. 280 to a meeting 


about the future of the highway a 
meeting given the title ‘‘Horizon 
280.”’

blems and potential, and decided to 
form a non-profit organization 
‘*dedicated to the enhancement of the 
U.S. 280 corridor.’’ The group would 
be something like a neighborhood 
organization, but in this case covering 
12 miles or so of highway, and 
representing as much what was to 
come, as what was there. 

After a month or so of organiza- 
tional meetings, the Horizon 280 
Association was officially chartered 
with a board of directors and 
membership open to both companies 
and individuals. : 

Since that time, regular meetings 
have been established for both the 
board and the membership: the latter 
is held over a 7:30 a.m. breakfast, 
every second Wednesday, at Lloyd’s 
Restaurant. The meetings attract bet- 
ween 50 and 70 people, including lan- 
downers, developers, businesses 
located in the corridor, highway 
department representatives, Jefferson 
and Shelby County officials and 
others.

SMC benefits health, economics

Shelby Medical Center is one of the 
county’s largest employers, and has an 
operating budget of of some $20 million. 

Although this directly benefits the 
residents of Shelby County economical- 
ly, health care is the first priority at 
SMC. 

Opened in 1959 as a 35-bed hospital, 
virtually every department of the now 
210-bed medical center has been updated 
and expanded to meet the ever-changing 
needs of its patients. 

Housing some of the most modern 
technological equipment available and 
staffed by highly-skilled medical profes- 
sionals, SMC is no longer considered 
merely a county hospital. In fact, a re- 
cent study revealed that staff doctors 
consider SMC equal to Birmingham 
hospitals in the quality of care and ser- 
vices offered. 


The Emergency Department now con- 
tains a trauma center, two cardiac rooms 
and eight treatment rooms. A full-time 
physician trained in emergency medicine 
is on duty at all times. 

Radio equipment in the Emergency 
Department provides a link with am- 
bulence and rescue units throughout the 
county. This system enables physicians 
at SMC to communicate directly with 
paramedics in the field. 


An important addition to SMC’s 
Nuclear Medicine/Radiology depart- 
ment in recent years is the Computerized 
Axial Tomography (CAT) Scanner. In 
many cases, this machine allows phisi- 
cians to view parts of the body without 
costly exploratory surgery. 

It projects X-rays through the body, 
to sensors in the scanner. Information is 
then computer analyzed to produce an 
image of the body on a screen.

This general claim to 
an unique location gives the City 
of Calera a generally unique op- 
portunity for growth. 

In addition to its location near 
the goegraphic center of 
Alabama, Calera is also the point 
of intersection for the Southern 
Railway and Seaboard Systems. 

Further access from 1-65, U.S. 
31, and State 25 makes Calera a 
prime area for industry, city of- 
ficials say. 

Several industries already 
make thier home in Calera.

The city, with a population of 
2,035, looks toward 1985 with 
goals that would make it even 
more attractive to potential 
business interests. 

Spring of 1985 is the expected 
completion date for a $4,050,000 
EPA grant project to upgrade the 
city’s sewer system. 

The project includes a 
750,000-gallon per day extended 
aeriation treatment plant which 
should accomodate residential 
and industrial growth for the next 
quarter-century. 

The city’s water system is 
already extensive. Owned by the 
Calera Water Works Board, the 
system has 1,750-gallon per 
minute total pumping capacity, 


and has storage facilities for 
480,000 gallons of water. 

The city gas system, supplied 
by Southern Natural Gas, meets a 
2,250,000 cubic foot demand dai- 
ly. 

Current city services officials 
note are: 

Police protection from six 
fulltime policemen; 

eA 5.9 insurance rating provid- 
ed by a 25-member volunteer fire 
department; 

Emergency medical and 
rescue protection from an 
1l-member volunteer group, in- 
cluding four paramedics and 
seven emergency medical techni- 
cians; 

eA 24-hour per day dispatch 
services for police, fire, and 


emergency protection from four 
dispatchers; 

*Access to 60 acres of public 
park property, 13.9 developed 
with baseball fields, a football 
stadium, track facilities, tennis 
courts, a playground area, and an 
outdoor pavillion; 

*A library open, six days per 
week, and housing 4,823 books. 

The city has two schools, 
Calera Elementary with 398 
students and 21 teaching units, 
and Calera High School with 459 
students and 26 teaching units. 

Calera’s Industrial Develop- 
ment Board currently owns 20 
acres of prime industrial property 
and makes it available to area in- 
terests seeking a place to locate in 
the heart of Alabama.

280. Various members attend 
meetings where zoning changes 
involving the corridor are 
scheduled. 

The sign committee is working 
with individual businesses to 
review the size, number and 
design of signs, both to keep the 
highway relatively clean and 


uncluttered, and to enable signs 
that are installed to communicate 
more clearly. 

Special problems are created 
by the number of agencies and 
gcevernment bodies that have 
jurisdiction along portions of the 
corridor. One purpose of the 
monthly meetings and of the 
association’s committees is to 
keep the membership informed 
about what is going on. 

But the lack of zoning and 


see these areas limited to certain 
zones that can be given service 
roads and coordinated landscape 
treatment. 

Such policies would also, in the 
long run, facilitate upgrading of 
the highway in terms of its carry- 
ing capacity. 

Service retail can also be 
designed so it contributes to the 
quality image of the highway, us- 
ing subdued colors, attractive 
planting, and subdued signs and 


Bentley carries on 


early county firm 


Rux Carter established an in- 
surance agency in Columbiana in 
the late 1800's. 

The agency is still going strong 
under the leadership of his son- 
in-law, George Bentley, who has 
been with the firm 14 years. 

Although commercial rates 
declined in 1984, Bentley says the 
firm experienced a ten percent 


growth over the previous year. 
He expects the firm to prosper 
even more in 1985. 

‘“‘We anticipate that business 
will be up by 20 percent this 
year,’’ he says. 

The Columbiana firm handles 
property, casualty, bonds, and 
life and health insurance. 

It employs five people. 
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lighting. Many communities have 
set standards that require such 
measures. 

How far this voluntary and 
persuasive technique will go 
toward shaping development re- 
mains to be seen. There has been 
cooperation more often than not, 
but as more diverse interests 
become involved in short-term 
development work along the 
highway, these methods may not 
work.

One propsal is to develop a 
specific land use plan for por- 
tions of the corridor under 
greatest development pressure. 
These would be based on sound 
land use principles and would at- 
tempt to create a reasonable rela- 
tionship between various uses, 
and between those uses and long- 
term highway needs. 

As for Shelby County’s in- 
terests in the corridor, it has the 
Opportunity to see that long- 
range values and sound develop- 
ment are established for the 
burgeoning northern part of its 
territory. 

Shelby County represents the 
classic case repeated often across 
the country, that of a rural coun- 
ty located on the growth edge of a 
metropolitan area. In other such 
cases, these counties, thinking of 
their progress, have simply let 
anything happen, only to be sad- 
died with marginal development 
that eventually causes grief — 
functionally, economically and 
aesthetically. 

What must be thought about is 
not the 150 to 300-foot strip 
along U.S. 280 and whatever 
short-term potential that has, but 
the hundreds of acres back from 
the highway, and all they can 
mean in terms of coordinated, at- 
tractive urban development. 

The U.S. 280 highway edge is 
important in setting the tone and 
the larger overall value. Develop- 
ment is coming, and if left to 
chance, it could easily become a 
mess that serves no interest well. 
Preventing such a mess is, in 
essence, what Horizon 280 
Association is all about.

Expenditures by the Universi- 
ty, its personnel and students in 
the county tend to raise the in- 
comes of merchants and others 
who provide goods and services. 


In turn, these people spend more 
in the county themselves, increas- 
ing the income of others, and the 
process continues. 

‘‘Thus, an initial dollar spent 
by the University, its staff or 
students ultimately raises income 
and spending within the county 
by an amount which is substan- 
tially greater than that initially 
spent,’’ Marxsen said. This pro- 
cess is known as the multiplier. 

As a state agency, UM pays no 
property tax on its buildings and 
grounds, or sales tax on its direct 
purchases of goods and services.

In 1984, a new clinical lab was 
opened with computerized equip- 
ment which increases accuracy 
and cuts lab result time in half.

munincial governments generated 
by the University exceeded 
$108,000. 

Local governments usually 
constrain their expenditures and 
level of services by the reveunes 
they receive. Therefore, tax 
revenues generated by UM 
sources permitted those govern- 
ments to spend that much extra 
on providing community ser- 
vices. 

This spending also produces a 
multiplier. ‘‘Therefore, the 
ultimate impact on spending 
within the county of University- 
related tax payments (in 1977) ex- 


ceeded $160,000.”’ 

In 1983, UM economics pro- 
fessor Dr. Joe Walker updated 
Marxsen’s impact study. Walker 
to estimated that UM’s direct 
economic impact on Shelby 
County for the five year period 
through 1981-82 totaled approx- 
imately $35 million. 

Taking into account the 
respending of much of that 
money in the county, the total 
(direct and indirect) effect of UM

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Diversification 
Calera fab shop builds ‘robot’

Once upon a time the business world of. 


Alabama Dynamics revolved around fabricating 
steel-making equipment and coke oven doors. 

Then, in the early 1980’s, the bottom began to 
fall out of the steel-making industry. Related 
businesses in central Alabama and other parts of 
the country stood in line to fall like dominoes. 

Alabama Dynamics president Gene Ernest and 
vice president Larry Leslie heard the rumbling and 
realized what had to be done: diversify or die. 

Today, the business world of Alabama 
Dynamics revolves around flexibility and agressive 
marketing. The scope of the Calera-based com- 
pany now literally ranges from underneath the 
Earth’s surface, to the expanding bounds of 
space. 

‘*In the fall of ’81 we saw the writing on the 
steel industry wall and decided we’d better be 
looking for some different eggs to put in the 
basket,’’ said Leslie. ‘‘Since then, our customer 
base has expanded 1,000 percent.’’ 

From manufacturing coke oven doors, 
Alabama Dynamics has branched into: 

eBuilding test fixtures used in testing the win- 
dows on the Space Shuttle; 

eFabricating and shipping equipment for a ce- 
ment plant in Venezuala; 

eManufacturing special railroad ‘‘quench’’ cars 
capable of transporting molten coke (2,250° F.) to 
water baths for cooling; 

Building a centrifuge with the capability of 
producing 100 times the force of gravity for a 
testing laboratory in Huntsville; (At this writing, 
negotiations were under way to build a 400-g cen- 
trifuge for the University of Colorado for use in 
the study of soil mechanics in earthquake zones.) 

Building a large ‘‘robot arm”’ that will be used 
by NASA to train astronauts in retreiving satellites 
tumbling out of control in space.

This industrial robot was designed by Kader 
Robotics of Birmingham, for use by the space 
flight center in Huntsville. 

Jac Kader explains that the robot arm recently 
built in Calera will be fitted with a computerized 
**hand”’ controled remotely by an anstronaut. The 
apperatus will simulate remote-controled devices 
NASA plans to launch from shuttles, so that 
astronauts will not have to endanger themselves or 
their space craft when recovering crippled 
satellites. 

Kader said that the job done by Alabama 
Dynamics on the robot arm reflects a high level of 
workmanship at the Calera plant. 

‘*That contract was a long way from a broken 
shaft in a lime plant, or a coke oven door,”’ said 
Ernest.‘‘There was a whole different philosophy 
behind building a sophisticated piece of equipe- 
ment like that. 

“*It’s like the difference in a ’°55 Ford and a new 
Corvette. It put a lot of new demands on our 
employees, but they adapted very well.’’ 

For a machine shop to be building robotic arms 
is a mark of success and progress. But Ernest’s 
success story with Alabama Dynamics goes back 
even farther than that. 

Ernest — along with his wife Barbara, who 
works for the company - ‘‘grew up’’ in Calera 
where, in the late ’60’s, he became aquainted

Housing builders hammer ahead in 84

Is home construction ‘‘booming’’ again in 
Shelby County? 

Most developers and builders say no. But 
they’re not complaining, because the home 
building industry is showing good steady 
growth. 


And Riverchase Manager Roger Yanko says 
that’s the way it should be. 

‘‘This keeps the right kind of climate for 
good sound investments,’’ Yanko says. 

During a boom in the industry, Yanko says 
that overbuilding occurs. 


While he’s not calling these boom years, 
Yanko does say that 1984 was a banner year 
for sales and development in Riverchase, and 


ee 


he expects 1985 to go pretty much the same 
way. 

Adjustable mortgage rates have been 
a contributor to the growth, Yanko adds. 


Inverness general manager Leo Karpeles 
agrees that with the viewpoint on ‘‘booming.”’ 

**} wouldn’t call it a boom, but I’d call ita 
pretty agressive building program,’’ Karpeles 
says. 

Realtor Tom Lloyd also points to what he 
terms relatively low and stable interest rates as 
being a factor in the level of home building. 

Lloyd is with First Real Estate, which keys 
on homebuilding in North Shelby County. He 
says that the movement of a number of 
businesses south of Birmingham has also 
made North Shelby a popular place to live. 


Of the three municipalities in the North 
Shelby area, Pelham apparently attracted the 
largest number of people building new homes 
in 1984, 

Last year, the city issued 156 building per- 
mits (a breakdown was not available on the 
number of new homes and permits for com- 
mercial and home additions). In 1983, the 
number was 53. 

The growth in Alabaster continued at a 
steady pace in 1984, reflected by the issuance 
of 124 building permits — four more than 
were issued the previous year. 

Construction growth in Helena in 1984 pro- 
gressed at about the same rate as the previous 
year, with permits issued for 45 houses and 
eight apartment units in 1984. Fifty were 
issued the previous year.

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Countywide, the number of septic tank per- 
mits issued for 1983 and 1984 offers a good in- 
dicator that home building is definitely on the 
rise. 

Ron Stutts, director of the Shelby County 
Health Department, says that permits for 
homes built in the county outside of 
municipalities increased from 636 in 1983, to 
861 last year. 

The picture from another angle also shows 
several hundred new homes being built last 
year in the area covered by the North Shelby 
Fire District. 

NSCFD spokesperson Roberta Still 
estimated that 3,200 fire due bills were mailed 
in 1983. Last year, that number increased to 
between 3,500 and 3,700.

‘*We supply our chemicals and 
resin products to lots of foun- 
dries, including Southern Foun- 
dry and all the Columbiana foun- 
dries. The number of foundries in 
the area was the main reason we 


opened the business here,’’ says 
Burritt. 

Another reason for choosing 
Shelby County was that the 
nearest competitive industries are 
in Texas and Kentucky, which 
leaves the Pelham industry with a 
good edge on the local market. 

Southern Foundry Resin has 
spinoffs benefits for other Shelby 
County firms. Among the com- 
panies that it purchases services 
and supplies from are Marvin's 
and Red Target.

Entering its second century of 
existance in a market that is very 
tight, the Longview lime quarry 
continues to provide jobs for 
Shelby County. 

Known now as the Dravo Lime 
Company/Longview Division, 
the quarry yeilds limestone which 
is refined into lime. Currently, 
the predominant use for lime is 
the steel industry — thus the tight 
market for Dravo Lime. 

But Dravo managed almost 
$17 million in revenues during 
1984, up seven percent from 1983 
totals. 


It currently employs 124 peo- 
ple, paying $2.6 million in 
salaries annually, 

Longview started in 1874, at- 
tracted to Shelby County by the 
large limestone deposits in the 
area. 


By the late 1890’s, J.B. 
Adams, a son of one of the 
founders of the company, had 
sole ownership of the Longview 
installation. 

In 1915, the company moved 
to its present location, and 
became known as Saginaw Lime 
and Stone Company. 

The quarry changed hands 
several times during the next 64 
years. Dravo aquired the installa- 
tion when it bought Southern In- 
dustries in 1979. 

Despite a difficult market, 
company officials feel the plant 
can continue to make steady 
gains. 

Works mamanger E.T. Kerr 
has been on the job for almost 
three years.

Dalton Presley, a journeyman machinist who lived 
in South Calera. His interest in machine work was 
interrupted, but not killed, by the war in Vietnam. 

In Nam he met Larry Leslie, and the two talked 
about one day operating a job shop.

From the Riverchase perspec- 
tive, Yanko says that the concen- 
tration of new construction dur- 
ing the past two years has been in 
apartment units, townhomes and 
condominiums. 

He says that there were 100 
home starts in the 3,000 acre 
development in 1983; 120 last 
year. However, apartment units 
jumped from 148 two years ago 
to 306 last year. 

Construction of condos and 
townhomes went from 40 in ’83, 
to 170 the following year. 

In The Gables and Chase Plan- 
tation developements, 115 
townhomes — in the $70-$80,000 
price range — were built last 
year, 


Condominums, 80 of which 
were completed in the Waterford 
section last year, range in price 
from $80,000 to $90,000. 


In Inverness — a 1,654 acre 
development with over 1,000 liv- 
ing units — building is also pro- 
ceeding at a brisk pace. 

With a continued demand for 
townhomes, 62 units were com- 
pleted last year in the Adam 
Brown sector of Inverness in 
1984, with 28 more to be built. 

And 160 lots have been sold in 
the newest sub-division — 
Woodford — with 140 houses 
already finished and 20 more 
either under construction or be- 
ing prepared for construction. 

The price of homes in Wood- 
ford ranges from $130,000 to

But 
he says the Galleria even exceed- 
ed the expectations of Riverchase 
developers. 

A shopping center is also being 
developed near Inverness to make 
that area more attractive to pro- 
spective home builders. 

**Shelby County is a very plea- 
sant place to live and it’s a nice 
place to raise a family,’’ Lloyd 
says. 

And with homes more easily 
affordable than four years ago, 
and shopping areas more conve- 
nient, the forecast for home 
building appears to be ‘‘bright 
and sunny”’ for a long while to 
come.

Cash registers ring with progress 


by David F. Moore 

The stock market, inflation rate, prime 
rate, GNP, employment... all these are useful 
economic indicators and gauges. But the bot- 
tom line gauge for the business owner behind 
the counter is the ring of the cash register. 

For most businesses in Shelby County, that 
ring is growing louder and stronger. 

The staff of the Shelby County Reporter 
complied a graph (above) which indicates 
general retail sales growth by as much as 18 
percent in the cases of Alabaster and Pelham. 


The sales figures are based on 1983-1985 sales 
and use tax collections and projections for 
Shelby County and its ten municipalities, 

The overall boost in retail sales from the 
PGA championship at Shoal Creek helped 
Shelby County’s tax collections - and 
therefore retail sales - climb 15 percent from 
1983 to 1984. 

Even without the PGA this year, tax projec- 
tions show an expected 11.3 percent increase 
between 1983 and 1985. 

Using sales tax figures to estimate retail 


sales (based on either one or two-cent local 
taxes) does not produce an absolute reflection 
of business. 

But ‘‘it should be a fairly accurate method 
of gauging retail sales,’’ said Gene Crawford, 
information officer for the State Department 
of Revenue in Montgomery. 

Crawford said the revenue department is 
currently working in conjunction with the 
Center of Business and Economic Research at 
the University of Alabama to produce a 
method of compiling similar data on a 


statewide basis. 

Besides being a tool for the revenue depart- 
ment, businesses already located in Alabama 
or seeking to locate here will be able to use 
such data for business projections. 

‘*They’d love to have such information,"’ 
said Crawford, who is a graduate of the 
University of Montevallo. 

The retail gauge compiled by the Reporter 
does not take into account wine and liquor 
sold by state stores, gas and oil sales,

Vincent dairy expands into retail milk sales

Miller Family Dairies is entering the world 
of retail sales with determination. 

The Miller dairy installation — located in 
Vincent — has been producing milk for 28 
years. From a beginning with eight ‘‘scrub 
cows’’ the operation has become a 700-gallon 
per day producer. 

But times are hard for dairy farmers, and 
the Millers feel that retail sales may hold the 
key to the future for their family business. 

Beginning in early March, Miller Family 
Dairies will take milk from the cow to the 


table... producing, processing, packaging, 
and selling their own milk products. 
* * - * 


Harold Miller began life as a dairy farmer 
with a handful of cows in a single flat barn. 

A year after he got into the dairy business, 
he got into the family business and married 
Judy. 

In the early years, the Millers milked by 
hand, cared for the farm, and trucked milk to 
Sylacauga where they sold it to Dark’s Dairy. 

But the dream of selling their own milk to 
the public grew as the farm did. In fact, Judy 

now the mom in an entire family of farmers 

says that her only regret about the move to 
retail sales is that it did not come sooner. 

‘| wish we had done this the first time we 
thought of it 10 years ago,’’ she said. But 
Harold was involved in an accident in 1976 
that kept him in a wheelchair and on crutches 
for a year. 

Despite the injury, the family worked hard 
and had one of its best years in 1976. The acci- 
dent, however, helped to quiet any thought of 
retail sales at the time. 

Miller Dairy continued to grow, producing 
milk sold as a wholesale product to various 
companies. But the large difference in the 
price paid the Millers for a gallon of milk, and 
the price their neighbors paid at the store con- 
tinued to plague the family. 

The farm enlarged to 400 acres, but profits 
continued to shrink, and the Millers found 
alternate sources of income to supplement the 
revenues generated by the dairy. 

Still, it seemed there should be a better way. 

Robin — now 25 and the owner of a 40-acre 
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farm of her own explored the idea of 
packaging and selling raw milk. 

With that idea as a catalyst, the possibility 
of retail sales re-emerged for the Miller Family 
Dairies as a whole. Finally, the family made 
the decision to go retail and began to collect 
the necessary equipment. 

Ironically, some of the first processors pur- 
chased came from the Dark Dairy in 
Sylacauga. Other pieces came from locations 
in Huntsville, Arkansas, Florida, and 
Michigan. 

Put together, the units will be housed in a 
plant built by the men in the Miller family and 
located in Vincent. 

In addition to the processing facility, the 
building will house a small retail store. 

The Millers currently milk about 150 cows 


daily. With the opening of the retail plant, 
they hope to process 1,000 gallons of milk per 
day, with the entire family helping to run the 
plant. In addition, a plant manager will be 
hired. 

Miller Family Dairies will produce milk in 
gallon and half-gallon plastic jugs, half-gallon 
paper cartons, and pint and half-pint con- 
tainers. 

In addition to pasturized, homogenized and 
whole milk; two-percent milk, chocolate milk,

buttermilk, and ice cream will emerge from 
the plant wearing the Miller Family label 

An additional retail offering will be Colby 
cheese, “‘imported’’ from Wisconsin and 
chosen on the basis of extensive taste-tesing by 
the Miller family. 

Miller milk will be available through the 
store at the dairy, and in local retail outlets in 
the county. 

Runnng the retail plant will continue in the 
family tradition of the dairy that prompted it 

Judy will run the store in addition to het 
dairy duties. Sons David and Tim will help 
out, along with David's wife Susan. 

Daughter Robin will work the family dairy, 
hopes to have cows on her forty-acre farm by 
this summer, and will help to mind the store. 

Youngest daughter Kelly, when she’s not in 
school or playing basketball at Coosa Valley 
Academy, will help out as well. 

‘*There’s always a job for everybody here,”’ 
Judy said. ‘‘We all realize we will have to 
learn to do everything, because if somebody is 
sick, we can’t call in another employee to 
replace him. When we say Miller’s Family 
Dairy, that’s exactly what we mean.”’ 

The Millers feel that their ability to control 
quality will make a big difference in their pro- 
duct and non-local products - a difference 
they hope the public will appreciate. 


But the ‘‘public’’ is one of the variables in 
the retail business that can’t always be 
predicted, and successfully dealt with. 

‘“‘We'’re used to talking to cows around 
here, not people,’’ Judy laughs. 

The family had a brief experience in retail 
sales with a clothing store in Harpersville. 
Robin said that the Miller Family Dairy retail 
sales won’t be subject to the same kind of pro- 
blems with customers. 

“If we take good care of our cows then we 
won’t have any problems,’* Robin said. ‘We 
won’t have to worry about anyone bringing a 
gallon of milk back because it doesn’t fit 
right.”’ 

Still, the step into retail sales is not without 
risks. 

‘It’s a big step of course,’’ Judy said, ‘‘but

He says that the Shelby County 
location is perfect for his 
business, due to the easy access 
through the interstate system. In 
addition, the life-long county 
resident credits Shelby County’s 
increasing population for at least 
part of the growth of the 
business. 


B.H. Cadle’s recorded a 100 
percent increase in revenues 
generated last year, as opposed to 
1983 totals. 

“I think we were well- 
received,’’ Morrison says. 

The Calera company currently 
employs ten people, including 
Morrison and co-owner Tommie 
Lynn Morrison. 


Ready housing offered 


Factory Direct Housing ap- 
pears to be still be going strong in 
Shelby County after 15 years. 


A company spokesman reports 
that sales in 1984 were up about 
12 percent over the previous year. 
That amounts to some $300,000 
in business. 

Besides offering known names 
to customers who can’t im- 
mediately afford the high cost of 
building, the company also offers 
considerable tax revenues to the 


City of Pelham and Shelby Coun- 
ty. 

The three-man facility — 
which generates an annual 
payroll of $65,000 — looks to an 
increased volume in sales while 
maintaining low prices to 
customers in 1985.

Pelham Industrial Park houses one of the 
largest concentrations of light industry in 
Shelby County. A 220-acre tract of land just 
west of U.S. 31, the park's success story 
parallels that of Shelby County as a whole: 
steady progress in an area with a growth rate 
that remains among the highest in the nation. 
The park’s success, however, is not simply a

happy accident. Pelham businessmen — then 
and now — have taken aggressive steps to 
‘sell’? the idea of industry in Pelham. 

Five property owners — Faye Parker, 
Delano Morris, D.W. Humphries, W.S. 
Poynor, and Dale Parker — joined to develop 
the industrial park in the early 1970’s. Faye 
Parker, who owned the largest tract of land in 
the area, also became the park’s first resident 


when he built Parker Supply. 

The early owners banded together to put 
streets and street signs within the park, hoping 
to attract other industrial residents into the 
complex. 

Businesses such as American Forest Pro- 
ducts, Knight Plumbing, and Industrial 
Heating and Finishing soon responded to the 
opportunity. Some bought land, others gained

industrial development grants through the city 
of Pelham. 

In either case, other businesses soon became 
interested, and through 1978, the park grew 
rapidly. 

A change in interest rates slowed progress in 
the late 1970’s but growth continued. Today, 
the park has only four undeveloped acres re- 
maining. 

“It is a good location and, at the time, the 
price was good,”’ said Donn Stone, president 
of the Pelham Chamber of Commerce. ‘‘It 
has been a plus for the city because you 
definitely need an industrial tax base to sup- 
port all city services.”’ 

The Pelham Industrial Park gives the city 
just such a tax base, containing almost 30 
separate businesses — Piping and Equipment, 
Sherman Industries, Weyerhaeuser, Industrial 
Heating and Finishing, Southeastern Food 
Merchandisers. South Central Bell, Southern 
Resistance Welding, Research Solvents and 
Chemicals, Knight Plumbing, Combustion 
Engineering, Colonial Pipeline offices, Jack’s 
Wholesale, Angell Equipment, Mcintyre 
Machine, Workshop Inc., Potera, Nichols 
Concrete Plumbing, Bratton Machine Com- 
pany, Thomas M. Sullivan Company, Truck 
Associates, V&W Supply, American Dealer 
Duraliner, IPV North American, Till Con- 
struction, and Blue Water Park. 

But as Pelham growth continues, city 
leaders realize they cannot be content with on- 
ly the industry in the Pelham Industrial Park. 
A new program, co-ordinated by the chamber 
with participation from business and civic 
leaders, may provide the catalyst needed to br- 
ing additional progress to Pelham and the en- 
tire Shelby County area. 

Pelham is currently in the qualification pro- 
cess for status as an Alabama ‘‘prepared ci- 
ty.’” The program, started by the Alabama 
Development Office, channels potential 
business inquiries made to Alabama officials 
toward the 20-odd cities in the state who have 
achieved ‘‘prepared cities’’ status. 

‘*The prepared cities program is essential,”’ 
Stone said. ‘‘It increases the amount of leads a

Galleria: Riverchase sprouts covered city

Few people if any can envision the 
economic impact Riverchase Galleria will 
have on Shelby County. 

As far as that goes, few people outside 
those directly involved in the $155 million 
development can conceive what the mammoth 
regional mall will even look like and feel like 
inside and out when it opens on the targeted 
date of Feb. 19, 1986. 

The Galleria is being built on U.S. 31, bet- 
ween 1-459 and State 150, one mile north of 
the Cahaba River/Shelby County line, on the 
site of a former mountain. The twin highrise 
towers of the mall’s office building and Wyn- 


frey Hotel rise out of the ground like the 
growing skeletons of a rather large-size city 
being built from scratch — which in effect it 
is. 

Developed jointly by Jim Wilson & 
Associates, 150 Associates and Metropolitan 
Life Insurance, one can start to get a feel for 
the facility by studying the Galleria model and 
plans and conceptual drawing at the leasing 
office located on Valleydale Road. 

In addition to some 200 specialty shops and 
several as yet unannounced restaurants, mall 
visitors will eventually be able to shop six ma- 
jor department stores, including Macy’s of 
New York. 


Shoppers can stroll from department store 
to department store via a central two-floor 
‘*main street’’ walkway lined with a multitude 
of shops. The walkway is covered by a 
skylight 1,450 feet long — nearly the length of 
five football fields. 

Heading into the central walkway out of 
J.C. Penny’s 139,600 square foot store at the 
north end of the mall, shoppers pass store- 
lined side passages leading to a similar-size 
Parisian’s and Pizitz, a three-floor Rich’s, 
and exits to the sprawling parking lot and 
parking decks. 

Halfway down ‘‘main street’’ the shopper 
comes to the a large, round fountain in a cen- 


tral park-type area. 

Your’re inside, but you could almost be 
fooled. The ‘‘park’’ has a sense of open 
spaciousness created by a dramatic atrium. 
The glass enclosure spans out overhead froma 
central low point, outward and upward to the 
side of the office building. 

Crane your neck back. Where the atrium 
ties into the office building, the glass 
enclosure towers nine stories above the main 
floor of the mall. 

Guests in the international class Wynfrey 
walk out the plush lobbby and into the mall’s 
second major walkway.

Proceeding onward, they pass 
under the atrium and office 
tower, and come out at Macy’s 
(scheduled to open in the spring 
of 1987). Macy’s is flanked by the 
two parking decks and main en- 
trance to the office tower. 

Easily, Galleria will be like 
nothing else within hundreds of 
miles. In fact, one would have to 
travel as far as Texas to find a 
bigger mall. 


The Wynfrey itself is the first 
in a planned chain of high class 
notels to be developed by Jim 
Wilson, chairman of 
Montgomery-based Jim Wilson 
& Associates. Besides the 
Galleria, Wilson’s holdings in- 
clude nine million square feet of 
space in some 2] malls. 

The Wynfrey will boast a 
350-room ‘‘deluxe international 
class hotel,’ said senior vice 
president Dan Gifford, apparent- 
ly convinced such a facility wilt 
prosper at the Galleria. 

‘“*‘We are convinced that the 
Riverchase-Inverness-Shelby 
County area will continue to be 
the corporate growth area of the 
Birmingham Metro area in the 
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next eight-10 years, as it has in 
the past decade,’’ Gifford 
predicted. 

The Wynfrey will boast two 
ballrooms, 18 meeting rooms 
capable of providing 25,000 
square feet of banquet and 
meeting space. The hotel will also 
have two elegant restaurants, 
three lounges and a cafe. 

The office tower — which will 
acutally stand 19 stories in eleva- 
tion, counting its mall levels and 
maintenance penthouse — will 
contain 250,000 square feet in 15 
floors of leased space. As of mid- 
February, no leases had yet been 
signed on building, although its 
initial size had been increased by 
100,000 square feet, and four 
similar buildings are planned for 
the future. 


**‘We have a lot of people in- 
terested in the building and see no 
problems in leasing,’’ said John 
Ireland, an office leasing agent 
working out of the Valleydale 
facility. ‘‘We’ve done the 
groundwork, and are now 


postured to start signing leases.”’ 
Besides local firms, he said 
Wilson realizes the need to bring 


companies from _ outside 
Alabama, into the Galleria office 
tower. 

Despite some concerns by area 
businesses, Ireland predicted that 
the Galleria .will create a 
mushrooming multiplier effect 
on the area’s economy. 


**It’s going to increase the traf- 
fic and spill-over,’’ Ireland said. 
‘Just from the other construc- 
tion that’s following in the wake 
of the Galleria, it’s going to 
generate money in Shelby and 
Jefferson Counties. 

“One big plus for Shelby 
County will- be the educational 
consortium, if we get that worked 
out.”’ 

Ireland explained that addi- 
tional plans for the office tower 
include contracting with colleges 
— possibily the University of 
Montevallo, Birmingham- 
Southern or others — to provide 
continuing education classes 
ranging from art appreciation to 


accounting.

**Spud,”’ as most people know 
him, grew up in the north Shelby 
County community of New 
Hope. As early as his high school 
days, Bishop did construction 
work in the area, 

Today, Bishop is a general con- 
tractor running a business which 
last year grossed over $700,000. 


‘The thing that has kept me 
here is I like it here,’’ Bishop 
said. ‘‘There is a need for good 
quality contractors in the Shelby 
County area, so there’s a need for 
what I do. But I would live here 
even if I didn’t work here.’’ 

Bishop specializes in building 
pre-sold homes, light commercial 


buildings and metal buildings. 
Beginning with an open lot, 
Bishop carries a project through 
construction, to paving and land- 
scaping, leaving a finished pro- 
duct ready for occupation. 

In addition to three employees 
who earn $50,000 annually, the 
business provides work for sub- 
contractors, building supply 
retailers, real estate companies, 
and mortgage companies in the 
Shelby County area. 

The $700,000 revenue total for 
1984 reflects a 15 percent increase 
over 1983, Bishop says. Plans for 
1985 include continued growth as 
the area grows.

Vulcan Binder & Cover Com- 
pany, a multimillion dollar in- 
dustry located in Vincent, is one 
of the largest binder companies in 
the nation.
